Lincoln Letter 
Sold For $1700 


A letter from Abraham Lincoln to 
Henry J. Raymond, founder and 
editor of the New York Times, was 
sold at auction in New York City re- 
cently for $1700. In the letter the 
newly elected president sarcastically 
reputed opinions imputed to him. 

The item, purchased by Mary A. 
Benjamin, New York autograph deal- 
er, was listed in the catalog of the 
Parke-Bernet galleries where it was 
auctioned, as the property of a 
“lady.” A salesman for the galleries 
disclosed that the former owner lived 
in Connecticut, but did not want her 
name divulged. 

Lincoln’s letter, headed, ‘“Confi- 
dential,” was written on Dec. 18, 
1860, in reply to one by Raymond, 
sent four days earlier. As Lincoln’s 
trusted friend and staunch supporter, 
Raymond had called his correspond- 
ent’s attention to the rumors and 
fabricated charges that were being 
circulated about him, and enclosed a 
letter he had received as the editor 
of the Times, showing how the rum- 
ors were gaining credence. 

Raymond called Lincoln’s particu- 
lar attention to a paragraph in the 
letter he had enclosed in which the 
writer, a Col. Smedley of Mississippi, 
asserted that Lincoln had made an 
address before some free Negroes 
when they presented a silver pitcher 
to Gov. Salmon P. Chase of Ohio. 

Raymond’s comment on the alleged 
incident, which had been published by 
a newspaper, was that he had set it 
down as a forgery when he had read 
about it. “I believe it to be so still, 
but it is evidently doing very great 
mischief,” he added. Col. Smedley’s 
full identity was not disclosed in the 
correspondence, but he ‘was referred 
to by Raymond as an “able, wealthy, 
influential gentleman.” 

Lincoln’s reply, on two pages, not 
only branded as false the silver pitch- 
er story, but vehemently denied other 
assertions by the colonel. The letter 
reads in part: “What a very mad 
man your correspondent, Smedes 
(Smedley) is. Mr. Lincoln is not 
pledged to the ultimate extinction of 
slavery; does not hold the black man 
to be the equal of the white, unquali- 
fiedly, as Mr. S. states it; and never 
did stigmatize their white people as 
immoral and unchristian; and Mr. S. 
cannot prove one of his assertions 
true. 

“What does he think of a man who 
makes charges against another which 
he does not know to be true, and 
could easily learn to be false? As to 
the pitcher story, it is a forgery out 
and out. I never made but one speech 
in Cincinnati—the last speech in the 
volume containing the joint debates 
between Sen. Douglas and myself. I 
have never seen Gov. Chase. I was 
never in a meeting of Negroes in my 
life; and never saw a pitcher pre- 
sented by anybody to anybody.”

The Museum of the City of New 
York is featuring a special exhibit 
entitled “Three Rivers—Around the 
Rim of Manhattan” which will re- 
main on view throughout the summer 
months. 

The display arranged by Grace M. 
Mayer, the museum’s curator of 
prints, consists of about 500 pieces 
and is designed to represent a sight- 
seeing tour around Manhattan Island 
by water—one of the most reward- 
ing of voyages—through the years, 
from that far-off day in 1524 when 
the first European gazed upon the 
Hudson River, until late fall of 1950, 
when the United Nations Headquar- 
ters will dominate the East River and 
the World. 

The earliest item in the show is 
the famous Céllere Codex (lent by 
The Pierpont Morgan Library) which 
tells of Verrazzano’s voyage of 1524, 
and in which he describes the Hudson 
as “a very great river.” Another 
manuscript lent by The New York 
Public Library, deals with Hendrick 
Hudson’s voyage of 1609. The first 
known contemporary representation 
of New York, the Hartgers View of 
1626-28, is included in a case with 
the above. 

The arrangement of the two large 
special exhibition galleries is geo- 
graphical, going up the Hudson, 
across the Harlem River and down 
the East River. The focal point is 
a large Fairchild Airview of the en- 
tire Island, taken from an altitude of 
approximately 8000 feet, looking 
north from below the tip of Man- 
hattan to beyond the George Wash- 
ington Bridge, where the Harlem 
River flows between the Hudson and 
East Rivers—a far cry from the first 
bird’s-eye view of New York, a litho- 
graphed music cover, “The Carrier 
Dove,” published in 1836-7. It is sur- 
rounded by pendant aerial photo- 
graphs of each of the three rivers.

The extensive Bakewell View of New 
York in 1717-46, with its details of 
Water Street (then the marginal 
street) is contrasted with an 1875-76 
photograph showing the same local 
during the building of the Brooklyn 
Bridge. 

Pictorial material in all media, 
from the Museum’s collection and a 
host of generous lenders, shows life 
on the rivers and along the Manhat- 
tan waterfront—there are naval en- 
counters in our waters of the Revolu- 
tion and the War of 1812, with views 
of troops embarking for the Civil 
War, and returning from the second 
World War; there are launchings, 
such as that of the first Steam Fri- 
gate in 1814 and a modern Man 
O’War; there are pictorial representa- 
tions of great events of national im- 
portance, such as the Erie Canal 
Celebration of 1825, which is shown 
in a painting by Anthony Imbert; 
there are scenes heralding the arrival 
of steamers, from the “Great West- 
ern” in 1838 through the “Lusitania” 
on her maiden voyage in 1907 (with 
horse-drawn cabs lined up on West 
Street) to the present-day Queens of 
the Sea; there are bathing parties in 
1810 and George Bellows’ Great 1915 
canvas, “River Front, No. 1,” show- 
ing boys swimming off an East River 
pier; there are boating parties and 
playgrounds, baptising scenes and 
Floating Churches, views of markets 
and factories along the waterfront, 
mansions of a former day close to the 
shore and Hard Luck Towns of the 
Great Depression—everything in fact, 
that tells of the City washed by the 
waters of three rivers through three 
centuries. 

An item of great sentimental ap- 
peal is the “silver-tongued” bell that 
sounded from the wheelhouse of that 
best beloved of all Hudson River Day 
Liners, the famous “Mary Powell.” 
Another unique feature, lent by the 
Historical Society of Pennsylvania, is 
a fan carrying the only known con- 
temporary representation of the “Em- 
press of China,” the ship that initi- 
ated our China Trade in 1784. 

A case is devoted to Walt Whit- 
man’s famous poem, “Crossing Brook- 
lyn Ferry,” and several of his elo- 
quent letters describing the glories of 
the East River; from the great Whit- 
man Collection of Messrs. Milton I. 
D. Einstein, Oscar Lion and Edward 
Naumburg, Jr. 

Supplementing this wealth of ma- 
terial is a set of fifty photographs 
taken especially for this exhibition by 
John Harvey Heffren, giving vistas 
of a present-day trip around the Is- 
land by water. 


Grand Reopening 


Galleries containing hundreds of 
examples of art of the Far East have 
been reopened at the Metropolitan 
Museum in New York. The pieces 
now being shown are of the most rep- 
resentative type and their range takes 
in a wide selection of material. The 
well-known Bishop collection of jade 
is back on display. It includes many 
decorative objects such as jade trees 
and figures of legendary characters 
and deities, as well as _ utilitarian 
pieces—dishes, vases, incense burners, 
wine cups and snuff bottles. 


Ancient Chinese cermonial bronzes 
play an important part in the collec- 
tions, among them the Chou dynasty 
altar set formerly belonging to the 
viceroy Tuan Fang. It is the only 
set with an altar table known in the 
West. Scupture work in the galleries 
is also headed by an outstanding spe- 
cimen; a great Wei dynasty stele, or 
grave stone, dated 535-543, and an- 
other black marble stele of the T’ang 
dynasty (618-906). The notable bod- 
hisattva from the cave temples of Yun 
Kang is also displayed, a piece which 
drew many praises when shown in the 
exhibition of Chinese art in London 
in 1941. It was recently presented by 
Robert Lehman to the Metropolitan. 

Other famous sculptures are a fifth 
century head of a bodhisattva of the 
Six Dynasties period (220-589) and 
an impressive gray marble bodhisat- 
tva of the Sui dynasty (589-618). 
Both were given by Mrs. John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., whose personal col- 
lection of Chinese sculpture was con- 
sidered the finest in America when 
she presented the greater part of it 
to the Museum in 1942. 

The outstanding Far Eastern art 
collection of the late Mrs. Louisine 
W. Havemeyer offers a group of 
screens, sculptures, porcelains, pot- 
tery, bronzes, lacquers, textiles and 
paintings, that might well stand 
alone, complete in itself. Of parti- 
cular interest is a six-panel screen 
of Japanese origin called “River and 
Trees.” The painter is not known but 
it is generally ascribed to Koyetsu. It 
is one of a pair, the other already 
being in the Museum collection. To- 
gether, they are traditional symbols 
of the Korin-Koyetsu school of dec- 
oration. Two other screens, painted 
in monochrome by the Japanese ar- 
tist Soami, are gifts of John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr. 

The field of Chinese paintings, al- 
ready an established scene at the Mu- 
seum, was enhanced in 1947 by the 
purchase of the A. W. Bahr collec- 
tion, perhaps the last comprehensive 
group ot Chinese pqintings to remain 
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intact. It includes 6th century fres- 
coes, a T’ang dynasty landscape com- 
parable to the Chinese Government’s 
“Deer Park” painting which was fea- 
tured in the London exhibition, and a 
33-foot scroll painted on silk called 
“Spring Festival on the Yellow 
River.” The latter depicts a throng 
of people celebrating a Chinese holi- 
day against a delicately rendered 
background of river, mountain and 
city scenes. A Buddhist Sutra, or 
holy book, of about 1118, the only one 
of its kind known, is also on view. 

The Japanese masters are _ rep- 
resented in full regalia, too. Works 
attributed to Soami, Tanyu, Buncho, 
Ganku and Noanabu are there, espe- 
cially known for the richness of their 
monochrome landscapes and birds in 
the classical interpretation of Chinese 
painting. Kindred examples are also 
to be found by later artists of Japan 
such as Hokusai, Kiosai, Hiotsu and 
Zeshin. Displayed for the first time 
by the Museum is an important group 
of Japanese paintings acquired in 
1936 from Howard Mansfield. Only 
the prints from this collection were 
shown previously, in 1946. Together, 
these painting and prints, are ac- 
knowledged to be the most complete 
assemblage of all.

Virginian Estate 


The Woodlawn estate, near Mr. 
Vernon, was recently dedicated as a 
national historical site. The prop- 
erty, originally a part of Mt. Vernon, 
was the wedding gift of George Wash- 
ington to his adopted daughter, Nellie 
Custis. Approximately 130 acres, the 
Woodlawn Public Foundation is plan- 
ning to landscape all of this ground. 
The 150 year old mansion is to be 
furnished in the style of the early 
Federal period, and changing exhi- 
bitions of period material from mu- 
seums throughout the country will be 
shown inside its walls.

Inca Empire Exhibit 


The Chicago Natural History Mu- 
seum has opened an exhibit on the 
growth of the Inca Empire. The dis- 
plays, in the Hall of American Ar- 
chaeology, show territorial expansion, 
the development of an extensive high- 
way system and other engineering 
achievements, and the form of govern- 
ment. One section has tools, weapons, 
utensils, and ornaments in use at the 
height of the empire. The exhibit 
compliments a diorama opened earl- 
ier, picturing a village scene, with 
illustrations of domestic and agricul- 
tural activities and examples of Inca 
architecture.

Folk Art 


In celebration of Pan-American 
Month, the Rochester, N. Y., Museum 
assembled a group of costumes, jew- 
elry, pottery and textiles representing 
the folk arts of the Southern High- 
lands. The examples originated in 
Ecuador, Bolivia and Peru, and the 
rich colors and intricate designs of 
ancient and modern Andean weaving 
are of particular interest. Sample 





looms and photographs of the process 
as it is carried on today were shown 
in addition to the textiles and craft- 
work. The examples chosen for the 
exhibit convey something of the im- 
portance of the primitive folk arts 
which are dying out today, and they 
are an expression of the folk cultures 
of these peoples. The collection was 
secured as a loan from the American 
Federation of Arts.

Museums and the Drug 
Industry 


In a recent release, A. L. Omahun- 
dro of McKesson and Robbins, Inc., 
discusses the benefits to be gained 
through the cooperation of museums 
and those doing pharmaceutical work. 
Realizing that more can be accom- 
plished in public education, he sug- 
gests also that greater, faster ad- 
vances might be possible in fighting 
disease, and this is a crusade better 
done through mutual efforts. 

In the past, the drug industry has 
depended to a great extent upon mu- 
seums and their explorations. Many 
new findings have been brought into 
commercial use in this way and the 
public good that has been done is a 
credit to both agencies. Exhibitions 
pertaining to drugs and their func- 
tions have made for better-informed 
people, and has also served both in- 
stitutions as well. Mr. Omahundro 
would like to see this last function 
enlarged—with greater emphasis on 
the relationship between drugs and 
civilization. Displays concerning our 
small medical knowledge of cancer 
and what is being done to increase 
this knowledge, of tuberculosis, of 
heart defects, and most of all, the 
nutritional diseases and vitamin de- 
ficiencies, would be promoted. Speak- 
ing for the industry, Mr. Omahundro 
feels that the drug people would be 
happy to help plan and prepare such 
projects, with the idea that it could 
be extended to other phases of chem- 
istry, physics, pharmacy and’ public 
health.

Exhibition Techniques 


A photographic exhibit of Swedish 
Museums was recently displayed at 
the Rochester Museum of Arts and 
Sciences. In a series of 20 panels 
were shown modern techniques of mu- 
seum display which originated in 
Sweden, since copied by major mu- 
seums in all parts of the world. The 
pictures show museums ranging from 
a 16th century castle to a museum 
structure built only last year. Per- 
haps the most noted work is the 
famous open-air museum developed 
in Sweden and later, giving pattern 
to Henry Ford’s Fort Dearborn mu- 
seum. Of interest to directors and 
spectators alike, this photographic re- 
cord of display improvements has 
toured extensively and will shortly 
be seen in Philadelphia and New 
York City, before its return to Swe- 
den in June.

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LAWRENCE: PAINTER OF KINGS 
(1769-1830) 


By BARBARA M. SMITH 


Retelling the story of Sir Thomas 
Lawrence’s life is to pass on one of 
the great success stories of the 
eighteenth century. The years 
brought him many personal triumphs 
as a favorite of royalty and other 
leaders of his day, as ‘well as the 
-pportunity to develop his talent to 
the full under one of the prominent 
figures in the English school of 
painting, Sir Joshua Reynolds. 

At the age of ten, Lawrence had 
already shown remarkable gifts for 
portraiture and before his 22nd year, 
he had painted the noted full-length 
portrait of the future Countess of 
Derby. This work brought him im- 
mediate acclaim, ending his student 
days at the Royal Academy of Lon- 
don and introducing him to a wider 
circle of expression. Henceforth, he 
was in demand at the fashionable 
centers of Europe. Kings, princes, 
great diplomats and generals were a 
part of his following, and even the 
Pope himself sat to him. His pre- 
sentations were large full-dress por- 
traits characterized by a lavish care 
for details and rich, definitive color. 
As can be imagined, his productions 
were always more than a just com- 
pliment to his subjects: and it logi- 
cally followed that this artistic 
courtesy made him especially desir- 
able as a portraitist of fair ladies. 
He had the master’s fluid brush that 
enabled him to give the delicate 
beauty of skin tones, the illusive 
sparkle of the eyes: the gleam of

graceful folds of silk and velvet, to 
his canvases. 

By giving rise to this young ar- 
tist-disciple, King George IV and his 
court claimed him as their own but 
his influence soon travelled beyond 
the island boundaries of England. 
From France came Gericault and 
Delacroix who were the leading 
spirits of romanticism, a movement 
seeking to break away from the 


systematic interpretations of the 
school of David. Elsewhere, too, 
Lawrence’s endeavors gathered 


weight, and artists feeling the need 
of a vigorous and brilliant execution 
to express the quality of life, natur- 
ally turned toward him. Lawrence 
showed them that by a return to har- 
mony, and richness of coloring as 
exemplified by the great masters of 
the past, it was possible to create 
a modern art capable of every ex- 
pression. In a large measure, he ad- 
vanced the return to studying par- 
ticularly the Middle Ages and the 
early Renaissance which later be- 
came the accepted form. 

Sir Lawrence was an important 
figure at Vienna during the famous 
congresses which settled the fate of 
Europe after the fall of Napoleon. 
In the same vein, the powerful de- 
claration known as the “Holy Alli- 
ance” which took place in 1815 be- 
tween Russia, Austria and Prussia, 
was portrayed by him in a series of 
24 canvases. This collection of of- 
ficial portraits adorns the walls of 
Windsor Castle, forming a unique 
historical document. 

Other distinctions were bestowed 
upon him, among them the role of 
president of the Royal Academy 
which he held for the last ten years 
of his life. 

One of his most treasured pieces, 
“Mrs. Wolf”, is familiar the world 
over and now hangs in the Art In- 
stitute of Chicago.

MY HOBBY IS BELLS 


By GUDRUN HAAKONS NELSON 


Bells are among the most provoca- 
tive of collectables. All through 
history they reflect the times, tastes, 
joys, sorrows, follies, and achieve- 
ments of mankind. They have been 
a part of man’s culture for almost 
5000 years. 

The origin of bells is lost in the 
fogs of antiquity but we do have a 
record of Emperor Hoang-Ti of 
China (in 2697 B. C.) commissioning 
one of his subjects to cast a set of 
tuned bells to be used as the official 
standard of pitch. And we read in 
the 28th chapter of Exodus that the 
hem of Aaron’s robe was to have 
pomegranates of blue and purple 
and scarlet and “bells of gold be- 
tween them round about”. 

The difference between these bells, 
a bell-maker will tell you, is that the 
silver bell is only a bell-shaped ob- 
ject; it lacks tone and vibration. 

Besides having fine bells of bronze 
and of steel alloy, we do have a vast 
variety of these so-called bells of 
silver, coral, nickel, pewter, glass, 
and shell. The Opata Indians make 
bells of cocoons of the mammoth moth 
by inserting a few pebbles to give 
the rattle, sound. Mexicans make 
bells of clay, even to the clapper. In 
Bali +he old bullock bells were com- 
monly made of wood with cocoa 
clappers. Maybe it was of these 
bells Thomas Hood was _ thinking 
when he said, “Bells are music’s 
laughter”. 

However, bells were played for 
music in earliest times as shown by 
Hoang-Ti’s tuned bells. And we are 
told that King David had a set of 
bells in his orchestra along with the 
rebab and lyre.

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Bells have been associated 'with the 
Christian Church since the days 
when the disciples would thrust their 
staffs into the ground in lieu of pul- 
pits and ring their little bells, thus 
calling the people from near-by set- 
tlements to come swarming about 
and hear their story. 

Of the more than sixty of these 
ancient bells still in existence the 
most famous is the bell of St. Pat- 
rick now preserved in the museum of 
the Royal Irish Academy in Dublin. 
It is interesting to know with what 
veneration these bells were regarded. 
Each one had an official hereditary 
custodian and many bells were hand- 
ed down from father to son for 
centuries. 

It took 400 years. before anyone 
got the idea of elevating church 
bells. Then the Italian bishop, 
Paulinus, started the practice by 
having a copper kettle put on the 
roof of his church and struck with a 
hammer to call his people to wor- 
ship. Maybe this explains the origin 
of the expression ‘hatching a kettle’ 
used in the bell business to designate 
a non-ringer, the occasional dud that 
is produced in every foundry. 

But the idea of the elevated church 
bell spread slowly and it was not 
until the 8th century that the use of 
bells reached its greatest develop- 
ment. It was then they began to be 
regarded as essential equipment of 
every church and towers began to be 
built for the express purpose of 
housing bells. This called for bigger 
and bigger bells until they were 
made of such gigantic size it was a 
problem to get them rung. At Can- 
terbury it required 24 men to ring 
one bell and 65 men to ring the whole 
peel of five bells. In Riverside Church 
in New York there is a bell ‘weigh- 
ing 18% tons which is the largest 
tuned bell in the world. The very 
largest bell in actual use is in Mos- 
cow. It weighs 123 tons. There is a 
still larger bell in Moscow. In 1733 
a bell weighing 220 tons was cast. 
Creating this monster proved as 
fruitless a labor as the making of 
Robinson’s Crusoe’s first boat be- 
cause it broke before it was ever 
rung. Today it stands on a raised 
platform. inside the Kremlin walls 
and serves as a chapel and as a 
favorite background for tourist pic- 
tures. 

Our Liberty Bell is also an exhibi- 
tion piece. Cast originally in London, 
it cracked at the first stroke of the 
clapper after being hung in Phila- 
delphia. It was melted and remolded 
by Pass and Stow of Philadelphia 
with the addition of some American 
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copper to make it less brittle. This 
time they ‘hatched a kettle’ and it 
was cast a third time. This casting 
produced the bell with which we are 
familiar, the bell which rang through 
83 years of our nation’s most stir- 
ring history and then became silent 
because it cracked when tolling the 
death of Chief Justice John Marshall 
on July 8, 1835. 

The city fathers of Philadelphia 
arranged for a new bell which was 
to be partly paid for by trading in 
the old, cracked bell. When the bell- 
maker found how much trouble it 
would be to haul away the old bell, 
he refused to take it. The case was 
brought to court and although the 
judge assessed the costs against the 
bellmaker, he urged the city fathers 
to keep the old bell. That bell which 
a hundred years ago was just a piece 
of junk to these men is now a price- 
less relic — a symbol of freedom — 
an inspiration to oppressed people all 
over the world. It is the one bell in 
whose presence every man takes off 
his hat. 

On this bell we read, “Proclaim 
Liberty through all the land unto all 
the inhabitants thereof.—Lev. XXV : 
10.” But it was not this quotation 
which gave the bell its name. An an- 
ti-slavery booklet printed in 1841 
first called it the “Liberty Bell”. 

It may be of passing interest to 
note that Big Ben of Westminster, 
London, has had some experiences in 
its youth similar to those of our 
Liberty Bell. It developed a crack 
while undergoing tests, was re-cast 
with the result less than perfect, and 


was spared a third casting only to be 


subjected to constant tinkering. Its 
flaws are still apparent; its voice is 
still the harsh, metallic clang so 
familiar to persons all over the 
world since the advent of radio. 


Teutonic Knights in the Age of 
Chivalry took solemn oaths on their 
bells and christened them with first 
names. The practice of namins bells 
began as early as 969. Church bells 
and ships’ bells 'were and still are 
customarily blessed with elaborate 
ceremonies and ‘baptised’ in honor 
of some saint. 


_Sometimes names are used refer- 
ring to the sound of the bells at cer- 
tain stated times rather than to the 
instrument. So we hear of the Har- 
vest Bell, the Market Bell, the Seed- 
ing Bell, the Sermon Bell, and most 
amusing of all, the Pancake Bell 
which was the ringing on Shrove 
Tuesday, as a summons to confession 
before Lent. 

In the Middle Ages each city had 
a “Tower of Pride” in which to hang 
its bell, for in those days the right 
of possessing a bell was a symbol of 
power and one of a city’s first 
privileges. This tower was generally 
the record office of the city and 
down through the ages our town 
halls have been adorned with towers. 
In fact, we owe most of the famous 
towers in the world to bells. They 
have definitely influenced world 
architecture. 


A tower ‘was necessary if bells 
were to summon soldiers to arms or 
Christians to worship since it is the 
height from the ground that de- 
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termines how far bells may be heard. 
But a bell-tower was not always a 
part of the church building even in 
early times. The one at Piza, Italy, 
and the one that stands near the 
Cathedral in Florence are two fam- 
ous separate towers. 

The Low Countries are famous for 
their towers of sweet toned bells 
which are often owned by the town 
instead of by the church. Belgium 
is called “The Home of the Carillon”. 
In the Belgic Netherlands bell towers 
with their carillons were erected as 
long ago as the middle 16th century. 
Amsterdam and Antwerp each boast- 
ed several carillons but it was Mech- 
lin that became ‘world-famous for its 
bells of Mechlin and professional 
carillonneurs come to Mechlin for ad- 
vanced training. 

Two of the largest carillons in the 
world are in the United States. One 
is at Riverside church and the other 
is at the Rockefeller Memorial 
Chapel at the University of Chicago. 

A carillon is a set of bells tuned 
acromatically to the equal tempered 
scale and consisting of at least two 
octaves. Two or more part music 
can be played on it with expression. 
This puts the carillon in the class of 
musical instruments although, strict- 
ly speaking, bells are not so consider- 
ed even though Charles Lamb did 
say “the music bordering nearest 
heaven is that of bells”. And tour- 
ists in Bali have reason to agree with 
Charles Lamb for there they may be 
enchanted by the sweet twinkling of 
bells sounding from the sky because 
the bells, no two alike, are tied to the 
legs of pigeons. 

Chimes differ from carillons in 
that they can produce only simple 
tunes although there may be from 
three to fifteen bells. 

In England a method of playing 
upon chimes called “change ringing” 
was started in 1456. With three 
bells only six changes or sequences 
were possible; with eight bells 40,- 
320 changes could be made; with 
twelve bells at two strokes a second, 
someone has computed that 91 years 
would be required to ring all the 
possible changes; with fifteen bells 
the figure becomes astronomical. 
The resulting sound of this ringing 
is a regularly developed pattern 
rather than music. 

Ordinarily bell ringing is not 
music because the tone of a bell is 
so very rarely pure. Its pitch de- 
pends on its size and diameter; its 
quality depends on_ size and shape; 
its volume depends on size and 
weight. 

From about 1885 until the first 
World War there were many famous 
musical bell ringers (always men) 
‘who spread their bells on _ tables 
sometimes 25 feet in length. These 
troupes were called Swiss Bell 
Ringers but in reality were often 
English or Swedish or any other 
nationality and the bells were al- 
ways cast in England. 

There are many exciting fields of 
bellology; circus bells, sleigh bells, 
ships’ bells, animal bells, miniature 
bells, and suggested by one bell hob- 
byist, bell rubbings. 

Rubbings are obtained by laying 


and rubbing with a bit of black 
leather (as from the upper of a 
shoe). The equipment is simple for 
this hobby but could require plenty 
of nerve to get at some of the bells. 
The display of this collection maybe 
would not be as dramatic as some 
collections but the stories behind it 
would probably outclass those of any 
other collector. 

It is easy to understand why the 
miniature bell is an almost untouched 
field. There is a story about a man 
who had one tiny bell. He had a flea 
circus and kept his performers on his 
dog between acts. To help locate the 
fleas when it was time for them to 
perform he tied a bell around the 
neck of the flea foreman. This is 
said to be the world’s tiniest bell and 
the wearer was probably the world’s 
first bell-hop. 

Animal bells have always been of 
great importance in countries where 
there are trackless plains and moun- 
tains. Bells have been attached to 
the animal’s throat or chest-band 
singly or in numbers. On camels 
they have been mounted on boards 
fastened to the animal’s back. Ele- 
phant owners fasten bells in slits 
made in the elephant’s ears like the 
button-holes in men’s coat lapels. 

Bells were used on the legs of 
trained falcons and hawks. The old 
Greeks and Romans used them on 
horses, sheep, cows, and donkeys. In 
India, bells are used on the sacred 
cow, the buffalo, the elephant, the 
peddler’s horse and on bull carts. 
In Africa the shepherds believed a 
bell on a sheep made it gain weight. 
In Norway, and other cold lands 
bells are worn by reindeer. In 
Switzerland cow-bells are fashioned 
with loving care and are considered 
valuable as heirlooms. 

For one reason or another beasts 
of burden, food, and sport in every 
country have worn bells. But animal 
bells are paradoxical in that so often 
big animals wear small bells and 
little animals wear big bells. The 
small Australian sheep, for instance, 
wears a large bell with a long spoon 
handle so the long wool of the sheep 
will not smother the bell’s_tinkle. 
Often the camel ‘wears small bells in 
clusters around his collar. 


Ships’ Bells seem to have a special 
appeal and are classed by themselves. 
Ships are often re-christened and the 
bells which are usually engraved 
with the ship’s name must be either 
re-cast or discarded. This discarding 
practice makes them easily acquired. 

All northern countries use sleigh 
bells as a safety measure because 
runners of the sleigh pass over the 
snow noiselessly and high drifts 
block the view. These bells are hol- 
low balls each containing a small 
pellet which rolls around inside the 
sphere when it is shaken. Some 
strings of bells are tuned to play 
in harmony. One company made 
twenty different sizes of sleigh bells. 
As many as five dozen of the smal- 
lest size were placed on a_ body 
strap. These little ones were usually 
made of scrap metal containing iron 
but fine brass sleigh bells are said 
to have been made in Switzerland. 

Perhaps the most celebrated circus 


a paper over the inscription on a bell bells were the Moscow Chimes which 
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were a set of bells mounted on an 
elaborately carved and _ decorated 
float and spoken of as the “Bell 
Wagon”. It appeared in Ringling 
Brothers’ parade for the first time in 
1892 and was again featured in 1942 
in their spectacle “Holidays”. The 
circus uses many other bells as props 
in different acts. . 

It is the bell-rubbing collector who 
most appreciates bell decorations of 
which the most elaborate are on the 
church bells of the 16th,.17th, and 
18th centuries. The bells of the Rom- 
an Church are richly embossed with 
characters symbolical of the Christ- 
ian Church. There is always a cross, 
the two feminine names given at the 
ceremony of baptism and consecra- 
tion, and the names of the donor and 
the fondeur, besides the year of its 
founding. 

The early English bells are more 
simple in their decorations. They 
have epigrammatic statements like: 


“T sweetly tolling men do call 
To taste the meats that feed the 
soul.’”’ (1622) 


“Samuel Knight made me ring 
In Binstead steeple for to ding’’ (1659) 


“Be strong in faith, praise God well 
Frences Countess Hertford’s bell.” 
(1619) 


Bell inscriptions are always in- 
teresting. Their language and style 
differ but each one seems to have 
a human, personal appeal. We think 
even more of them when we realize 
the labor they have cost. A separate 
stamp or die was used for each em- 
bossed letter or group of letters. 
Some bells are engraved instead of 
being embossed. Bell engraving 
calls for great skill and many crafts- 
men in our foundries are third gener- 
ation engravers. 

In China an inscribed bell has al- 
ways been considered very superior 
to an unengraved one even if the un- 
inscribed bell is otherwise of greater 
artistic merit. In India some of the 
finest examples of Indian metal 
work are afforded by temple bells 
which range in size from. little hand 
bells to the great bell in Burma 
which was cast in 1790 and weighs 
over 80 tons. Bavaria holds the dis- 
tinction of having the oldest church 
eed bearing a date. The date is 


The history of bells is full of ro- 
mantic interest. They have been as- 
sociated with every important event 
through the ages, both joyous and 
sad. In 1282 at Eastertide, the vesper 
bells of Messina gave the signal for 
the beginning of one of the worst 
massacres in history. On St. Barth- 
olomew’s Day in 1572 church bells 
gave the signal for the massacre of 
thousands of Huguenots in France. 
Some of the bells in England that 
rang out when the Second World 
War ended were so old that they may 
have rung in 1215 to celebrate the 
signing of the Magna Carta. But 
war times have always been bad 
times for bells. Then they are so 
often melted to be used as ammuni- 
tion. 

Bells are democratic; they appeal

To a Locomotive in Winter 

On March 1, 1949, Southern Steam 
Engine No. 1456, along with 10 others 
made their last run on the Indian 
Valley Line (a mythical line at the 
end of the rainbow, where peace and 
rest was found), to be rez!nced by 
Diesels. 

No. 1456, or God’s locomotive as she 
was called was said to have been one 
of the most beautiful engines in the 
South and also one of the most fa- 
mous. Her engineer, who was also a 
preacher, fashioned her number plate 
to represent an open Bible with the 
text of John 17:17. 

In 1946 she figured in the wreck 
of the “Royal Palm and the Ponce 
de Leon,” Georgia’s worst train dias- 
ter, but through it all her name plate 
remained intact. 

Another famous engine of the 
Southern Railway was No. 1102, built 
in the Baldwin Plant at Philadelphia, 
which plunged off a trestle on Sept. 
27, 1903, near Danville, Virginia, thus 
giving birth to the following folk song 
by David Graves George: 


On a cold and frosty morning in the 
month of ‘September, ; 

When the clouds were hanging low, 

Ninety-seven pulled out of the Wash- 
ington Station, 

Like an arrow shot from a bow. 

—Wreck of the Old Ninety-seven.

mantled in the Princeton Shops of 
the Southern Railway in 1935. 

On March 5, 1949, Atlantic Coast 
Line locomotive No. 7213 presented 
its bell to a Fulton County, Ga., 
church. 

The engineer of Streamliner Cen- 
tral of Georgia engine No. 810, 
started a campaign for artificial arms 
for a 4-year-old, Georgia girl. 

The engine which pulled the train 
used by Admiral Dewey on his return 
from the battle of Manila Bay had 
his picture on the front of it, 1898. 

The “General” famed engine of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
Railway was one of the exhibits of 
the Chicago Railroad Fair in 1948. 
The General was captured by Union 
Soldiers at Kennesaw, Ga., in 1862, 
while its crew was eating breakfast. 
It was recaptured after 100 mile 
chase. m 

The “Texas,” the old war engine, 
which pursued Andrew’s men and re- 
captured the General on April 12, 
1862, owned by the W. & A. Railway 
is now preserved where space has 
been made for it in the Cyclorama 
Building at Atlanta, Ga. 

These two engines were wood-bur- 
ners, being recognized by their bul- 
bous smokestacks, resembling an in- 
verted pear, or funnel, designed to 
reduce sparks. For fuel and oil cyl- 
indrical stacks were used. 

Original cow-catchers were made of 
three foot spikes, which impaled ob- 
jects rather than pushing them off 
the tracks. Wooden slats however, 
were used at this period. Split brooms 
were attached to the locomotive for 
sweeping rails, and sandboxes on 
locomotives were invented because of 
the grasshopper plague in Pennsyl- 
vania in 1830’s. Insects on the tracks 
caused the engines to skid. 


The Oregon Sunday Journal of 
October 10, 1937, carried a clipping 
to the effect that the first presidential 
train to visit Pendleton, Ore., was not 
that of President Roosevelt. Ben- 
jamin Harrison and Postmaster John 
Wanamaker, visited there in May, 
1891. This special train was pulled 
by the little-eight-wheeler, coal-burn- 
ing Baldwin engine No. 609. A dust 
storm was raging. The train was 
lighted by electricity, a dynamo hav- 
ing been installed in the baggage 
coach at Portland. It also had vesti- 
bules, another luxury. The year af- 
ter the presidential trip the 609 was 
wrecked near La Grande, with several 
lives lost. 

In 1837, the engine “Sandusky” was 
built by Rogers, Ketchum and Gros- 
venor for the Mad River Road of 


Ohio. 
In 1831, the DeWitt Clinton was 
built for the Mohawk and Hudson

THE OLD WAR ENGINE “TEXAS,"’ 
CYCLORAMA BUILDING, 
GRANT PARK, ATLANTA, GA. 


“The Texas” is the old war engine 
which successfully pursued Andrew’s 
Raiders who ‘had captured the engine, 
“The General,” on April 12th, 1862. “The 
Texas” is a quaint wood-burning engine 
and was owned by the W. & A. Railway. 
It is now preserved in all its splendor 
and housed in the basement of the Cy- 
clorama Building. 





Railroad and on August 9, of that 
year it established a record in Amer- 
ican transportation, without cars -of 
about 40 m.p.h. and with three coaches 
15 m.p.h. This engine weighed six 
tons. 

_ The first through railroad ticket 
issued in 1831 for travelers between 
Buffalo and New York, provided for 
only 17 miles of rail travel (Albany 
to Schenectady). The rest of the 
journey of 400 miles was made by 
steamboat, canal packets, etc. 

The Delaware and Hudson Canal 
Company sent Horatio Allen to Eng- 
land to buy two engines from Stephen- 
son, the America, and the Stourbridge 
Lion. The America arrived in New 
York on January 15, 1829, and the 
Lion on the §. S. Columbia on May 18, 
of the same year. There is no record 
of the tests of the America, but Allen 
who had never driven before made 
successful test of three miles at 
Honesdale Pa., in August, 1829. The 
Stourbridge Lion was the first locomo- 
tive of which there is any record in 
the United States. It weighed seven 
tons and was the first locomotive to 
ride on American rails. She proved, 
however, too heavy for strap rails. 

In 1830, The “Tom Thumb” locomo- 
tive of the Baltimore & Ohio, Amer- 
ica’s pioneer railroad, pulled a car 
containing passengers from Balti- 
more, Md., to Ellicott’s Mills (Now 
Ellicott City) in one and three-fourth 
hours. It was a race between a horse- 
drawn car and the locomotive, and 
the horse won, but this engine held 
the world’s record for speed, about 
14 miles, for four years. 

This same year, the “Best Friend” 
was built at West Point Foundry in 
New York for the South Carolina 
Railroad. This was probably the first 
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American built locomotive capable of 
giving practical passenger service in 
America. 

On January 15, 1831, it started 
from Charleston with two carloads of 
passengers and came to a tragic end 
when a fireman, noticing 
steam escaping from a safety valve, 
tied it down, thus causing the boiler 
to explode. This was the first Amer- 
ican engine to explode its boiler. 

The “West Point,” second American 
engine was tried out March 5, 1831. 
It had bales of cotton-packed behind 
the locomotive for protection. In 
1826, the first locomotive in U. S. was 
tried out on a private track in Ho- 
boken, N. J. by James Stevens. 

In railroad language, Gods of Iron 
were powerful locomotives, Bad Order 
was a crippled one, and Calliope and 
Bullgine were steam locomotives. The 
“shay-geared” was the type for log- 
ging, “Fairlie” for the mountains and 
the “Mother Hubbard” had two cabs 
over the middle of the boiler one for 
the engineer and the other in the rear 
for the fireman. The “Tank” carried 
water in tanks off the side of the 
boiler and the fuel supply in the rear. 

“Yellowstone” of the Northern Paci- 
fic Railway was one of the largest 
engines ever built. It weighed 715,000 
pounds and tender of 401,000. 

Silliman’s Journey says “Bees have 
been noticed not only to keep up with 
a steam locomotive at the rate of 25 
m.p.h. but to fly around and about it.”

Hat 


Specification forming part of Letters 
Patent No. 490,964, dated January 31, 
1893. 

“The objects of the invention are, to 
provide a hat which will permit of 
free circulation of air entirely around 
and over the head of the wearer, 
thus to prevent headaches caused by 
the weight and close fitting of the 
ordinary hat; to allow free move- 
ments of the head of the wearer in- 
dependently of the hat; to afford un- 
obstructed exhibition of the orna- 
mentation and trimming of the 


wearer’s hair and of the hat; to re- 
move all weight from the head and 
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transfer it to the shoulders of the 
user; to render it possible to employ 
a hat of such size as to avoid the use 
of a parasol or umbrella, and yet not 
in any way inconvenience the user 
by an added weight of material; to 
adapt a hat to be constructed of any 
material desired, such, for instance, 
as waterproof fabric, whereby to ex- 
tend the range of its usefulness; to 
construct the article in such manner 
as to render it at once light, cheap 
and durable; and in general, to fur- 
nish a novel and thoroughly practical 
article of head-wear.”

The Currier sentimental subjects 
include a number of fanciful land- 
scapes, “The Magic Lake,” “The 
Baron’s Castle” and the like, several 
of them very fine lithographs, many 
nostaglic European views mainly 
Irish, and some “literary” English 
ones like “Kenilworth Castle.” There 
are many American scenes of the 
same type. “Home Sweet Home,” 
“The Village Blacksmith,” “The Way- 
side Inn,” illustrating American clas- 
sics, among them. But these last are 
all accurate pictures of Mid-Eigh- 
teenth Century American country life, 
and appeal to collectors as such. 
There are other prints of the same 
type, particularly the “Four Seasons” 
sets, which began with N. Currier’s 
small series, copied from English 
prints, and include many of the firm’s 
finest productions, the small “Ameri- 
can Homestead,” Palmer’s large 
“American Country Life” and “Amer- 
ican Farm Scenes.” Others are ideal- 
ized but also localized, Durrie’s ‘“Au-

tumn in New England, Cider Making” 
of 1866, the small and unusual ‘The 
Western Farmer’s Home,” the late 
but notable “A Cotton Plantation on 
the Mississippi” of 1884, and many 
of Fanny Palmer’s lovely landscapes, 
like “The Homestead.” In contrast 
to these are the groups and figure 
studies, Eastman Johnson’s “Husk- 
ing,” number one of the “Best Fifty” 
first, of course, but also worth men- 
tion Tait’s “Arguing the Point” of 
1855, and the amusing “Holidays in 
the Country, Troublesome Flies.” 
The pictures of American country 
life are, as a group, the finest, most 
characteristic and most popular of 
the Currier prints, and the Winter 
scenes easily take first place in popu- 
larity. Since they lack the brilliant 
color which is an important quality 
of American lithographs in general, 
this is somewhat difficult to explain. 
But their low color range does bring 
out the fine shadings and graduations 
of tone of a good lithograph, and Cur- 
rier’s lithographers seem to have ap- 
preciated this, since the quality of 
their work on Winter scenes is al- 
ways above average. Of course, the 
firm also gave their best men pic- 
tures by the best artists available to 
copy. George H. Durrie, so well 
known for paintings of this type that 
he was called “The Snow Man,” con- 
tributed “A New England Winter 
Scene,” “The Old Homestead in Win- 
ter,” the two “Winter in the Country” 
pictures, “Winter Morning,” all fine 
large folios. A. F. Tait did one 
“American Winter Sports,” while 
Louis Maurer did the other, as well 
as “Trotting Cracks on the Snow.” 
“The Road, Winter” of 18538, by 
Knirsch, and John Schuttler’s “Home 
to Thanksgiving” of 1867, are two of 
the finest and best-known American 
prints. But the unsigned small folio 
Winter scenes, far less important in 
the estimation of those who produced 
them, are also invariably good. Ten 
of them are among the “Best Fifty” 
small folios, the stiffly charming “The 
Sleigh Race,” “American Homestead, 
Winter” and others, and even the 


sentimental “Belle of the Winter” and 
the “miniature folio” “American Win- 
ter Scene” are exceptional. 
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The country scenes also include a 
number of local views, especially 
George Inness’ large “View on the 
Delaware” published in 1860, the large 
undated “American Coast Scene, Des- 
ert Rock Lighthouse, Maine,” a long 
list of Hudson River and New York 
state subjects, the finest by Palmer, 
including “View Near High-Bridge, 
Harlem River” and “View on Long 
Island.” But there are others of 
other localities, Palmer again with 
the large “Mountain Pass, Sierra 
Nevada” again, ‘“‘View on the Potomac 
Near Harper’s Ferry”, “Yosemite 
Falls, California”, “Bridal Veil Falls” 
and others. And, again, there is a 
group of small folio unsigned prints, 
“Sleepy Hollow Bridge,” ‘Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Scenery,” Silver 
Creek, California, among them. 

The more detailed city and town 
views, if less picturesque, are more 
important since they are accurate and 
actual records of the history and 
growth of our cities. New York, the 
home town, is naturally the favorite 
in the Currier catalogue, with one 
hundred and thirty entries, covering 
its story from Charles Currier’s 
“View of the Federal Hall as it ap- 
peared in 1797” to a series of fine 
large and very large birdseye views, 
most by Parsons and Atwater, issued 
from 1858 to 1884. Palmer again 
contributed “New York from Wee- 
hawken” her first print in 1849 and 
“New York from Bay Ridge” in 1850, 
and there are any number of “Points 
of interest” as they appeared, ‘Post 
Office, New York,” “New Cathedral,” 
Central Park and the’ Brooklyn 
Bridge many times, with fires ex- 
plosions and parades. The small 
“Central Park, Winter,” by Currier 
and Ives, and N. Currier’s “Chatham 
Square.” two of the “Best Fifty” and 
Parson’s large and crowded “Central 
Park, Winter, The Skating Pond,” 
with the early views of the “Great 
Fire” of 1835, are among the most 
interesting. Views of other localities 
are far less numerous, but include the 
fine large “Home of Washington, 
Mount Vernon,” the splendid “View 
of San Francisco From Telegraph 
Hill” of 1852, the small “View of 
Bunker Hill and Monument, Boston,’ 
which shows Daniel Webster making 
his dedicatory speech, and the rare 
“Pontoon Bridge at Nebraska City.” 

There are still other Currier Amer- 
ican country scenes which are very 
important to collectors. These are 
the hunting prints, which include so 
many of the finest and most desirable. 
Palmer’s set of six large folios, pub- 
lished in 1852, are considered the 
finest American hunting scenes, A. 
F. Tait was known for his of this 
type, and did “Wild Duck Shooting,” 
the “American Field Sports’ series, 
two “American Hunting Scenes” and 
“The Life of a Hunter” pair. The 
small folios include three different 
series, one copied by N. Currier from 
English Sporting prints, another loose 
one dated 1846-18538, including “Water 
Rail Shooting,” one of the “Best 
Fifty,” while another, “Wild Turkey 
Shooting” is in a similar series of 
eight by Currier & Ives. The game 
bird prints are also’ in series or sets, 
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Tait’s “The Cares of A Family,” and 
“A Rising Family,” Palmer’s “The 
Happy Family” and the unsigned 
“Snowed Up, Ruffed Grouse in Win- 
ter,” all large folios, the finest. There 
are also a number of small ones, 
“Quails” of 1845. “Canvas Backs,” 
“Wood Ducks”, “Prairie Hens” among 
them, with some hunting dogs. There 
are fewer fishing subjects, but several 
exceptional ones, Tait’s “Brook Trout 
Fishing” and “American Winter 
Sports, Trout Fishing,” both large 
folios, dated 1862 and 1866, and Pal- 
mer’s “Bass Fishing at McComb’s 
Dam” and “Trout Fishing” of 1852. 

These country and town views and 
hunting prints are not just attractive 
pictures, they are part of American 
history and of our American tradi- 
tion. But the five hundred and fifty 
horse subjects by N. Currier and Cur- 
rier and Ives are more than that, for 
they give a very detailed history of 
the sport of horse-racing in the 
United States. The beginnings, of 
course, came well before the age of 
lithography, but some of the founda- 
tion stock, like “Imported Messenger” 
is represented by later portraits. The 
“Representation of the Famous Match 
Race Between Eclipse and Sir Henry” 
was copied from a printed hand- 
kerchief, and “Dutchman and Hiram 
Woodruff” of 1871 from a painting of 
1837. But the Currier house gave us 
records of all the important races and 
horses of the last half of the century, 
starting with trotting races under

saddle. “Mac and Zachary Taylor” 
of 1847 was copied from a painting by 
a French Artist, Henri DeLattre, but 
Currier acquired Louis Maurer in 
1852, and, as he had studied anatomy 
and drawing, he was immediately as- 
signed to the racing prints, and con- 
tinued to lithograph them for forty 
years. He did “Lexington,” a run- 
ning horse, “Mac” and “Tacony” twice

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“Hero and Flora Temple,” and dozens 
of others, including the “Trotting 
Cracks on the Snow” of 1858, which 
included twelve outstanding horses of 
the period. 

Other important horse prints of 
this early period include ‘Peytona 
and Fashion” by Severin, exceptional 
because it shows the course and the 
crowd in detail, and “Lady Suffolk” 
of 1850, both among the “Best Fifty” 
large folios. Maurer was joined by 
two other artists who liked to draw 
horses, Thomas Worth, who did “A 
Brush on the Road” in 1855, “A Brush 
for the Lead, New York Flyers on 
the Snow” in 1868, and several others. 
And Cameron turned out hundreds of 
horses in the last years of the firm’s 
existence, his best “A Brush on the 
Home Stretch,” and “American Jockey 
Club Races” of 1873, one of the finest 
of the few prints of running horses. 

Racing does not include all the 
Currier horse prints, nor all the im- 
portant ones. There are beside the 
races on the snow mentioned, other 
winter scenes, “The Sleigh Race,” 
small folio, undated, and the large 
“The Road, Winter” of 1852, which 
are among the most desirable in the 


catalogue, with Worth’s “Trotting 
Cracks at Home, Model Stable”, 
“Fashionable Turnouts in Central 


Park,” a most unusual view, with the 
“turnouts” crowded into a curving 
downhill drive, “Alexander,” an Ara- 
bian, and many more. And, there are 
also the fine fox-hunting prints, the 
series of “Hunting Casualties” copied 
from English originals, three later 
sets with a more definite American 
accent.

to everyone — the sailor, the soldier, 
the poet, the plowman, the philoso- 
pher, the dramatist. The appeal 
might be negative like it was with 
the golfers on the Sleepy Hollow 
Course which surrounds St. Mary’s 
Church in Scarborough, New York. 
They complained that the noise and 
the reminder that they ought to be in 
church threw them off their game. 

Because of their general appeal 
bells play a big part in tradition all 
over the world. The story is told of 
Princeton University that when the 
Meneely foundry made a new type 
clapper for the chapel bell that would 
be difficult to steal, the Dean sent it 
back with an order for a dozen of 
the regular stealable kind so as not 
to break the old school tradition of 
undergraduate snatching of the bell 
tongue. 

Through bell collecting (and it is 
true of most collecting) one is able 
to learn the history, customs, legends, 
and lore of strange people in far-off 
times and places. It is universally 
felt that 

“A bell is a very wonderful thing 


For it is able to speak with only a 
ring.”

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HISTORICAL RECORDS 


Conducted by STEPHEN FASSETT 


CORRECT TURNTABLE SPEEDS OF 
EARLY VOCAL RECORDINGS 


_Last month we offered a general 
discussion of the unstandardized 
speeds at which so many early discs 
were recorded, and of the distortions 
of pitch, tempo and tone-quality which 
result when these non-standard speed 
records are reproduced at the stand- 
ard 78 r.p.m. Our problem is first 
to discover as many non-standard 
speed vocal recordings as we can and 
then to ascertain and publish the 
correct speed of each. This will be 
no easy task, but certainly all impor- 
tant recordings by the truly great 
singers of the past should be system- 
atically checked for speed variations 
and the findings made known for the 
benefit of all collectors. 

In calling attention to the accom- 
panying list of celebrity recordings, 
we feel obliged to point out again 
that a variation of even so little as 
two revolutions per minute above or 
below the speed at which the record 
was originally recorded makes a dif- 
ference of something like a half tone 
in pitch and unfavorably effects tem- 
po and tone-quality. Those who cher- 
ish the great voices of the past on 
records and who wish to reproduce 
them with the utmost possible fidelity 
must recognize the importance of 
playing these records at the correct 
speed, whatever it may prove to be. 
To do this, of course, requires a phono- 
graph with a variable speed motor. 
If your machine is not equipped with 
such a motor, it is possible to replace 
it with one of the desired type. An- 
other necessity is a stroboscope disc 
with markings for speeds ranging 
from about 70 to 85 r.p.m. (NOTE— 
Most governor-type motors tend to 
gain speed of their own accord as they 
warm up; therefore their speed in- 
dicators cannot be relied on. A stro- 
boscope is the quickest, easiest and 
most reliable instrument for checking 
turntable speed.) That is all the 
equipment you need to make use of 
our list showing correct speeds of a 
group early vocal recordings, and of 
similar lists which we hope to print 
in this department from time to time. 
But if you wish to carry on your own 
speed tests, what then? The best 
method of speed-testing we have 
heard of is the one used by Geoffrey 
Lyon (New York City) when check- 


ing the records listed herewith. After 
considerable thought and experimen- 
tation Mr. Lyon has evolved what im- 
presses us as an accurate and logical 
system of ascertaining the correct 
speeds at which records should be 
played in order to make them sound 
exactly in the right key. His equip- 
ment includes an exceptionally good 
phonograph with a variable speed 
motor, a stroboscope disc that will in- 
dicate various turntable speeds be- 
tween 70 and 90 r.p.m. (this he uses 
under fluorescent light to facilitate 
quick and accurate readings), a well- 
tuned piano, a fine ear for pitch devia- 
tions and, of course, the printed 
music of the selection to be tested. 
(When, as in the case of the early 
Melba and Eames records, the label 
states the key of the selection, the 
printed music is unnecessary; gener- 
ally, however, it is a vital link in the 
speed testing chain.) He adjusts the 
speed of the turntable until the re- 
corded song or aria sounds in the key 
indicated by the printed music, and 
here, of course, is where the piano (or 
pitch pipe) and the ear of the listener 
play their parts. 

In finding correct speeds of old 
records, Mr. Lyon had to work on 
certain assumptions: — 


1. that a song or ballad would be 
sung by the recording artist in the 
key of the published edition of the 
song, i. e. in the soprano key if 
the singer were a soprano, in the 
baritone key if the singer were a 
baritone, etc.; 

2. that an operatic selection would 
be sung in the key given in the 
score; 

3. that in the case of transposition 
there would be no way to deter- 
mine the correct speed with ab- 
solute certainty. 

It is in the matter of transpositions 
that any system of speed testing 
must falter. We know that in opera 
certain transpositions are more or 
less traditional, but such things be- 
long to the realm of professional 
secrets and often we can never be 
sure exactly what key was used by 
an artist when making the record 
about which we feel doubtful. A ten- 


or might boast of singing an aria in 
its original key, high C and all, but 
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if such a feat were not within his 
vocal means and he were forced to 
sing it a half or a whole tone lower, 
he could hardly be expected to adver- 
tise such a humiliating fact. In the 
case of electrical recordings, which 
with very few early exceptions have 
always been recorded at 78 r.p.m., 
such transpositions are easy to detect. 
For example, if memory serves us 
faithfully, you will find in comparing 
Gigli’s first electrical Che gelida 
manina with the later one in Victor’s 
complete Boheme set that the former 
is sung a half tone low whereas the 
later one, curiously enough, is sung 
in the correct key, with the high C 
near the end. This aria is frequently 
sung a half tone lower than written. 
An aria that is almost invariably 
sung lower than written is the fa- 
miliar one from The Pearl Fishers. 
Caruso’s recording of it (the one with 
orchestra accompaniment) sounds a 
whole tone low at 78. Even if it were 
recorded at 80, which is possible, it 
is safe to assume that he actually 
sang it transposed at least a half 
tone down and, most likely, a whole 
tone. This is a big subject—too big 
to be discussed adequately at this 
time—and it is full of mysteries. 
However, we should like to mention 
that William Tell, Puritani, Lucia 
and Trovatore are other operas in 
which tenors frequently resort to 
transpositions (but Tamagno and 
Lauri-Volpi were two tenors who did 
sing William Tell in the original key). 
Baritones frequently lower some of 
the music in Faust and Pagliacci, but 
more of this another time.

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Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 


FRANK C. STANLEY. IV. 
By JIM WALSH 


The variety and extent of Frank 
Stanley’s achievements as a record- 
ing artist from the time he gave uv 
his job in an Orange, N. J., bank in 
1901, until his death less than ten 
years later, appear almost incredible. 
In checking back through old phono- 
graph record catalogs and trade 
publications, I have found myself 
constantly wondering, as I remarked 
in an earlier article of this series, 
how he could possibly have found 
time to sing regularly in church and 
concert, take part in thousands of 
records and still be one of the im- 
portant public officials of his home 
town. Remember, he was never an 
exclusive recording artist, unless he 
worked only for Edison in his begin- 
ning days. He sang for all the com- 
panies that wanted his services — 
and they all did. The late Campbell 
told me that, after the Peerless Quar- 
tet was organized, its efforts were 
so much in demand that the group 
frequently had to “work three shifts 
a day” to get in all its recording 
“dates.” It was strenuous work, but 
as the twinkly-eyed Al whimsically 
remarked, “We just couldn’t turn 
down all that money.” 

By 1902, Stanley had struck up his 
duet partnership with Byron Harlan, 
the tenor, who also lived in Orange. 
In their earlier association they 
specialized in singing ballads, but 
they occasionally essayed a hymn, of 
which their Columbia record of “The 
Palms” is a good example, although 
their names don’t appear on the label. 
Later, they were particularly suc- 
cessful in “rube” sketches and duet

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versions of old patriotic numbers, 
such as “Dixie” and “The Battle Cry 
of Freedom.” But, after a few years, 
Harlan and Stanley sang together 
only infrequently. Instead, the basso 
usually ‘worked with Henry Burr 
when he was singing for Columbia 
and with Harry Macdonough for 
Victor. However, in the last vear or 
so of his life he and Harlan again 
made a good many duets — mostly 
for Edison. Mrs. Grinsted says that 
the type of song largely determined 
which tenor sang with her husband. 
By 1902, Stanley also had acquired 
his famous feminine duet partner, 
Corinne Morgan, the contralto, of 
whom more will be said later. It was 
probably in the same year that he 
sang the bass part of the Edison 
cylinder of the Floradora Sextet and, 
as Joe Belmont recalls, joined Bel- 
mont and Harlan in making a Colum- 
bia record of the same famous sex- 
tet, with the assistance of the three 
original Floradora girls. According 
to the December, 1904, issue of The 
Columbia Record, the demand for 
this Sextet offering was so great, at 
one time, that it was seriously sug- 
gested that work on everything else 
should be suspended and the full re- 
cord making plant of the factory 
concentrated . . . until the accumu- 
lation of orders for it could be filled. 
After a most remarkable run this 
record is still in great demand — 
disc No. 647, cylinder No. 31604.” 
But here is a particularly amusing 
tribute to the popularity that Frank 
Stanley had won in the earlier part 
of his career. The basso’s voice, so 
strong, resonant and musical, was 
perfectly adapted for singing into a 
recording horn, but although he did 
all sorts of phonograph work in his 
time, I imagine he was either taken

an article by W. J. Killea in the 
Edison company’s Phonogram for 
May, 1902. The earnest author dis- 
cussed the possibility of using “The 
Phonograph for Calling Out Railroad 
Stations” and listed Stanley as a 
singer whose voice would be admir- 
ably adapted for train calling. The 
temptation to quote part of the ar- 
ticle is irresistible: 

“The New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company have been ex- 
perimenting with the phonograph, with 
the view to the establishment of an in- 
novation which will undoubtedly prove 
of inestimable value to the traveling 
public . . . On December 9 a monster 
phonograprk was placed in position in 
the main waiting room (at Albany), and 
for three hours announced the _ de- 
parture of trains . . . The machine ful- 
filled all requirements. One _ fact was 
especially demonstrated: While’ the 
door-tender’s articulation, with con- 
stant repetition of a set of words, tends 
to grow into a confused and careless 
jargon, the phonograph was always the 
same; each repetition was the same; 
and the voice was that of a well trained 
elocutionist — a pleasure to listen to. 
It seems wonderful that no one has 
thought of this use for the phonograph 
before now. Just think of the voices of 
some fine elocutionists, as Frank Stan- 
ley and William F. Hooley, being em- 
ployed as a medium for the announce- 
ment of train departures. Strong and 
resonant, far above the voice of the 
average railroad door-tender, the dif- 
ference is apparent at once. Of course,” 
Mr. Killea hastily added, “it is not al- 
ways possible for a railroad company 
to get men with such voices and train- 
ing; men with such gifts do not des- 
cend to such menial positions. But with 
the aid of the phonograph the railroads 
are enabled to employ a well-trained 
elocutionist and at a cost which, when 
the talent is considered, is insignificant.”’ 
_ Although Frank Stanley was born 
into a “railroad family,” there is no 
reason to believe he ever would have 
consented to becoming a train caller 
by proxy or otherwise. (However, 
it’s interesting to recall that Len 
Spencer’s brother, Harry, who made 
a few elocution records, when last 
heard from was a train caller at 
Lancaster, Pennsylvania.) Neverthe- 
less, two odd assignments which 
Stanley undertook during his record- 
ing career may as well be mentioned 
now. In November, 1906, Sir Thomas 
Lipton, the English tea magnate, 
whose racing ships were forever los- 
ing matches with American vessels, 
paid a visit to the Columbia factory 
at Bridgeport. For Sir Thomas’ 
special benefit, Stanley (with some 
sort of assistance by George 
Schweinfest, the piccolo virtuoso, who 
could also play the piano) recorded 
a parody on Kipling’s “Tommy At- 
Kins” poem. It was called “Tommy, 
Tommy Lipton.” 

Shortly after Columbia began to 
specialize in double-faced records in 
1908 (it had previously listed a few 
in 1904), the company issued a 
“sample” disc, selling for 25 cents 
and especially designed to acquaint 
the public with the beauties of Co- 
lumbia recording. One side contained 
“Kentucky Babe,” sung by _ the 
Columbia (Peerless) Quartet. On the 
reverse face 'was a racy sales talk by 
Stanley, in which he read a statement 
saying that Columbia records were 
“double-faced, double-value, double- 
quality” and, although costing only 
65 cents, would “unfailingly outwear 
any other record on the market.” 


He admonished his hearers: “Don’t 
spend your record money for any 
other!” In spite of this, his widow 
says she believes that Victor was 
his favorite company of the scores 
for which he sang. 

Getting back to consideration of 
the basso’s early recording work, the 
duets in which he took part were 
remarkable for the fact that he al- 
most always sang the lead. With prac- 
tically all other duet teams, the rule 
was that the tenor voice took the solo 
lines and that it was supported by 
the baritone or bass. But that was 
not the case with Frank Stanley’s 
duets. No matter what partner he 
had, he sang the lead and the part- 
ner harmonized. After the Peerless 
Quartet was organized, with the bril- 
liant young star, Henry Burr, for its 
second tenor, Stanley not only man- 
aged the quartet, which he had 
founded, but was the soloist in nine: 
tenths of its records. When the Peer- 
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less made a long series of minstrel 
specialties, his deep tones served 
admirably for those of the interlocu- 
tor. Anyone listening carefully to 
Stanley’s recorded work is bound to 
believe that his was a masterful, as 
well as magnetic, character. As the 
late Frank Dorian, for so many 
years a Columbia official, phrased it 
to me: “You are quite right in sur- 
mising that Frank Stanley was a 
brilliant man of striking personality. 
He was highly esteemed by all who 
knew him.” 

But just what did Frank Stanley 
look like in the heyday of his career? 
And what of the surviving members 
of his family? Those, no doubt, are 
questions which many readers find 
themselves asking. And they are 
fair queries. So, before I trace the 
details of his later recording carefully, 
I shall answer them in the next in- 
stallment.

The Television of Yesteryear

When television was first intro- 
duced some said that the sets were 
too expensive to ever make them popu- 
lar. But all of that has been refuted, 
and we see installations, in both low 
and high prices. So it was with the 
fine, old music boxes of yesteryear. 
Some of the famous Mermod boxes 
are said to have cost in the thousands, 
and strangely enough they remind us 
of the modern television set. 

One of the foremost collectors of 
old music boxes is Armand Duval of 
Switzerland and America whose col- 
lection was recently placed on display 
in the Museum of Science, New York 
City. 

This collection, which traces the 
history of the Swiss Music Box, the 
first automatic musical instrument of 
wide use, include outstanding speci- 
mens of the 1870-1899 period, during 
which the Swiss Music Box attained 
its peak of perfection. These music 
boxes are really fascinating. 

One, “My Darling Merry-Go-Round,” 
is a brilliantly lighted Carousel going 
round and round with its colorful 
horses, etc., while a Monkey cranks 
the Hurdy-Gurdy, and two lovely 
Swiss girls actually dance. 

Another, “My Swiss Chalet,” in 
which four Chinese Gong Men play 
bells, drums and castanets, while four 
colorful dancing girls actually per- 
form their dances. 

Still another, “Figaro’s Ballet,” rep- 
resents an old barber shop where 
Figaro’s favorite customer lapses off 
into a snooze and sees in his dream 
the six lovely ballet girls actually 
dancing. 

Many others of equal interest are 
included in this fabulous collection, 
among which are: “Les Belles de 
Montreux,” “Fiesta in St. Moritz,” 
“Clo-Clo and his Sisters,” as well as 
the Praxinoscope, probably one of the 
rarest in Armand Duval’s collection, 
which was exhibited and won the Sil- 
ver Medal, at the Paris Exposition of 


1879, and is one of the first devices 
invented to reproduce animated car- 
toons. 

The A. V. Bornands, Pelham, New 
York, friends of Mr. Duval asked 
about the origin of the collection and 
were rewarded by the following, 
which we are privileged to quote: 

“You have asked me about my col- 
lection and its origin. Although it is 
difficult for a collector to tell very 
much about his own discoveries, his 
own researches and his own successes, 
not to mention his own failures, here 
is the best I can do. 

“My ‘hobby’ started when I was 
still a little boy. One day my mother 
gave me a rather small music box 
with two dancing dolls. I had been 
very sick and was recuperating in a 
little village in the mountains of 
Switzerland. I was confined to my 
bed and each day I would listen to 
the exquisite music box melodies and 
watch the graceful dancing of the 
dolls and admire their lovely costumes. 

“The tinkling of the beautiful 
music kept lingering in my ears, so 
that in later years I found myself 
looking for the same things that so 
intrigued me in my youth, and that 
is how [ started my collection. 

“Travelling back and forth in Eu- 
rope, I made many purchases, and by 
the process of elimination and ex- 
changes I finally succeeded after 
many years in getting together seven- 
teen beautiful specimens of dancing 
dolls each one more enchanting and 
more intriguing than the other. 

“In your own beautiful collection, 
Mrs. Bornand, you have several that 
have very interesting stories behind 
them—one, I understand, was owned 
by the Czar of Russia. The Russian 
Royal Family and entourage appre- 
ciated music boxes and they had ac- 
quired a number of them at the end 
of the eighteenth century. 

“T, myself, have one which they 
previously owned. It is an extremely 
beautiful Empire cabinet with moving 
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Figaro’s Ballet 


miniature sailing boats and dancing 
dolis who are dancing to the tunes of 
delightful old music box melodies pro- 
duced by quite an unusua! basso pro- 
fundo musical movement. It formerly 
belonged to the Czar, was later given 
bv him to the Hapsburg family in 
Vienna, and then went to Paris, 
where I was fortunate enough to find 
it and acquire it, and it is part of 
my present collection. 

“The beautiful specimens of 1850- 
1875, especially those made by the 
famous Mermod, were so expensive 
that they could only be purchased by 
people of means. One had to pay at 
that time as much as $2,000, which 
translated in today’s currency would 
mean a little fortune. 

“After Edison made his discovery 
of the Talking Machine in 1879, the 
gramophone era started and crushed 
the. production of music boxes, espe- 
cially the large and beautiful ones. 

“Inherited from previous genera- 
tions .. . then forgotten for years 
in attics . .. it is a shame to see 
today some gorgeous and beautiful 
specimens that have been so neglected 
they are beyond repair or restoration. 
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“As I have been fortunate enough 
to acquire and gradually assemble a 
collection, which I think represents 
the best large group of dancing dolls 
with music box melodies in the world 
today, I intend to preserve it and 
show it to as many people as possible 
so that they can realize what the 
master craftsmen of the past were 
able to do. 

“At my first exhibit in America at 
the Museum of Science in Rockefeller 
Center, New York City, many thou- 
sands of people have shown their ex- 
treme interest in these beautiful spe- 
cimens—they have been sufficiently 
interested to ask questions. 

. . “they discovered a type of 
music which they did not know much 
about and which they found charm- 
ingly refreshing and new to them, 
and they were fascinated by the 
graceful charm of the little dancing 
dolls, their exquisite dance routines, 
and their beautiful and colorful cos- 
tumes. 

“So, let us hope that these charming 
little dancing dolls, with lingering old 
melodies, will merrily and happily

dance their way thruout America and 
bring joy to many lovely American 
children; children from 8 to 80 years 
of age, or thereabouts.”

CLO-CLO 

(Circa 1867) 
This is an absolutely unique speci- 
men — the only one of its kind in 


the world. The various documents 
= do not show anything sim- 
ilar. 

This music box was acquired in an 
isolated house at the top of a Swiss 
mountain from a little old woman 
who had inherited it and kept it in 
her attic for over 50 years. 

The way it is constructed shows 
ingenuity and imagination, and it 
is most certainly the product of an 
isolated but very ingenious crafts- 
man who decided to make something 
very different. 

Clo-Clo is see-sawing to his heart’s 
content, in his attractive costume 
while his two sisters are gracefully 
dancing, one on each side of him. 

The extremely interesting music 
includes a very splendid and vivid 
drum rendition, fo six bells that are 
played by exquisite butterflies 
mounted on the tips of thin flexible 
steel rods, giving a very graceful 
and gentle action. 

The result is most picturesque and

MY SWISS CHALET 
(Circa 1887) 

Few people are aware that about 
1830 to 1850, when Switzerland was 
making beautiful music boxes with 
Singing birds and other animations, 
China was one of its best and most 
appreciative customers. 

Documents show that in that era 
very expensive and complicated 
pieces were shipped to China, some 
fitted with Chinese music. 

As a result, we find some music 
boxes made in Switzerland for the 
European market which shows Chi- 
nese influence. 

My Swiss Chalet is typical of this. 
It represents a beautiful specimen 
of Swiss craftsmanshin, all hand 
made, exquisitely carved, it is a re- 
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plica of a luxurious Swiss Chalet, 
with three lovely dancing dolls danc- 
ing on a platform in front of the 
music, while three Chinese gong men 
play the six bells. 

The music plays eighteen differ- 
ent tunes — lovely melodies of years 
ago. 

This is an outstandingly interest- 
ing and very attractive document.

PRAXINOSCOPE 
(Circa 1865) 

The Praxinoscope existed years be- 
fore the cinema was invented and 
before Edison’s discovery of the voice 
recorder. 

Originally the Praxinoscope work- 

ed by a spring and was lit by cand- 
les, at which time the ton lid had to 
be kept open during the show. 

Today it works by an electric 
motor and is indirectly lit by two 
electric bulbs, so that the top lid can 
be kept closed during the show. 

The Praxinoscope represents an 
audacious and unique attempt to in- 
corporate in one: 

(a) animated colored cartoons 
(b) ballet dancers 
(c) music 

Indirectly lighted, the colored ani- 
mated cartoons can be seen through 
a large circular magnifying lens in 
the front center, 'while the two lovely 
dancing dolls can also be admired 
through two other large magnifying 
lenses, left and right of center. Two 
mirrors set at a 45° angle give the 
illusion of six dolls dancing, instead 
of two. 

Although almost one _ hundred 
years old, there remains intact the 
18 original strips of colored animated 
cartoons, all in good condition. 

The Praxinoscope is probably the 
only animated music box of its kind 
in the world. It is a historical docu- 
ment and the forefather of the movie 
industry. 

It won the Silver Medal of Merit 
at the Paris Exposition in 1879. The 
music plays six different soft and 
lovely tunes — beautiful melodies of 


years ago.

Ye Sundial Booke 


In 1935, T. Geoffrey W. Henslow, 
M.A., London, England, wrote a book 
on sundials, based on his years of 
collecting mottoes and pictures first- 
hand and from old editions. The 
foreword by Beverley Nichols con- 


notes interesting and pleasant 
thoughts about this provocative sub- 
ject. Said he: 


“There are some words so evocative 
of beauty and so redolent of meraory 
that the pen of the writer, when con- 
fronted by them, comes to a sudden 
awkward halt, and hovers over the 
paper, unable to decide which en- 
chanted avenue it will explore. 

“<Sundial’ is such a word. 

“This is, perhaps, only a clumsy 
way of observing that I do not know 
how to begin this essay. And the 
reason why I do not know how to be- 
gin it is precisely because sundials 
‘do’ something to me which I can’t 
quite explain. It is as though they 
made me feel a little tipsy. 

“The hush of the garden... the 
warm glow of the afternoon sun... 


the scent of lavender ... the drone 
of the bees . . . the shadow falling 
across the weathered dial . . . the 


moving finger that writes so slowly 
but so surely! If life has any mean- 
ing, or none, if love exists or is a 
phantom, if you welcome death or are 
afraid of it . . . whatever the (if) 
which may be plaguing you, the an- 
swer is to be found on the sundial. 

“I mean this quite literally. The 
answer is to be found carved in stone

or in lead or in crumbling plaster. 
For the charm of the sundial is not 
chiefly to be found in its exquisite 
shape, nor in the flowers that riot 
drunkenly around its foundations. Its 
charm is moral rather than aesthetic. 
The most beautiful thing about it is 
nearly always the legend which its 
maker has carved upon it. It is as 
though it were impossible to write 
ugly things or foolish things on a 
sundial, as though the pens of the 
writers (whoever they may have 
been), had gained something of the 
sun’s own clarity, and had _ been 
dipped in some of the flowers’s own 
virtue. 

“Father Time, at the hands of 
the poet, usually comes in for some 
pretty rough treatment. He is sneered 
at as a spoil sport, reviled as a cruel 
martinet, deplored as an unwelcome 
guest. He has been the skeleton at 
a thousand poetic feasts. But when 
the poet is writing on a _ sundial, 
Father Time seems to assume a dif- 
ferent aspect. He becomes positively 
benevolent . .. a wise, kindly old 
gentleman, who puts his hand on your 
shoulder, and tells you not to be 
afraid. At random [I open this book, 
and I find: 

‘Of Time, consoler of our grief, 

’Physician great are you, 

Bringing, as no one else, relief, 

—— seemed hopeless past 

And pain had robbed us, like a thief, 

Of faith in all we knew!’ 

“That is indeed a change from some 
of the futile curses of the Romantics, 
against this same old gentleman! 

“This attitude to Father Time, 
which the philosophers of the sundials

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are never tired of teaching us, is of 
particular value in this day and age. 
Time has never been so generally re- 
garded as an enemy as in 1935 (the 
year he wrote his book). The states- 
man regards him as an enemy because 
his vision of the future is darkened 
by the war-clouds of his own imagina- 
tion. ‘A few more years, perhaps 
only a few more months, of Peace,’ 
he mutters, ‘and then Time will bring 
Armaggedon upon us.’ Why the poor 
old gentleman should shoulder the 
blame of the intrigues of the arma- 
ment makers I have yet to understand, 
but that is how the statesman talks. 
His wife and his daughter are just 
as bad. ‘A few more seasons of 
youth, a few more affairs, and then 
Time will cloud my eyes and make 
me hideous, and stop my feet from 
dancing.’ And the thought of all the 
awful things that Time is going to 
do to us in the future makes us for- 
get some of the very charming things 
he is doing for us in the present.” 

“Against this sort of folly the sun- 
dial philosophers set a stern face. 
Read the inscription which one of 
them carved with a firm hand over 
the sundial on Ashurst Church, Kent, 
nearly 300 years ago: 

‘Men worry ’til ‘tis light: 

Then ’til it is dark; 

Then worry through the hours bright, 

Forgetting how soon lost to sight 

Is time, that leaves its mark. 

“He might very well have been 
writing with his eye on our own 
fevered generation. 

“This is the sort of book one wants 
to share with a friend, turning its 
pages slowly, while he sits by your 
side. For it is really a travel book 
. . . a travel book of the spirit . 
and the best journeys are not made 
alone. And when you have read it, 
and delighted in the many curious de- 


signs which the artist has so faith-

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PHINEAS T. BARNUM, as pictured on

In June of this year, there will be 
a week long festival of heroic pro- 
portions in the city of Bridgeport, 
Connecticut. There will be a varied 
program with such features as fire- 
works, pageants, home _ products 
show, costume ball to which all New 
England governors will be invited, a 
Jenny Lind singing contest, a sea and 
air day, and to top it off, a circus 
with old-time street parade. 

This celebration is intended to pay 
tribute to one of Bridgeport’s most 
prominent all time citizens, some 
three score years after his death. 

This citizen was Phineas Taylor 
Barnum, whose name is synonymous 
with show business, particularly the 
circus and the museum in which he 
was preeminent during his life time. 

Barnum was born July 5, 1810 in 
Bethel, Connecticut, and built a great 
museum in New York City, but it 
was in Bridgeport that he settled 
down. There he also built an ornate 
museum with its spires, minarets, 
conservatories and fountains in plain 
view of the thousands who passed 
through the city by rail. 

_ From Bridgeport, Barnum served 
in the state legislature and he pro- 
vided a permanent home for the 
Bridgeport Scientific and Historical 


Society in his former museum build- 
ing. He also served as mayor. 

Bridgeport, too, was the home for 
more than half a century of the var- 
ious Barnum circuses, first known as 
the P. T. Barnum show, later as P. T. 
Barnum and Great London, still later 
as Barnum and Bailey and finally as 
Ringling Brothers and Barnum and 
Bailey circus. 

Adding to the celebration, the 
Ringling and Barnum circus, which 
has wintered in Sarasota, Florida, 
for a quarter of a century, plans to 
play a two-day engagement during 
the celebration in its former home, 
and in honor of the occasion, will 
provide an old-time street parade, 
a feature which was discontinued 
some 27 years ago. 

J. William Hope of Bridgeport is 
general chairman for the celebration 
and 100 prominent citizens have been 
named to a general committee. 

In this connection, Bridgeport’s 
public library and several individual 
collectors are dusting off their Bar- 
num memorabilia for display during 
the event. 

Barnum and his associates, who 
capitalized on his name in the out- 
door show world, provided a great 
mass of material for the collector 
through the years. 

Particularly is the number of Bar- 
num books extensive. Barnum him- 
self, wrote his autobiography, vari- 
ously titled “The Life of P. T. Bar- 
num,” and “Struggles and Triumphs,” 
issued as early as 1855 and revised 
almost annually, copies being sold in 
the Barnum show tent as souvenirs. 
There were editions of this book is- 
sued through 1891, the year of 
Barnum’s death. 

Barnum had his biographers too, 
including M. R. Werner, Waldo R. 
Brown and Helen Ferris, who drew 
liberally upon the autobiography for 
their material. Furthermore, Bar- 
num was the author of several other 
books, most of which were sold by 
concessioners with the circus. 

The original P. T. Barnum show 
issued route books annually from 
1872 to 1880, the Barnum and Lon- 
don circus had route books each year 
from 1882 to 1887 inclusive, and the 
Barnum and Bailey Circus route 
books were issued annually from 
1888 to 1897, except possibly 1392, 
while a composite route book entitled 
“Four Years in Europe” was pub- 
lished by H. L. Watkins at the end 
of the 1901 season abroad. Other 
route books were issued in 1904, 1905, 
1906 and 1907, and there were 
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separate books on the 1897-1898 and 
1899 tours of Great Britain. 

The Barnum route books for many 
years were the most ornate and ex- 
tensive issued by any show. They 
were often published with leather 
covers and gold embossed titles, con- 
taining scores of photographic re- 
productions in addition to every detail 
of the circus from the name of the 
waiter at each table in the dining 
room to the size of each of the score 
or more tents and the numbers of 
each railroad car. 

Printed programs of the Barnum 
shows date back to 1874 at least, and 
until the show’s return from Europe 
in 1903, consisted of from four to 
eight pages, tabloid newspaper size 
in newsprint, with local advertise- 
ments solicited in each city visited. 

While the circus was in Europe, a 
souvenir program of the modern type 
with multi-colored cover and exten- 
sive stories and illustrations was 
published, and upon its return from 
Europe, the Barnum show had pro- 
grams in this format with new cover 
designs almost annually through 
1918, the last season before the 
merger with Ringling Brothers circus. 

Barnum and his associates were 
great believers in extensive adver- 
tising, and there is possibly a wider 
variety of publicity and advertising 
material available for the Barnum 
shows than any other big top organ- 
ization. 

The Barnum show had as many as 
five advance cars a week apart 
ahead of the show in its heyday, 
each carrying a different line of 
pictorial posters and _ throw-away 
booklets, couriers, and heralds. 

The heralds, usually 10x28 inches 
in size, were two-page throw-aways. 
Couriers and booklets appeared in 
various sizes from. 4x6 to 11x17 inch- 
es, and there were also couriers of 
newspaper size and style, often 
printed on colored paper. 

Photographs of the Barnum and 
Bailey circus are to be had in great 
number, because so many pictures 
were made for the annual route 
books. Particularly coveted are pic- 
tures of the parade wagons made in

The first mention of the word 
“Tricycle” appeared in a patent is- 
sued to one Duchaussaus. This 
modernized form of velocipede with 
its three wheels variously arranged, 
was propelled by treadles or hand 
levers. 

Within a short time, the tricycle in 
some of its many forms, became the 
travelling carriage in England for 
ladies as well as gentlemen. It was 
safe for old and young, and if two 
clubbed together on the “Sociable”, 
physical labor was greatly diminish- 
ed. No record is found at this period 
of how many of these machines were 
in use, and it is equally impossible 
for critics to say which pattern was 
best, but a person with average 
strength could propel himself over 
ordinary roads at the rate of six to 
ten m.p.h. without any extra exer- 
tion. Luggage was strapped behind 
and at the end of a day’s journey 
there was no bother with a horse, 
and the cost was practically nothing.

long as physical energy was required 
in the propulsion of this vehicle, in- 
ventions would come along and take 
the tricycle out of the category of 
velocipedes or footworked machines 
and give it a greater value and im- 
portance. 

One of the first uses that M. Faure 
made of his new discovery relating to 
the storage of electricity was to pro- 
pel a tricycle at a speed of ten m.p.h. 
M. Faure’s invention consisted in the 
modification of the well-known se- 
condary battery consisting of sheets 
of lead immersed in acidulated water 
which could be charged by means of 
two cells. This improvement consist- 
ed of coating the metal sheets with 
red oxide of lead, by which the 
capacity of the battery was said to 
have been increased 40%. 

There is no disguising the fact 
that the Americans went far ahead of 
the British in the invention of labor- 
savors and other “notions” aided by 
the protection of legislature covering 
such inventions. In Britain, the cost 
of protection for 14 years was £175. 
The same could be secured in Amer- 
ica for a period of 17 years for £7, 
and the result of the heavy tax which 
the British Government levied on in- 
ventions is seen by comparing the 
number of patents in England witn 
those on this side of the Atlantic. By 
1880, there were 15,000 patents in 
Britain, and 200,000 in America, and 
there was a yearly average of 60 
women patentees who directed their 
efforts mostly toward fashions and 
domestic science. 

Some of these were The American 
Lever Tricycle made by H. M. Smith 
Machine Co., Smithville, N. J. ‘This 
was propelled by straps wound 
around drums on the sides. When the 
pedals were pushed down the straps 
rotated the wheels. 

The Ladies Tricycle of 1878, 
patented by Pat. O. Unzicker, June 
4, 1878, No. 204,636, had a side sad- 
dle and a single stirrup. The move- 
ment of the handlebar back and forth 
operated the bell crank lever and 
through upright rods rotated the 
wheel cranks. 

The Fowler Tricycle, patented by 
F. Fowler, New Haven, Conn., Dec. 
23, 1879, No. 224,165, was an early 
invention for coasting or free wheel- 
ing. The wheels were attached to the 
axle by double crown ratchet gears 
held together by springs in and out 
the hub journal. The forward move- 
ment of the pedals locked the ratch- 
ets and drove the wheels, but when 
pedaling ceased the ratchets opened 
and the machine coasted.

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Triumphal Chariots

Ther mayest thou so devising of

The highest military honor which 
could be obtained in the Roman 
State was a triumph or solemn pro- 
cession, such as accorded a victori- 
ous general and his army passing 
through the streets and roads to the 
capitol. 

The triumphal chariot had _ its 
origin in Rome, when Romulus car- 
ried the Spolia Opima in triumph to 
the capitol. The first person who 
entered the city in the form of a 
regular triumph was Tarquinius 
Priscus. 

The honor of a triumph was de- 
creed by the senate, or often by the 
will of the people, to the general, 
who, in combat with a foreign nation, 
had slain over 5,000 of the enemy in 
a single battle, and by this victory 
increased the boundaries of the em- 
pire. The triumph was called Justus, 
being fairly won. 

On the day of a triumph, the pro- 
cession started from the Campus 
Martius, travelled along the Via 
Triumphalis, through the Campus, 
and Circus Flaminius to the Porta 
Triumphalis, thence to the capitol. 
The streets were strewn with flow- 
ers and altars smoked with incense. 

First came musicians of various 
sorts, singing and playing. Following 
these came the oxen to be sacrificed, 
their horns gilded, and their heads 
adorned with garlands of flowers. 
Then followed the carriages bearing 
the spoils of war, plate, armor, gold, 
silver and brass. The titles of the 
vanquished nations were inscribed on 
wooden frames. Then came the cap- 
tive leaders with their families in 
chains, followed by dancers wearing 
golden crowns. A long train of per- 
sons carrying perfumes, followed the 
dancers. 

Then came ‘the great general, 
dressed in purple, embroidered in 
gold and wearing a crown of laurel 
on his head. He carried a laurel 
branch in his right hand, and an 
ivory sceptre in his left with an eagle 
on the top. His face was painted ver- 
million, and a golden ball hung 
from his neck with an amulet or 
magical preservative in it, which 
served as protection against the 
enemy. 

Standing in a_ gilded chariot, 
adorned with ivory (ivory being the 
symbol of dignity), and drawn by 
four white horses, or often elephants, 
he was attended by his family and a 
great host of attendants in white. 
His children rode in the chariot with 
him, and a slave, carrying a golden 
crown, sparkling with precious 
stones, stood behind him, and whis- 
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Thou Art a Man,” lest he become too 
elated. 

The victorious army both foot and 
horse, followed him, crowned with 
laurel and heaped with gifts. 

As the general turned his chariot 
from the Forum to the capitol, he 
ordered the captives to be led to 
prison. Then after offering a prayer 
of thanksgiving to the gods, he laid 
his golden crown at the feet of Jupi- 
ter, to whom he dedicated some of the 
booty. After this he gave a magnifi- 
cent entertainment in the capitol to 
his friends. 

The last triumph celebrated in 
Rome was by Diocletian and Max- 
imian November 20, A. D. 303, just 
before they resigned the empire.

Notes on Bracelets 


Bracelets have enacted roles in all 
countries — civilized and uncivilized. 
However, as the case with many an- 
other type of jewelry, we find but 
very few remaining specimens of 
prehistoric bracelets. The obvious 
explanation to this lies in the fact 
that the earliest ornaments were 
made of perishable substances. 

Bracelets of wood, plaited grasses, 
shell and ivory are in vogue among 
savages of today. Natives of Hawaii 
collect boars’ tusks, pierce them in 
the center and string them on sturdy 
fibre, making in this fashion a last- 
ing and graceful bracelet. Bracelets 
have been adopted by savages for 
varied reasons. Some hove thereby 
to keep their possessions always in 
their personal custody. Others wear 
them in an attempt to display their 
riches for all to see. Still others car- 
ry them not only as ornaments but 
also as weapons. Savages of the 
Congo are said to ‘wear iron brace- 
lets which they fling at their 
enemies, while certain warriors of 
India are said to be so skilled in 
throwing like ornaments that one 
will cut off a man’s head if thrown 
by a trained native. Shell discs are 
worn by others, whose knifelike edg- 
es are protected with leather when 
no war is being waged. Heavy spiked 
bracelets are often worn by natives 
living in the vicinity of the Unner 
Nile, and these, too, make formidable 
weapons. Perhaps savage medicine 
men believe bracelets possess healing 
properties, also, as they delight in 
wearing wristlets to which are at- 
tached small bags containing pebbles, 
etc.

studying the uncivilized peoples of 
the 20th century, that all races wore 
bracelets, in some form, during some 
stage of their civilization. 


Eastern peoples, particularly the 
women, seem to have always worn 
bracelets in profusion. They were 
early adopted as symbols of power 
and authority, and many records of 
their common use have been found. 

Through study of the bands of 
color on the arms on Egyptian sculp- 
tures and paintings, we find that 
these ancients wore four bracelets — 
one above the elbow (usually cailed 
an armlet) and one on the wrist, on 
both arms. Four bracelets, so worn, 
were also found on the arms of a 
mummy, which was supposed to have 
been a queen, in the tomb of King 
Zer. The Egyptians were skilled 
workmen and they made a wide var- 
iety of bracelets. The earliest types 
were made of beads of glass _

gold, threaded so that many pat- 
terns were formed. Others were 


composed of alternate plaques of zold 
and turquoise. Some were solid, some 
were hollow, and occasionally brace- 
lets of twisted wire found favor, as 
did those ornamented with inlaid 
work. 

But perhaps it was the very close 
relative of the bracelet — the armlet 
— that was most frequently worn in 
the early days of history. Such is the 
relationship between the bracelet and 
armlet that it is hard to mention one 
without referring to the other. A 
particular veneration was attached to 
the armlet. They were sought for by 
all — kings and beggars, warriors 
and statesmen. They were offered as 
gifts to the gods. Kings bestowed 
them upon loyal subjects, and often 
used them as a means of oiling the 
tongues of bards, so that their glory 
and honor be known to all through 
the songs of the lyrist. Countless 
numbers were made for the purpose 
of export by the Egyptians, who at- 
tained a high degree of proficiency 
in such manufacture. 

The armlet possessed a tantalizing 
allurement all of its own. The ambi- 
tions of all were focused upon this 
ornament, and it but whet the appe- 
tite to know that they could be im- 
ported from Egypt only by the 
wealthy. But soon they became more

dreds of them, warriors 'were award- 
ed with them, friends exchanged 
them, kings distributed them. among 
their followers. As a matter of fact, 
royalty was so lavish in its bestowal 
of armlets that the old Saxon name 
for a prince is “ring dispenser.” 
With Rome’s rise tc power came even 
a more extravagant dispensation of 
armlets. They were presented to 
warriors as rewards for bravery 
quite freely, it would seem, as one 
Lincinius Dentatus acquired a collec- 
tion of 160. So common did they be- 
come that, during the Hallstatt per- 
iod, they were made of bronze in 
certain weights, and were used 
throughout the Mediterranean lands 
as currency. 

But back to bracelets! One of the 
favorite Roman designs was that of 
a coiled snake, preferably made of 
gold and chased ‘with scales and eves. 
Later, bracelets were set with preci- 
ous stones, and, dating from the third 
century, A. D., with coins. The van- 
quished Germans wore bracelets, as 
did their Roman conquerors, and the 
British wore particularly massive, 
gilded and enamelled ones.

But the taste for heavy jewelry 
soon waned, and with the Byzantine 
period came simple coils and twists 
of fine wire, which boasted hundreds 
of combinations. 

After the fall of Byzantine power 
bracelets were little in vogue. Long 
sleeves had gained popularity among 
womankind, which rather discour- 
aged their usage. Those worn were 
plain, often simply rosaries or chap- 
lets of beads twined about the wrists. 

They were chiefly reserved for 
summer wear, as is illustrated by the 
following letter from Isabella d’Este, 
Marchioness of Mantua, to a gold- 
smith: 

“If the bracelets we ordered 
months ago are not here till the 
summer is over and we no longer 
wear our arms bare, they will be of 
no use.” Although bracelets were 
not especially important during the 
Renaissance, their forms, along with 
other ornaments, were very elabor- 
ate. One particular type, favored in 
painted portraits, was that which 
consisted of jet or amber beads 
separated by balls of gold. Others 
were formed of cameos hinged to- 
gether or of links interwoven like 
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chains. Long sleeves were still in 
fashion and a portrait by Titian pic- 
tures the bracelets worn over the 
sleeves, while another portrait by 
Cranach shows the sleeves to 
slashed at the wrists so that the 
bracelets beneath might be exposed 
to sight. 

Though men had begun to look 
upon this type of ornament as effem- 
inate, there 'were many who found it 
difficult to give them up. It is safe 
to assume that Shakespeare wore 
them and Henry VIII possessed i7. 
Until fairly recently, they still car- 
ried a vestige of power, and were put 
on soverigns’ wrists at coronations. 
Typical examples are the royal brace- 
lets of England, made for the corona- 
tion of Charles II by Sir Robert 
Vyner, and mentioned in accounts of 
the coronations of Richard II, Henry 
VIII, Edward VI, Mary and Eliza- 
beth. These bracelets, made of gold, 
are enamelled in the colors of the 
national badges—rose, thistle harp 
and fleur-de-lys—and are lined with 
red velvet. 

With the coming of the 17th cen- 
tury varied fashions and substances 
were introduced. Bands of velvet 
with cameo and jeweled clasps and 
buckles were worn, as were bracelets 
made in the form of wide bows. Jet, 
coral, steel and other new substances 
were "adopted. Every day we see new 
styles and materials come to the 
front. 

Then is it not strange that we al- 
ways hark back to classical days and 
their fundamental forms?

Doll heads and hands are 
carved from apples and preserved by 
the same method as was done for 
children of early American days. 

Six years ago when I decided to 
make my own collection of apple 
character dolls I had only two things 
to start with, desire and determina- 
tion. Mother gave me the method 
for the making of the apple heads 
and hands as she knew it when a 
child. Her grandmother made many 
apple dolls. 

My apple character dolls are ad- 
mired for their human expressions 
and authenticity of costumes. Each 
apple head is smooth and fresh look- 
ing because the moisture is left in 
the apple, and dolls last a life-time 
and retain the same appearance 
throughout the years. 


Charm and originality of character 
are necessary, not only in the face 
and hands of a doll, but in the body 
and dress also 

Watching people for character 
study will help to give the doll maker 
the expressions she strives for in a 
doll. A lip, chin, nose and forehead 
may take weeks, however. 

Looking at the three hundred ap- 
ple character dolls which I have made 
for my collection one realizes how 
styles have succumbed to the onrush 
of another age. How regal the Vic- 
torian dolls look as soft folds of 
dress reflect the soft richness of vel- 
vet and silk. 

My appie dolls are from three 
inches high, which represents a baby 
in christening cloths, to dolls twenty- 
seven inches high. Many of the dolls 
have wigs made of natural hair. Eye 
brows and eye lashes also are of 
natural hair. Many of the dolls have 
quaint hair styling. The faces of 
some are round with clear natural 
complexion, soft violet tone eyes. 

Great grandmother doll in basque 
and delicate hand stitched detail, 
seated on a Boston rocker gently

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stroking her pet cat, is a favorite of 
mine. Lady dolls carrying black silk 
parasols lace trimmed, reticules and 
other hand made accessories, all go 
into my doll making. Southern belles 
in hoop-skirts, negroes playing ban- 
jos, some eating watermelon, organ 
grinder with monkey dressed in red 
velvet cap and coat are dolls that 
help to make up my collection. Doll 
characters inspired by seeing such 
people in the neighborhood are old 
men _ selling newspapers, scissors 
grinder and flower vendor. 

One apple character which I took 
much pride in making is the (Old 
Lamp-lighter). His care worn face 
appeals to all who see him. His body 
appears weary and aged as he lights 
an old fashioned street lamp. The 
lamp has a tiny glow as tho it really 
was lit. 

There are many portrait apple 
dolls in my collection, such as Queen 
Victoria, Sir Walter Scott and Paul 
Revere, and “famous ladies of his- 
tory.” To make costumes I searched 
for fine antique cloth of silk, velvet 
and satin, also laces, old and fine as 
cob webs. 

Each of the dolls wears a piece of 
cloth or jewel once worn by a famous 
person. One little gentleman doll 
wears a suit made from cloth given 
to me by General John J. Pershing. 

Since the ending of World War II, 
I have made two trips to Europe to 
visit Madame Tussand’s wax museum 
in London to spend hours in studying 
the great skill of detail in the exhi- 
bition. Such study has given me the 
idea to give much thought and time 
to whatever design one plans for 
each doll. A lovely doll will show 
not only skill but patience of the doll 
maker. 

The (Old Fiddler) with his straw 
hat, leather boots and quaint fiddle 
is a favorite of my mother. His eyes 
seem to be watching the dancers as 
they square dance. 

Whenever I use chairs to seat my 
dolls I use historical and famous 
pieces of ‘wood. A Pilgrim man car- 
ries an old blunderbus made of wood 
from the original Mayflower. 

By sewing all doll clothes by hand 
I find this gives added interest to 
my dolls. A petticoat trimmed in 
hand made lace should grace a lovely 
hand made doll. Even if days and 
weeks go into the making of one out- 
fit, I feel the time well spent. All 
this has helped me to make fascinat- 
ing and beautiful dolls for my col- 
lection.

Dolls from one of the interesting 
exhibits of the Charles W. Bowers 
Memorial Museum are an attraction 
within an attraction, for the museum 
is now one of the city’s beauty spots. 

Beautiful, because the building it- 
self, built in Spanish style, and the 
grounds with their fine old trees and 
lawns have a satisfying charm that 
makes for distinction. 

Interesting, because within its walls 
has been arranged an array of ex- 
hibits portraying graphically, the 
various periods of the history of this 
section. 


Charles W. Bowers and his wife, 
as they came toward the end of their 
years, talked over plans for a gift of 
some kind to the city that had been 
their home for many years, a city 
that was very dear to them. As a 
result of their planning and gener- 
osity, a trust ws created, by which, 
a few years ago, the City of Santa 
Ana became the owner of the Bowers 
residence located where the Museum 
now stands, together with assets for 
the construction of the museum build- 
ing. It was stipulated that the City, 
in accepting the gift, “promise to 
furnish and maintain for all time, 
the Charles W. Bowers Memorial 
Museum.” ; 

Today, high spreading and droop- 
ing cotoneasters hide the interior of 
the courtyard from the noise and con- 
fusion of a busy street, being planted 
with other colorful shrubs around the 
outside of the immense curved Span- 
ish arches. 

Stepping beneath the graceful cam- 
panile with its historic bells, one 
enters the patio through intricately 
designed wrought iron gates. Under 
a giant filigreed pepper tree, rests a 
worn and aged community mortar, 
transferred from the surrounding 
mountains, where Indian women had, 
in early days, ground their meal. 

Brought down from La Canada 
Campana—the Canyon of the Bell, 
and placed in a secluded garden of 
cacti and other succulents, is Bell 
rock, after which the canyon was 
named. Around this granite boulder, 
native Indians gathered in ancient 
times; with stone pestles they pounded 
upon it and the canyon rang with the 
clear tones of this primitive bell.

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“CRESTS” 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


Some Heraldic buttons display a complete coat-of- 
arms, with shield, mantling, supporters and motto; others 
show one or more parts of it, alone or in combination. 
But the Crest, which originally adorned the knight’s 
helm, is the most important accessory of the arms. The 
custom of thus decorating headgear is very ancient, and 
is common to different periods and peoples, as witness 
the crests on Greek and Oriental helmets, and the wings 
and horns which ornamented the headpieces of the Vi- 
kings. Crests came into general use in England during 
the fourteenth century; and the juncture of the crest 
and the helm was usually covered by a “wreath” of 
twisted silk, though sometimes this gave place to a crown, 
coronet or so-called “hat of estate.” (Crest buttons usu- 
ally include the wreath.) 

Such was the artistry of the button makers that 
even the most complicated Heraldic buttons are well- 
designed. Although their subject matter is often pic- 
torial, the confusion and crowding so noticeable in many 
“Pictures” is seldom ii ever seen on Uniform and Livery 
buttons. If Crest buttons are the most effective of their 
kind, in a field where all are of outstanding merit, it is 
probably because of their greater simplicity. 

Because reliable information is hard to come by (in 
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this country) and because the same crest was often borne 
by more than one family, these buttons are difficult to 
identify. In recent years, too, crests have sometimes 
been adopted by people who had no technical right to 
them. So I hesitate to attempt identification, and in 
some cases I do so only tentatively, in the sense of pass- 
ing along what information I have, but without vouching 
for its accuracy. 

With the exception of No. 4, the following Livery 
buttons are all one-piece, convex, with design in moder- 
ately high relief. 

No. 1—‘The stump of an oak tree, spouting branches,” 
is the crest of several families (including “Bough,”—an 
example of the punning nature of many heraldic devices.) 
This button, one of a number given to me by Mrs. Leon 
E. Gibson, bears the crest of the Right Honourable 
Arthur J. Balfour. Gold finish. Reverse: “Firmin & Sons 
—London.” 

No. 2—The lion, symbolic of courage, was often as- 
sociated with royalty, and is, perhaps, the most popular 
heraldic animal. This crest I can identify with certainty, 
thanks to Mrs. Victor E. Luscomb, who gave me, not 
only the button, but the original “identification” card on 
which it is mounted. According to this card, the crest 
(a Demi-lion) is that of “Gen. Sir G. Jeffreys.” The 
color, “Gilt dou. (?)” and die number (8332) are also 
given, with a notice that the card must be sent with each 
order, “to ensure prompt delivery.” Gold finish. Reverse: 
“Firmin—London.” 

No. 3 is an example of a double Crest. According

to Fairbairn’s “Book of Crests,’’ both the “falcon perched, 
hooded and belled” and the “angel praying within an 
orle of laurel” are identified with the name “Falconer.” 
So it would seem that the button bearing the two crests 
must pertain to some branch or member of that family. 
Silver on copper. Reverse: ‘“Firmin & Sons Ld.—4l1 
Warwick St., Regent St.—London.” 


No. 4—About this button I have no doubts, since 
_the crest, (“An arm in armor embowered, holding in the 
hand a broken tilting spear”) is that of my own ances- 
tors, the Fosters; and the button belonged to Giraud Fos- 
ter of Lenox, Massachusetts, who died in 1945. The 
family (Forester, Forster, Foster) claims descent from 
Anacher, the Great Forester of Flanders (d. 837), whose 
great-great-great grandson, Sir Richard, is said to have 
come to England in 1066, with his brother-in-law, Wil- 
liam the Conqueror. His direct descendant, Reginald, 
(my “seven times great grandfather’) came to this 
country about 1638. I am aware that the crest is an 
exclusively male attribute, not to be used by females 
under any circumstances. But I confess that I could not 
resist a set of these buttons for my coat, when Mrs. 
Theo. Dinsmore gave them to me! Two-piece gilt, convex. 
Reverse: “Thos. J. Dunn & Co.—Mfrs.” (Two waistcoat 
buttons with the same device bear a different maker’s 
name: “Bowe and Seligman—N. Y.”) 


No. 5 displays “on a mount vert, a Seahorse erect 
ppr. ... supporting a rudder or.” “Potter” is the name 
of the family entitled to this device in the “Book of 
Crests.” Silver on copper. Reverse: “Firmin & Sons 
Ld.—158 Strand—London.” 


No. 6 exemplifies this difficulty of many families 
with the same crest. The “Dragon’s Head couped” is 
given by Fairbairn as the crest of fifty-four families, ex- 
tending through the alphabet from “Aske to “Wycliffe.” 
So, unless one has personal knowledge about a particular 
button, I do not see how definite identification is possible. 
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Even without such knowledge, I am fond of this button 
because it shows such genuine signs of age and wear: it 
is so rubbed (by repeated buttoning and unbuttoning!) 
that the silver plate is worn away, exposing the copper 
beneath. (“Bleeding,” I believe, is the term used to de- 
scribe this condition.) Reverse: ‘Firmin’s—London.” 


No. 7—Among the many animate and inanimate 
objects that have been used as crests, birds have always 
been popular. Those most in evidence are eagles, gry- 
phons, phoenixes, falcons and swans. This embattled 
Swan with wings extended is listed by Fairbairn as the 
crest of fifteen families, from Boden to Twycross. Gold 
finish. Reverse: “Firmin & Sons—13 Conduit St.—Lon- 
don.” (The fact that these six British Liveries were all 
made by Firmins’ is a coincidence—I chose the buttons 
that would be easiest to draw! But it does give an idea 
of the variety to be found in the back-markings of just 
one maker!) 

In general, British Livery buttons flourished from 
the middle of the eighteenth century to the First World 
War, though doubtless earlier and later examples exist. 
If one has time and opportunity, they can be “dated” 
more definitely, by means of their back-markings. (e.g., 
by finding out when Firmin & Sons first used “Ld.” after 
their name; or at what time they moved from Conduit 


‘St. to Warwick St., or vice versa.) 


Whatever their age, as a class they are beautifully 
designed and skillfully made: the finest buttons, in my 
opinion, that have ever been produced. As an artist, I 
admire them; as a practical person, I appreciate them; 
as a romanticist and a student of history, I honor them, 
for the traditions they represent and the stories that lie 
behind them. Little enough remains to-day of the Chiv- 
alry that was once so important in the world. But while 
one Heraldic button is left, to rouse our wonder and our 
imagination, it cannot be wholly lost or forgotten.

able, holding more in the way of con- 
jecture, is another boulder with its 
crude figures and intricate maze; this 
too, was brought down from the same 
region. Perhaps, it may hold the key 
to the story of pre-historic occupation 
of California. 

Near the entrance of the building, 
an inviting, restful fountain is cen- 
tered with a statue of Juan Rodriguez 
Cabrillo, the Discoverer who sighted 
San Diego in 1542 and was the first 
white man to set foot on the shores. 

Forming a background is a_ bas- 
relief of an historical sequence of 
figures that reach to the edge of a 
magnificently designed, solid stairs 
that curve, swan-like around the back- 
ground of the fountain to the second 
floor veranda.

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Family Expenses During the Revolution 
By LAWRENCE B. ROMAINE 


Realizing full well that many a 
book has been written on this sub- 
ject and that men have devoted their 
lives to its study, I make no pre- 
tense of discovery or originality. 
However, there are still many small 
and insignificant manuscript scraps 
and notes that may some day come 
to light with evidence of unknown 
hardships and unknown facts of life 
in this period. 

In a small tin box found in 
Marshfield Hills, Mass., hidden away 
with several Revolutionary Broad- 
sides and one Proclamation by George 
Washington in 1794, was a tiny paper 
wrapped note book with an ink title 
— “FAMILY EXPENSES.” At the 
back were the family prayers, pre- 
cepts and advice for the family, from 
six years old to sixty. Mrs. Conant 
is mentioned under “Things for Mrs. 
Conant” and with this evidence I 
shall attribute the list of family 
needs during 1774-1776 to the Conant 
family of Marshfield, Massachusetts. 

I shall not bore you with every 
item, selecting those that would 
seem of interest both to the student 
and to those who might compare 
them to 1949. I shall also give the 
data in prices of the day in the coin 
of Great Britain, as written, for 
most of us know the value of the 
Pound and Shilling approximately.

“WELL DONE” 


A Peaceful retreat high in the Blue Ridge 
Mountains where you can lay aside all cares 


and enjoy antiques. 


By L. S. SPANGLER 


A one room log cabin, at least one 
hundred years old, somewhere in the 
Blue Ridge Mountains, near Hagers- 
town, Md., ‘was our goal. For fifteen 
years or more, Mrs. Spangler and I 
have been buying furnishings that 
we thought suitable for a summer 
cabin of that period while calling on 
antique shops in Maryland, Penn- 
sylvania, New York and New Eng- 
land, searching for clocks for my col- 
lection. Several pieces were secured 
while on a recent trip to Bristol, 
Connecticut. 

In collecting these items, Mrs. 
Spangler and I were confident that 
the log cabin would show up sooner 
or later. It was a Sundav after- 
noon in May of last year, when we 
drove to the Blue Ridge Mountains, 
looking for a plot of mountain land 
that had been advertised in our local 
paper. After driving some distance 
through the mountains, we stopped 
at a very tidy and prosperous look- 
ing place, which was the home of a 
berry farmer. There we made in- 
quiry as to the location of the land 
that had been advertised. We were 
told that the property we were look- 





ing for was on a very bad and al- 
most unpassable mountain road. Af- 
ter telling them of our requirements, 
we learned that there was a tract of 
land for sale about a mile distant. 
We were directed by the berry crop- 
per to the spot that we had been 
looking for so many years. We 
drove some distance on a county road 
and turned left to a very splendid 
winding mountain road, which lied 
to a clearing on which the cabin 
stood. After making a close ex- 
amination of the building, we found 
the logs were very much weather 
beaten and considerable decay on the 
outside, however, the logs on the in- 
side were well preserved and per- 
fectly solid. A portion of the roof 
was entirely rotted away and one of 
the rafters was pretty well destroy- 
ed: A portion of the cleared land had 
been used many years for raising 
berries. The cabin had been used 
more or less as a packing shed. 
There were crates and berry stakes 
for staking the raspberries stored 
there. Part of the floor had been re- 
moved, and a great part of the 
chinking had fallen out. I immediate- 
ly contacted the owner of the proper-

The exact age of the cabin so far 
has not been determined. From the 
architecture, it is evident that it was 
built by the early settlers of Wash- 
ington County. There was but one 
door and one window that was almost 
as large as the door, which provided 
two exits. There was a rather heavy 
door, hinged at the top of the win- 
dow that could be opened or ctosed 
from the inside. The absence of a 


fireplace leads us to believe that the 
building had been originally erected 
as an outpost or a refuge for the 
early settlers while hunting in this 
area, aS means of protection from 
Indians and wild animals that fre- 
quented this section in those days.

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FLINT vs. LIME GLASS 


By JOHN RAMSAY 

To the many collectors of American 
pattern glass, the date 1864 is tre- 
mendously important, because in that 
year William Leighton, superintend- 
ent of the Hobbs, Brockunier & Co. 
glass factory of Wheeling, West Vir- 
ginia, developed an improved lime 
glass, almost as brilliant as the flint 
or lead glass used up to that time for 
all table-ware, and much less expens- 
ive. This was naturally adopted or 
adapted by most of the other Amer- 
ican firms in this field. Also natur- 
ally, the Wheeling, Pittsburgh and 
other Mid-Western factories were the 
first to use it, Adams, Macklin & Co., 
Later Adams & Co. of Pittsburgh as 
early as 1865. Their competitors fol- 
lowed their lead, with the exception 
of Bakewell, Page & Bakewell, whose 
was the first successful flint glass 
factory in the United States, and who 
refused to change. In the East, the 
New England Glass Co. at Cambridge 
also continued to make flint glass until 
it went out of existence, and the Bos- 
ton & Sandwich house at Sandwich 
used the new formula for only a few 
years in the late 1870s. But none of 
the three “hold-outs” could stand the 
competition of the cheaper ware, and 
all closed down for good about 1889. 

As an actual matter of fact, flint 
glass is still made, and all our Amer- 
ican tableware produced before 1864 
is not necessarily flint. John Frede- 
rick Amelung of New Bremen adver- 
tised “Flint Glass” in 1789, but is 
now clear that he did not make it. 
However, in his and later glass, this 
fact can be definitely proven only by 
chemical or physical tests, and the 
“bell-tone” to which collectors attach 
such value is not an absolute stand- 
ard. A piece of good quality lime or 
soda glass, not too heavy and blown 
or pressed in a bell or bowl shape 
will have a decided “ring” when tap- 
ped, and, if this does not have the 
same tone or resonance as that.of a 
flint glass piece of exactly the same 
size, shape and thickness, this test 
can be made only occasionally. On 
the other hand, a flint piece of the 
wrong shape, or heavily pressed, dec- 
anters, salts and similar shapes, will 
not have much of aring. Also, many, 
perhaps most, of our early glass 
houses made glass of all types, win- 
dow and bottle as well as “Cut, 
Moulded and Plain,” and it is not 
unusual to find pressed tableware of 
the flint period in aquamarine or pale 


green bottle-glass, which is soda-lime 
and not flint. t 

Another very important fact to the 
collector of flint glass patterns is that 
many of them continued to be made 
after the change to lime glass, so are 
found in both metals. In a few cases, 
such as the Loop, the later pieces are 
really a distinctly different type, eas- 
ily recognized, but in others, Tulip 
and Sawtooth for example, there is 
very little difference except in the 
metal. In Thumbprint, Honeycomb 
and other patterns made by many 
factories over a long period, the dif- 
ferences are also slight, but such 
pieces as covered butter-dishes, tall 
cake-plates, finger-bowls and salt and 
pepper shakers, not included in the 
earlier lines, must have been made 
after 1868 or so, regardless of the 
metal. Even the separately blown 
and applied handles of pitchers, char- 
acteristic of early glass, were used 
occasionally on such unquestioned 
lime glass patterns as Moon & Star. 
Also, in many patterns, there are 
so many goblet and tumbler variants 
that we have to assume that some of 
them came from the several glass 
houses which specialized in tumblers, 
goblets and bar goods, and copied all 
popular patterns, even the earliest 
ones, in lime glass. Finally, and to 
repeat, flint glass continued to be 
made, even Hobbs, Brockunier & Co. 
turning out some Daisy & Button in 
Amberina flint, since they would not 
waste the gold coins traditionally used 
to secure this color on the inferior 
mixture. 

All these “ifs, ands and buts,” are 
very confusing to the collector, but 
some knowledge of the history of 
glass-making in America brings them 
into some rough order. Mrs. Lee’s 
‘Early American Pressed Glass’ lists 
the patterns in chronological order to 
a large extent, and also gives much 
information on their origin and mak- 
ers. Of her arrangement, it can be 
assumed that the first seventeen pat- 
terns are found only in flint glass, 
with the exception of the Loop, whose 
lime glass version can be considered 
a different pattern or variant, at 
least. However, there are occasional 
“freaks” in bottle-glass and even in 
clear glass which, for one reason or 
another, does not have the right lus- 
ter or resonance, and goblets in Ar- 
gus, Flute, Oval Miter and possibly 
Huber whose composition and origin 
are doubtful. 
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Of the next twenty-four, those made 
by McKee of Pittsburgh and shown 
in their catalogue of 1869 may be ex- 
pected to appear in both flint and 
lime, while those made by the Boston 
and Sandwich, New England Glass 
Co. and Bakewell, Page & Bakewell 
will be flint glass only. Of the ribbed 
group, Bellflower was certainly made 
by McKee Bros., and others probably 
in the Middle West, but probably not 
after the adoption of the new metal, 
although the few pieces of Bellflower 
in pale green are bottle-glass, and 
the rare milk glass pieces are doubt- 
ful. Nearly all of the next thirty 
patterns were introduced just at the 
time when lime glass was coming in- 
to use. Several, particularly Thumb- 
print, Honeycomb, Sawtooth and Tulip 
and Sawtooth, were made by more 
than one firm, over long periods, so 
are found in both, in some cases from 
the same molds, while others, such rare 
patterns as Harp and Gothic, prob- 
ably did not outlast the flint period, 
and those made by the “Big Three” 
and not copied by others are always 
flint. Of the patterns whose makers 
are unknown, the Hamilton, Lincoln 
Drape and Cable are so scarce in the 
Middle West that they are probably 
from Eastern factories, so are un- 
likely to occur in lime glass. Among 
the patterns listed later in Mrs. Lee’s 
book, the Magnet and Grape and Rib- 
bon groups show unmistakable varia- 
tions between their flint and lime 
versions, ‘the Buckle is found in both, 
and the Bakewell patterns, again, are 
always flint as are, probably, the 
Roman Key and Dewdrop with Star. 

With this not very full information, 
it is still not easy to identify this 
flint glass, since it is not invariably 
recognizable at a glance or a touch. 
Also, it is not as easy to find as many 
of the later patterns, but flint glass 
was always fine ware, and a collection 
of it, with its simple, distinguished 
designs and brilliant luster, is well 
worth the difficulty of assembling. 
Finally, but not least important, the 
collector who choses flint glass need 
not worry about the reproductions of 
pattern glass which are being turned 
out in such floods today. Flint glass 
is still made of course, but only by 
those firms which specialize in fine 
ware, and those which are now copy- 
ing the later patterns in poorer 
pressing and metal than the originals, 
may reproduce the molds of the flint 
patterns, but are unlikely to attempt 
the expensive metal and the fire-pol- 
ishing of the old glass.

Sixty-one coverlets were exhibited 
at The Sheldon Swope Art Gallery, 
Terre Haute, Ind., recently under 
the sponsorship of the Vigo County, 
Indiana, Historical Society. Mrs. 
Henry Gray of Milwaukee, Wis., 
gave an interesting talk on coverlets 
on one day, pointing out identifica- 
tions, weaves, age and names of 
makers. Unfortunately, not all of 
the examples can be pictured here, 
but enough are shown, to show that 
these heirlooms of yesteryear are 
being preserved and_ cherished 
through the years.

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A description of the specimens 
photographed follows: 

1. Blue and white elaborate double 
woven coverlet with pine tree border 
and single snow ball design. Owned 
by Mrs. Albert A Faurot, Terre 
Haute, Ind., and acquired from her 
grandmother who was born in Butler 
County, Ohio, in 1812. 

2. Dark blue, rose and white cover- 
let with pine tree border. Originally 
woven in Kentucky in 1844. Now 
owned by Mrs. James Swango, Terre 
Haute, Ind. 

8. A dark blue, red and light blue 
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double woven coverlet. About 75 
years ago it was owned by a Dr. 
Cooke, Kentuckian of English paren- 
tage. Exact age of coverlet not 
known. Now the property of Mrs. 

Odon S. Knight, Terre Haute, Ind. 

4. A red, white and blue coverlei, 
of twill type of weave, reversible as 
the summer and winter Goose Eye 
pattern. It 'was woven by Sarah 
Hawkins Fouts (North Carolina or 
Ohio) in the early 1800’s for herself. 
Now the property of Mrs. Henry C. 
Gray, Wauwatosa, Wis. 

5. Overshot design in red, green, 
dark blue and natural colors. Origi- 
nally woven by Miss Elizabeth Par- 
cell in Franklin County, Virginia, 
about 1875, great aunt of the present 
owner, Mr. J. F. Dudley, Terre Haute. 

6. Blue and white coverlet woven 
about 1843 in Ohio by Mrs. Bates, 
grandmother of the present owner, 
Mrs. Ralph Llewellyn, Terre Haute. 
Mrs. Bates, a professional weaver 
= Ireland, prepared the wool her- 
self. 

7. A rose, blue and white overshot 
pattern coverlet originally owned by 
Sarah (Denton) Hunt of Washington 
County, Tennessee, who according to 
tradition wove it herself about 1785. 
As an example of the esteem in 
which it was held, it was taken from 
Tennessee to Sullivan County, Indi- 
ana, thence to Randolph County, In- 
diana, thence to Illinois and Mis- 
souri, and finally to Vigo County, 
Indiana. Mrs. Herbert E. Brown, 
Terre Haute, is the great grand- 
daughter of the original owner. 

8. This blue and white coverlet be- 
longs to Mrs. John Biel, Terre Haute. 
Originally it belonged to her mother 
and is thought to be a family heir- 
loom. 

9. This red, dark blue, natural 
overshot type weave coverlet is the 
property of the Swope Art Gallery, 
Terre Haute, and is a gift of Miss 
Helen Condit. History not known. 

10. Coverlet belongs to Mrs. Caro- 
line Mower, Wauwatosa, Wis. It is 
the overshot type of weaving in 
Wheel of Fortune pattern, a _ pat- 
tern sometimes called Cup and 
Saucer. It was woven in 1830 in 
Vermont, and was in the trousseau of 
Mrs. Thomas Jefferson Rice about 
1830 who moved to New Hampshire. 

11. Mrs. Hugh Ringo of Milwau- 
kee, Wis., owns this specimen. It 
has a light and dark side corre- 
sponding to the pattern known as 
Summer and Winter, and is called 
“Nameless Weave” by some. It was 
made on a multiple loom, which 
helped achieve the extra fancy bor- 
der. It was originally owned by Mary 
Bagley Henby, Quaker, who prepared 
the materials and, wove the coverlet 
before 1832 in Eastern Indiana or 
North Carolina. The family was 
noted for beautiful coverlet patterns. 

12. A blue and white double woven 
coverlet made by Sara Hays Howlett, 
in 1840 in Western New York State. 
Now owned by a grandson, B. A. 
Howlett, Terre Hote. 

13. Another coverlet owned by Mrs. 
Ralph Llewellyn, Terre Haute. This 
specimen was also woven by Mrs. 
Llewellyn’s grandmother.

Mrs. Christine Grinius, wife of a 
former president of Lithuania, who 
with her husband was forced to flee 
from their homeland when the 
Russians took over, was an exhibitor. 
Mrs. Grinius’ first hobby love is 
Lithuanian stamps. Her exhibition 
in the International Philatelic Expo- 
sition held in Prague in 1938 excited 
the envy of some of the most astute 
philatelists. Her fine collection of 
peasant garb, and handwoven aprons 
had to be left behind when she fled 
the country. However, she managed 
to get some of her finest specimens 
of peasant handicrafts out of the 
country. She sold these memen- 
toes to help displaced persons from 
Europe. The Kremlin would never 
have permitted these hobby interests 
to have existed under its regime.

Illinois memorabilia was represent- 
ed with the desk that Speaker of the 
House, Uncle Joe Cannon, used in 
his home at Danville. It was pro- 
cured by a Chicago collector, when 
the late statesman’s effects went un- 
der the auctioneer’s hammer.

A string of beads that belonged to 
Sitting Bull, famous Indian Chief- 
tain, was exhibited by Edna P. 
McKeage of Cicero, and sold to an 
Indian relic collector of Indiana.

New England primers from which 
our forebears learned their lessons 
of religion and morality, were ex- 
hibited by L. E. Dicke of Evanston, 
together with one of the finest col- 
lections of books, prints, maps and 
other material relating to Chicago to 
be found anywhere.

Some of the exhibits were arrang- 
ed in informal manner to suggest old 
fashioned curiosity shops with a di- 
versity of objects, while others were 
in formal fashion. Both types have 
their appeal. It was pointed out that 
many a person has been started on 
the collecting path by buying some 
such item as a scenic plate or a sil- 
ver souvenir spoon at one of these 
exhibits. Here the nucleus of many 
a future private and public museum 
starts. 


—o— 
Spoons have held the attention of 
collectors through the years. During 
the 16th century, spoons were con- 
sidered great luxuries. They were 
so highly prized that they were often 
mentioned in wills. The services of 
some of the finest craftsmen of Italy, 
Germany and France were employed 
to fashion these spoons. In the Gay 
Nineties of our own country, the 
traveler to Hoboken or other points 
would bring back a souvenir spoon 
with a view of some _ prominent 
city building.

Mr. and Mrs. Julius Hammelehle of 
the Pennsylvania Dutch country rol- 
led back the years for some with a 
large cross-stitch and petit point 
picture of George Washington, among 
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other things. 

Georgette Howland of Boston, 
whose predecessors braved the dan- 
gers of long voyages in clipper ships 
to bring back treasures from the 
Orient, displayed fine old Chinese 
robes and brocades, of a quality 
seldom seen outside of public muse- 
ums today. Their collection of snuff, 
patch and pill boxes in sterling, gold, 
enamel and tortoise shell, portrayed 
other eras of the world’s history. 
Highlighting their collection is the 
jewel cabinet of the Earl of Camper- 
down, decorated with 39 Battersea 
enamel panels, representing months 
of work and incomparable art.

Josephine Bobb of Chicago featur- 
ed the acme of beer stein collector’ 
prizes, the Mettlach. She also had a 
large array of cuckoo clocks.

S. H. Hess, whose shop in Gettys- 
burg, Pa., has appealed to visitors 
to this historic shrine from all coun- 
tries, displayed fine early American 
furniture, including desks, tables and 
chairs. 

A collar crimper exhibited by Isa- 
bel Taylor of Chicago was a remind- 
er that the lives of our grandparents 
were not so simple after all. Imagine 
having to run your collar through a 
device operated as a washing ma- 
chine wringer before going for the 
surrey ride.

When you really browsed around 
among the displays you found such 
other complexities of grandmother’s 
day as bootjacks. Nor were boot- 
jacks, a product designed for the 
backwoodsmen. Chicago had _ its 
own variety of mire, too, and books 
on early Chicago speak of its swad- 
dling days with horse and buggy 
travel and the muddy streets.

A collector from Cleveland, Ohio, at- 
tended to buy a sedan chair which she 
plans to use as a telephone box in her 
home. A dealer put her on the trail 
of one, which will be in keeping with 
her other Georgian antiques. Al- 
though the sedan chair, a sort of box 
or booth on detachable poles, was in- 
troduced into England from Italy in 
1634, it gained its greatest favor in 
Georgian times. Nobles and the 
wealthy had them emblazoned with 
their coats of arms and richly decor- 
ated, keeping them in the lobbies of 
their town houses ready for instant 
use. 

—O0— 

A naval officer from the Pacific 
Coast, attended on leave to add to his 
collection of handiwork of the early 
sailors. There were many such pieces 
displaved, including scrimshaw, those 
pieces of bone and ivory which the 
more artistic sailors engraved by the 
use of knives and sharp pointed in- 
struments. Other early sailors, with- 
out the benefit of the radio and tele- 
vision, to occupy their spare time, 
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made ditty boxes for the girls of 
their dreams. One such box exhibited 
was lined with tiny sea shells in ~ink 
and white, worked into an intricate 
design and bearing the wording in 
dark colored shells, “Think of me,” 
a cautious message in comparison 
with another similar box, bearing the 
intrepid ‘words, “I love you.” Small 
lace boxes, richly inlaid in mosaic 
fashion with satin wood designs in 
the shape of flowers and butterflies, 
were turned out by the ship’s car- 
penters for the officers on some 
of the long voyages. These, too, serv- 
ed as reminders that life on the high 
seas was different a hundred years 
ago. —o—

Former Missouri State 
Senator Arrested in Theft 
of Antique Jewelry 


The St. Louis, Mo., Post Dispatch 
carried the following story after the 
recent St. Louis Antiques Show: 

“Police will seek a grand larceny 
warrant today against Joseph A. Fal- 
zone, attorney and former state sen- 
ator, who was arrested yesterday 
after he appeared at the Page boule- 
vard district with a key to a locker 
at Delmar Station, which had con- 
tained stolen antique jewelry. 

“Employees of the railroad station 
who checked the locker Saturday 
for unclaimed articles found a paper 
package of 82 pieces of antique jew- 
elry, some of which was identified 
as loot taken from a display of an- 
tique jewelry at Hotel Kings-Way 
early last Thursday. The theft was 
reported by Mrs. Albert Boedy, 
Cleveland (O.) antique dealer, who 
estimated the loss at $565. 

“Falzone, who dabbles in antiques, 
accompanied officers armed with a 
search warrant to a room he main- 
tains at the Lindell-Plaza Hotel, 
4300 Lindell boulevard. There, in an 
overcoat pocket and in a suitcase, 
police reported they found a variety 
of antique jewelry and tableware 
valued at about $500. Some of the 
articles bore price tags, officers said. 
Three items, two spoons and a ring, 
were identified by John Phillips, 525 
East Argonne drive, Kirkwood, as 
his property, which had disappeared 
from the Hotel Kings-Way exhibit. 

Protests When Detained. 


“Protesting vehemently when po- 
lice detained him, Falzone asserted 
he had purchased the articles found 
in his room ‘at various times and 
places throughout the country.’ In- 
cluded among the articles he said 
he bought were 15 stickpins and an 
assortment of lockets, bracelets, cuff 
links and spoons. The attorney as- 
serted also he had purchased three 
dueling pistols and a cream pitcher 
found in his station wagon. 

“Roland Jester, antique dealer of 
4430 Olive street, with whom Fal- 
zone formerly was in business, identi- 
fied seven pieces of jewelry found in 
the locker as the property of Mrs. 
Boedy, who is now exhibiting an- 
tiques in Omaha, Nebr. A ring in- 
cluded in the locker package was 
claimed by Phillips. 

“Falzone said he got the key for 
the Delmar Station public locker 
from a young woman last Saturday 
night in return for a loan of $10 or 
$15. He said the woman, who was 
‘proke,’ informed him he would find 
a package of jewelry in the locker, 
but said nothing about it being 
stolen property. 

“Police were notified after the 
package of jewelry was found in the 
locker. A watch was maintained at 
the station Saturday night and Sun- 
day, but was withdrawn when no one 
showed up. Yesterday morning Oliv- 
er Blackburn, station agent, reported 
that a man subsequently identified as 
Falzone appeared with the locker key 
and inquired about the missing pack- 
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age. Blackburn referred the man {to 
police, and Falzone appeared at Page 
Boulevard District a short time later, 

“Following Falzone’s arrest, offi- 
cers questioned Thomas Pollard, 
watchman at the Kings-Way Hotel 
antique exhibit, who reported that 
Falzone was in the exhibition room 
three times early last Thursday, 
Pollard said Falzone, shortly after 
midnight, offered to buy him a drink 
at the hotel bar, which the watchman 
refused. Pollard said he was dozing 
in a chair about a. m. when he 
awakened and found Falzone in the 
room. The watchman said he inquir- 
ed: ‘Joe, what are you doing here?’ 
Pollard said Falzone left, and return- 
ed at 7 a.m. and offered to buy Pol- 
lard a cup of coffee. The watchman 
said he went to the coffee shop, leav- 
ing Falzone in the room. 

“After being booked ‘suspected of 
grand larceny,’ Falzone was released 
on $2000 bond returnable in Court of 
Criminal Correction May 20. The 
bond was signed by Sam Silk, pro- 
fessional bondsman. The former 
Senator gave his address as 318 
Edgewood drive, Clayton. 

“Falzone resigned from the Legis- 
lature Nov. 1, 194%, in the course 
of a hearing for his expulsion on a 
charge he had demanded a $1500 
bribe to aid in the passage of a cos- 
metology regulatory bill. He gave as 
his reason for resigning the illness 
of his wife, which had caused an ad- 
journment in the hearing at Jeffer- 
son City. 

“The bribe charge, and complaints 
that he solicited 65 St. Louis county 
tavern owners to represent them. in 
defense of liquor violation indict- 
ments, led to disbarment proceedinvs 
against Falzone last year. Disbar- 
ment was recommended to the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals by a special 
commissioner for the court last De- 
cember, but final action has not 
been announced.”

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The Battle of Bull’s Run in the 
antique field ended with the tri- 
umphant closing of our show on the 
night of May 2nd after an unexpected 
rush of buying on the iast day. In 
fact, every day was good for both 
buying and general attendance. 

any dealers reported sales above 
the fall show and the whole affair 
ended happily for management, ex- 
hibitor and buyer. Prices were re- 
ported as being very fair by the 
buyers in attendance. The show 
demonstrated that if you can as- 
semble together several thousand 
HOBBIES subscribers and their buy- 
ing power your show is over. Those 
abortive attempts to conduct rump 
shows here were hardly worthy of 
notice. They did not make a dent in 
the great latent buying power of 
HOBBIES subscribers. It was like a 
couple of gnats biting an elephant. 

No attempt will ever be made, we 
predict, to hold another rump show 
here, but if they do we are prepared 
with a vengeance. Our big guns were 
not fired. They are held in reserve. 

The biggest question that we faced 
when the invaders. started their 
guerrilla tactics was whether we had 
an organization that could carry on 
in case. The grave-diggers argued 
that I would soon be dead and that 
an experienced showman should be 
ready to take over. 

Some answered that Lightner will 
be a bigger man dead than he is 
alive. 

Be that as it may, it was unques- 
tionably demonstrated that Charles 
Marston is as good a showman as 
either D. S. Clarke or Dorothy Hazen 
and will last longer.

Our readers are en- 
titled to credit. They stayed away 
from the rump shows, just as we 
predicted, and threw their buying 
power behind ours. All honor to 
HOBBIES subscribers! They have 
been the victims of a few unreliable 
dealers who largely constituted the 
grave-digger’s shows. If we can keep 
our subscribers back of us no at- 
tempts to undermine our work will 
ever succeed. 

Some good friends now ask me to 
stop fighting or, as they put it, I 
“will bust a blood vessel”. I did not 
start anything and I do not intend 
to quit as long as there is any fight- 
ing to be done. I gained 5 pounds 
since returning from Florida so, ap- 
apparently, I thrive on fighting. If 
they want to start a second battle 
of Bull’s Run I’ll be there.

But he is of the minority 
party. A lobbyist could get an in- 
terested member of the majority to 
introduce it and keep back of it. 

Could we get enough interested 
dealers and collectors to contribute 
a small amount monthly for a year 
or longer? We will match anybody 
else’s contribution. 

Will any reader suggest a good 
man or woman to represent us in 
Washington? We will never get 
anywhere if we do not start and try. 
In the meantime the cheaters are 
operating more boldly.

Sow wwe 
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Glass Miscellany 


All can not be expert in the classi- 
fication of old glass, and only by a 
tremendous amount of study and 
original research, combined with the 
opportunity of seeing and actually 
handling it, can one approach the 
point where a logical opinion can be 
formed, and then one can not be 
positive. In addition to the above, 
one must have that indescribable in- 
tuition, that sense of glass, which 
separates the true from the false and 
discriminates between good and poor 
taste. 

Do not be discouraged, you who are 
lovers of things old, who feel the 
charm and romance of days gone by, 
if you can not tell the difference be- 
tween a cobalt salt blown by Stiegel 
at Manheim from a similar salt made 
in Pittsburgh. If each is fine and 
true to its respective type, then 
nothing else matters. If you are the 
proud possessor of a pair of cobalt 
Pittsburgh salts, be satisfied. Re- 
member that romance was probably 
served on a grander scale in Pitts- 
burgh than at Manheim. 


The study of old glass need not be 
dry and prosaic. On the contrary, it 
can be made most interesting, relat- 
ing to us as it does the early strug- 
gles and vicissitudes of our fore- 
fathers, the launching of our infant 
manufactories, the development of 
our early transportation by pack, 
wagon, barge and rail. It fairly 
radiates mystery. Even the lowly 
bottle is enveloped in such a veil of 
romance that if it could only speak, 
could tell a tale as fascinating and 
exciting as any story of fiction. 

Very little is known regarding our 
glass making previous to the advent 
of Caspar and Richard Wistar, and 
only a meager amount of authentic 
data is available concerning their 
product, and this primarily through 
copies of their advertisements, which 
still exist. Then output is supposed 
to have consisted chiefly of window 
glass, crude bottles, jars, and chem- 
ist’s glass, augmented by a splendid 
line of brass buttons, these being 
guaranteed to be perfectly safe over 
a period of seven years. We will con- 
cede with dignity that brass buttons 
were made, that they were a superior 
quality, that seven years of holding 
service was quite satisfactory, but 
we will leave the opinion concerning 
Wistar glass to one far more cour- 
ageous than your writer. 

Glass beads are supposed to have 
been, made in Jamestown as early as 
1609 and were used as a medium of 
barter with the Indians. Glass is 
presumed to have been made in 
Salem in 1641, the output probably 
being bottles of crude form an 
coarse texture. History suggests 
that there were glass houses of im- 
portance located in New Amsterdam, 
and it is quite possible that consider- 
able glass of culture was made in 
this locality, although it is assumed 
that no authentic specimen exists. 

Until quite recently, the majority 
of our collectors were in the habit 
of calling all old blown glass either 
Stiegel or Wistar, which of course 
was erroneous. We do know, how- 


ever, more concerning Stiegel glass 
than that of the Wistars. Stiegel 
compiled more data, his advertise- 
ments were profuse and enlighten- 
ing, and his inventories told of the 
character of his product. 

Collectors of today realize that all 
can not be the proud possessors of 
Stiegel sugar bowls in sparkling co- 
balt, creamers in lovely shades of' 
amethyst, or the chestnut flasks in 
marvelous shades of color. They do 
realize that there are other types of 
glass blown in our manufactories 
during the first part of the nine- 
teenth century that are highly desir- 
able from an historical and coltec- 
tor’s viewpoint. Take for example a 
little pitcher of mine, it is probably 
of early New York State origin, its 
color is aqua, the glass not aristo- 
cratic, just plain bottle glass, yet 
there is a certain indescribable charm 
hovering near which brings to our 
imagination days past and_ gone. 
Surely this little pitcher, fashioned 
by expert hands, deserves a niche, 
however small, in any collector’s 
heaven. 

The object of this article is not to 
burden one with technicalities, but to 
touch lightly on the salient features 
of our early blown glass. It is the 
writer’s opinion that credit can not 
be given to the Wistars for the qual- 
ity of their glass, but can be given 
due to the fact that by example of 
their venture other glass houses 
were soon established in this south- 
west New Jersey area, out of which 
was born our South Jersey Type of 
glass. What is this South Jersey 
Type of glass that we hear so much 
about? Surely, not all of the glass 
blown in New Jersey. How can we 
recognize its type? 

Rhea Mansfield Knittle in her book 
“Early American Glass” states that 
the chief characteristics of this type 
are as follows: 

(a) The superimposed method of 
decoration, made by double 
dipping and drawing the last 
layer of hot metal into certain 
designs, the so-called lily pad 
being common in this form. 
The winding of threads of hot 
glass around the neck of pitch- 
ers and vases, the crimping of 
the outer edge of the base, the 
crimping of the lower part of 
the handle and the applying of 
prunts on the body. 


(c) The striated or whorled form 
of decoration, made to repre- 
sent loops. 

(d) Form or contour. 

Strange as it may seem, “All is 
not gold that glitters,” and stranger 
still is the fact that all of the South 
Jersey Type of glass was not blown 
in New Jersey, but in localities hun- 
dreds of miles removed. The lily pad 
decoration has been found on glass 
made in New England and New York 
State. Fine examples of this form 
of decoration are known to have been 
—_ at Stoddard, also at Lancaster, 

Glass workers, like molders of iron, 
were a migratory lot, working steadi- 
ly until seized with the spirit of wan- 
derlust, then they would pack their 
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few belongings in the old carpet bag 
and start out on the great adventure 
for parts distant and unknown. 
Naturally. they took the path of least 
resistance, the traveled path which 
led to the north. Kindred spirits were 
on the move in this direction, inns 
plentiful where could be found “the 
cup that cheers,” and at the end of 
the rainbow were the glass houses 
‘where employment could be obtained. 
Remember, however, that their skill 
and technique went: with them, and 
it is not at all improbable that they 
were soon making articles of South 
Jersey Type from the dark bottle 
glass of New England. This influ- 
ence, however, did not come to rest 
in this locality, but moved to the 
west and southwest where lay our 
New York glass houses. The way to 
the west was easy and the trails 
many. The Erie Canal had been 
completed and was operating  be- 
tween Buffalo and Albany. It is 
very easy to imagine that perhaps 
some of our nomads took advantage 
of this elegant and exciting mode of 
travel and made the trip by barge, 
thus bringing the Jersey. influence 
to our New York State glass houses. 
It is the writer’s opinion that this 
movement lost impetus in New York 
State and came to rest on account of 
waning popularity due to the advent 
of pressed flint and pattern glass. 

If we remember the important 
features of decoration, it should be 
comparatively simple to recognize 
this important type of glass, but to 
verify the genuineness of the article 
is an entirely different matter. It is 
much cheaper in the end to purchase 
your collectible article from a reput- 
able dealer whose knowledge and 
honesty is beyond question, than to 
trust to your own judgment if not 
sure. Remember the reputable dealer 
does not want one sale, but desires a 
number of sales extending over a 
period of years. 

Take for example a sugar bowl. 
If we analyze it carefully we find 
the body bulbular, the glass is flint 
and of a lovely shade of green. We 
find that the foot is crimped, and 
upon examining the bottom portion 
of the handles, we also find the tell- 
tale crimp. Experience tells us that 
one of the charming features of old 
blown glass is its irregularity and 
certainly the contour of our little 
bowl is irregular enough to satisfy 
the most fastidious. The writer 
purchased it at a little country inn 
located in New York State, and as 
usual there was a very interesting 
tale that went along with it. Surely 
it 'was a rare find, without doubt a 
bowl of South Jersey type and prob- 
ably blown in an early New York 
glass house. But wait. Let us ex- 
amine the little bowl more carefully. 
Its irregularity now seems a little too 
irregular, the handles badly propor- 
tioned, the crimping not orthodox, and 
finally its general appearance radiates 
deception. It is our opinion that the 
little bowl is not even a good repro- 
duction, but a very poor fake. 

We have only touched in a general 
manner on the South Jersey Type of 
glass, probably glass of this type was

blown in other localities than those 
mentioned. 

Some of our finest blown glass was 
made at Manheim by Stiegel and this 
Stiegel influence was carried to Pitts- 
burg, West Virginia, and Ohio. Glass 
of the finest quality was made in 
Pittsburg and Zanesville, a great 
deal of which was called Stiegek It 
must also be remembered that glass 
of great beauty was blown at Sand- 
wich, a notable example being the 
rare chalice from the collection of 
Harry Hillyer Brigham. (Sold at 
auction in New York City). 

This chalice was found in the home 
of one of the descendants of a worker 
in the Sandwich factory. It stands 
fourteen and a half inches high, the 
bell-shaped bowl being supported by 
a slender knobbed stem, the center 
shaped, the rest of the stem alternat- 
ing in clear and amber glass. 

What is collectible in glass? This 
question is often asked, and often 
answered by advising some specific 
type or pattern. Perhaps this is the 
right answer, but we doubt it. Our 
answer would be that any piece of old 
glass that stirs your imagination, 
whose charm grows day by day, giv- 
ing you ever increasing joy and pleas- 
ure, is the thing to collect. Take 
for example the Amelung type of en- 
graved vase. The bowl, stem, and 
foot are of the clearest flint imagi- 
nable, its execution is without a flaw, 
and its resonance as clear as a cathe- 
dral chime. As the story goes, our 
vase originated in Maryland, jour- 
neyed to Connecticut, and was finally 
brought to Pennsylvania, where it 
now rests. We do not say that it is 
Amelung or even Baltimore, it might 
be New England or Sandwich, but 
we do know that its charm is growing 
day by day. Surely, this vase is a 
collectible item. 

Our early New York State and 
New England glass houses were pri- 
marily interested in the manufacture 
of bottles, ranging in size from small 
phials to large demijohns. These, 
without doubt, are collectible items 
and give to the student of glass a 
large field for original research. 
Some of our finest historical flasks 
were made in this area and are found 
in colors of aqua, various shades of 
olive green, light greens, amethyst, 
light blue, puce, and cobalt. The 
study and the collecting of these his- 
torical flasks is gaining in popularity 
each year, and lucky is the person 
who has even a few of these bottles 
in the rare colors. The off-hand 
blown pieces from these early glass 
houses are also eagerly sought by 
collectors and consist of pitchers, jars, 
flower pots, hats, and other small 
unusual articles, the common color 
being aqua. 

Even old window glass with its 
wavy surface, peculiar color, and 
irregularity of cutting it not without 
charm and romance. We have an old 
Pennsylvania kitchen cupboard of 
mellow pine, its two doors set with 
small panes of wavy glass, through 
which one can see the row of bone 
handled knives and forks each resting 
in its slot, and behind these, the blue 
of Staffordshire. Our cupboard is old, 
yes, quite old as we reckon time. We 


let romance fly with reason and ima- 
gine that our tiny panes of glass 
were made at Elizabeth Furnace by 
Stiegel. They might have been. Who 
knows?—By L. G. VAN NOSTRAND, 
in The Magazine of Old Glass, which 
was purchased and made a part of 
HosBIES, a few years ago. 


Tulsa Glass Club 
Meetings 


The Early American Glass Club of 
Tulsa is one of the most active glass 
clubs in the country. The club con- 
sists of thirty members and it meets 
once each month. Each meeting is 
carefully planned to make it as inter- 
esting as possible. A recent meeting 
was held at Miller Manor, the spa- 
cious home of Mrs. Samuel B. Miller. 
Each member of the club was privi- 
leged to bring a guest. Members of 
the Al Segno Music Club were in- 
vited as special gusts and they as- 
sisted in the program of music. The 
closing number of the musical pro- 
gram was given by one of the mem- 
bers, Mrs. H. D. Murdock, who played 
the “Music Box” as a tribute to the 
Glass Club. 

The special feature of this meeting 
was a showing by various club mem- 
bers of table settings from their va- 
rious collections of glass and china, 
with short talks by the owners in 
response to roll call. 

These were displayed on a three 
piece ropeleg mahogany table in the 
large dining room, which with its 
walls of Williamsburg Blue made a 
pleasing background for the authentic 
Federal buffet, circa 1810, with the 
original brass hardware. On the buf- 
fet Mrs. Miller had placed two large 
Meissen urns, bearing the coat of 
arms of Augustus, Rex of Saxony, 
who was known as August the Strong 
and who was instrumental in the 
development of the Meissen factory 
in 1738. The urns, about 28 inches 
tall, are in three sections, surmounted 
by the royal crown, with the coat of 
arms directly underneath the crown. 
The urns are elaborately decorated 
with figures, flowers and fruits typ- 
ical of Meissen. 

The table settings were varied and 
interesting. For sheer beauty of col- 
or the Burmese display of a cup and 
saucer, goblet, footed salt, with an 
old silver napkin holder held the spot- 
light. The Barberry pieces shown 
included the egg-cup, wine and a cup 
plate, the Barberry pattern being one 
of the few patterns of pressed glass 
having cup plates. Likewise in the 
historical Liberty Bell group was the 
snake-handled mug and the open salt 
dip—being the rarest pieces in this 
pattern. Platters and other pieces 
were also included in the display. 
Wheat and Barley in amber, blue and 
yellow included the salt and pepper 
shakers, and made a levely spot of 
color on the table. Deer and Pine 
Tree was shown in clear with amber 
platter, amber mug and also the 
waste bowl, which is the rare piece 
in this pattern. The display of Pleat 
and Panel contained the oblong tray, 
the much sought square plate, sauces 
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and goblet. Feather pattern which 
is made in so many forms was rep- 
resented by a round plate, sherbet or 
sauces, goblet and wine. Thousand 
Eye in the amber, which was made 
in the late ’70s inluded a square plate, 
sauce and goblet. The Ivy in Snow 
setting which was made in the late 
60s contained a cup and saucer, plate, 
goblet, wine and a small compote with 
amber leaves. The amber pieces are 
exceedingly scarce. The Scroll and 
Eye milk glass, which was made dur- 
ing 1870-1880 was represented by 
plates, tumbler, sauces. A_ single 
Frosted Ribbon setting consisted of a 
tray, goblet, sauce and the very beau- 
tiful dolphin compote, which is the 
outstanding piece in this design. 
Westward-Ho, which was made short- 
ly after the Centennial in 1876 in- 
cluded the marmalade jar, goblet, tray 
and covered compote. Among the most 
outstanding china settings were seen 
the Blue Staffordshire in handleless 
cup and saucer, plate, cup-plate, with 
coin silver spoon, bone handled knife 
and two tine fork. Haviland Moss- 
rose with blue band group included 
an old silver napkin ring and the rare 
blue medallion goblet. The beautiful 
Rose Medallion Canton china made 
during the 18th and 19th centuries 
included the rare pieces. naere 
A display attracting much attention 
was one of a few pieces of 1880 Hav- 
iland, from the china used in the 
White House by President Garfield— 
pieces shown were mush-milk sets, 
creamer, plate, together with the rare 
egg cup in the Frosted Lion pattern. 
Some members displayed a few 
pieces of old Haviland handed down 
in their families, together with fine 
old linen napkins, pearl handled 
knives and forks and silver napkin 


rings. 
A “Closed Box” auction was held 
at the close of the program at a more 


recent meeting. It furnished much 
fun and pleased many purchasers; for 
supposedly ‘white elephant boxes’ the 
results were amazing. Some were 
found to contain lovely pieces of col- 
ored pattern glass, primitive wooden 
articles, cup plates and to one pur- 
chaser’s delight, a Sandwich glass 
lamp. 

The proceeds of the auction will be 
used by the club in their various wel- 
fare activities—even though primar- 
ily a “Hobby” or “Study” club they 
have for many years contributed reg- 
ularly to many charities, and have, 
in this manner, taken their place 
among the civic groups of Tulsa. 
The club’s chief project of course, is 
their regularly changed exhibits in 
the Glass Club room at Philbrick Art 
Museum. These exhibits which are 
changed each three months have been 
so outstanding as to make the Glass 
Club room the most popular one in 
the entire museum.—Secretary

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WHAT CAN YOU FIND IN YOUR ATTIC? 


By MRS. JOHN W. 


Or it may be on the top cupboard 
shelf in the kitchen or basement. At 
any rate, we’ll hope if your family 
ever owned any lovely old glassware 
or dishes, that someone is using 
them to good advantage in producing 
those different effects every home- 
maker likes to have about her home. 
Nothing can compete with this lovely 
old ware in charmingness. The glow 
and sparkle of it actually gives char- 
acter to a room. 

There was first the period of 
blown glass and then came the pres- 
sed age (the patterns more definitely 
mentioned later). The latter are 
easier for a collector to find. How- 
ever, to be “just a collector” seems 
somewhat aimless for the average 
homemaker. For numbers, large 
amounts and endless variety, most of 
us do not have houseroom. Yet every 
homemaker does have a desire to 
create the unusual and beautiful. 
With old glass, this can be done in 
every or any room of the house. Let 
your imagination run wild, and see 
what is planned in the way of a 
reading center, or smoking center, in 
the living room. Then for the bed-

room, what can be done in the way 
of a writing unit or a dressing cen- 
ter? And the dining room has end- 
less opportunities. 

As for old glass, “Stiegel” is rarest 
of rare, and [ believe we can truth- 
fully say, unobtainable in the Middle- 
West. This is an early blown glass 
and very fragile. One may detect 
some of the later heavier blown glass 
by a certain rough spot that appears 
on the bottom. These have a differ- 
ent look on different pieces, but one 
learns to know them, after a bit of 
experience. By the way, there is 
nothing more helpful than experience 
in identifying any type of old glass, 
so why not start now to gather your 
experience, if you do not already 
have it. 

When it comes to pressed glass, 
there is so much to say that one 
hardly knows where to start and 
where to end. Women in the 60’s 
and 70’s were hungering (just as 
they are today) for something new, 
pretty and different, to put on their 
tables or about the house. And the 
country was too new then, to have 
much in the attics or stored away by 
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a previous generation. I can jusi 
hear someone saying, ‘“‘no one uses 
cup plates, toothpick holders and 
spoonholders now. Even many of the 
sugar bowls are too large to use.” 

But, there is no law saying that 
we must use them for the same pur- 
pose our ancestors did. That ruby 
glass or Thumbprint toothpick holder 
will make a good matchholder. The 
larger ones will even work for cigar- 
ettes. Then those spoonholders and 
celery vases, make lovely flower 
vases, just giving the right spread to 
many a bouquet. And let’s not forget 
the cup plate. It will make an at- 
tractive ash tray combined with some 
of the above pieces in a smoking cen- 
ter. Oh yes, that iarge sugar bowl 
with a lid, makes a good candy jar. 

Some corners (especially in the 
living room) do have a “bare look” 
and there is no better cure for it 
than a corner whatnot (preferably 
and old walnut one). If you put 
some old pieces on it, there is a glow 
of chumminess in that corner. A 
variety of color can be displayed 
here, for the different shelves break 
the contrast. 

A reading unit can be an accom- 
plishment. Perhaps you have an 
old walnut table, slightly higher than

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the arm of the “comfy” chair. On it 
may be placed a remaining scrap of 
an old coverlet or checked table- 
cloth, which have been fringed, or a 
crocheted piece. For light, that kero- 
sene lamp of long ago, wired up and 
shaded appropriately, offers good 
competition for the modern lamp. 

think of one with a frosted bowl and 
amber base. Beside it are books in 
place by two heavy square amber 
decanters used as book-ends. There 
is nothing quite as quaint as the ap- 
pearance of grandmother’s old flat 
irons for book-ends. They are stood 
on flat end so the end of handle rests 
on the table also. The parts touching 
the table are felted so as not to mar 
it. It takes a heavy cherry or ma- 
hogany table to offset these properly. 

On a dressing table or writing 
table in the bedroom, the old coal oil 
lamp can be made to fee] at ease. 
Not long ago, in a country home, I 
saw one used in its original way. 
This was of milk glass and had a 
china shoe beside it which cleverly 
held the matches for lightning it. 
At the other end was a milk white 
butterdish, not too obvious of its pur- 
pose, used as a powder dish. Along 
with this, and to balance the other 
end, was a small covered dish and a 
pin tray. 

To create an even balance, on either 
an old or a new chest or dresser, 
there are pairs of many types that 
are accessible, such as vases (even 
tumblers of rare design and color) 
or perfume bottles of hobnail or 
bulls-eye pattern. These need a cov- 
ered dish or tray in the center. 

Sometimes one has one or two old 
pieces they wish to display, and it is 
quite possible to combine the modern 
with it for a good effect. For in- 
stance, the modern plain frosted 
glass neighbors well with the pat- 
terned camphor glass of an early day. 

From 1840 on, the Sandwich Zac- 
tory made a variety of odd pieces in 
lacy patterns but in 1864, this, and 
the making of blown glass was dis- 
continued. 

The first pressed glass was very 
heavy and the patterns were plain 
geometric borders and panels—saw- 
tooth, bull’s eye, prisms, circles, 
stars, and hearts were among the 
first patterns and lasted up to 1875. 
Among the ribbed patterns were 
acorn, ivy, oak and grape. You can 
recognize these by their pressmarks, 
either two, three or four of them 
running vertically on the piece. Un- 
til 1870, there were no elaborate leaf 
or flower patterns. After that, ap- 
peared many, which include pear, 
strawberry, blackberry, cherry, cur- 
rant and gooseberry, daisy, lily-of- 
the valley, windflower, cabbage rose, 
and primrose. 

Also, in the 70’s came such lively 
frosted glass (called camphor glass) 
with patterns of Westward Ho! (de- 
picting American pioneer _ life), 
Polar Bear, Lion, Three-face, Frosted 
Stork, Deer and Dog. 

About that same period started the 
Milk Glass, which was a creamy 
rich white, unlike in that manner to 
reproductions. The early patterns in 
this were wheat, currant, strawberry, 
blackberry and grape. In the 80’s 


came the lace-edged plates and bowls 
for the purpose of drawing through 
narrow satin ribbon. 

Immediately after the Civil War, 
pressed glass was in color, and 
lovely they were: amethyst, vaseline, 
many shades of blue, red, rose and 
amber. Hobnail, inverted thumb- 
print and thousand eye are promi- 
nent patterns of that day. One of 
the most charming patterns of the 
80’s, was daisy and button which 
came in more rare shapes than did 
the other patterns. More square and 
pointed dishes were made of it, also 
boats and hats; these pieces being 
most desirable for modern usage. 

Imagine how happy grandmother 
would be made, if she were to see 
some of the pieces of her time beauti- 
fully arranged, adorning the modern 
home. 

There is nothing to hinder one 
from thinking and studying these 
loved possessions of our early Amer- 
ican ancestors. May the writer sug- 
gest that you identify your own (if 
you are among the fortunate in hav- 
ing some), and if you haven’t al- 
ready done so, then see what you 
can gather under your wings from 
auctions, second hand stores and an- 
tique shops. These are good places 
for part of one’s liberal education. 

True enough, colored glass will 
take up a residence most any place, 
even in the windows. Try putting 
some in your window, nicely ar- 
ranged in size and companionable 
colors. One of the arrangements, our 
family and visitors have enjoyed the 
most, is three shakers of old glass, 
arranged in the middle part of the 
dining room bay window. These 
shelves are six inches wide, cut from 
old car windshields by a good glass 
cutter who ground the edges smooth. 
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These are held in place by brackets 
purchased at the five and ten, usually 
sold for bathroom shelves. There are 
no curtains at this window, but at 
the two side ones, there are quite 
plain tightly-held ones. On the top 
shelf, appears a purple sugar bowl 
and cream pitcher, rather too large 
and blackish looking to cheer the 
table, but beautiful when the light 
shines through them; at one end of 
this shelf is a vaseline colored small 
glass mug, three inches high and at 
the other end a small amber glass 
coal bucket. On the second shelf is 
a swirl pattern rose glass with a ruf- 
fled edge, with two modern glass 
rose and blue small birds and two 
larger blue modern glass swans. 
Then on the third is a_ rose 
vinegar cruet with floral pattern 
of milky white and applied handle 
of clear glass, the usual earmark 
of those old pieces, that had 
handles. With this, are two small 
fruit dishes. of light blue forget-me- 
not and two of nile green glass of 
about 1900. Then on the sill is a 
Czecho-Slovakian vase of purple and 
lavender lines with blue. At each 
side are square marble glass vases, 
and at the outside of them fruit 
dishes of purple, trimmed in gold. 
This window not only gives enjoy- 
ment to those within, but also the 
passerby. One neighbor friend said, 
“T have enjoyed your window from 
the outside and I am anxious to see 
the pieces closer.” 

Is there anything we lovers of old 
glass like better than to have some- 
one talk with us about it? 

And, it is hoped that some of you 
readers will scamper to places of 
storage, and transfer some of these 
pieces into interesting enjoyable 
nooks in your homes.

Number one on his hobby parade 
is a remarkable collection of old- 
time mortars and pestles, jugs and 
other equipment used by druggists 
before the advent of the soda foun- 
tain. Many of the items are more 
than 100 years old and add a color- 
ful and nostalgic note to his store 
at 629 South Burdick street. 

At home Summerlott has excellent 
collections of pewter and old glass. 
His pewter ranges from old Com- 
munion cups to a complete set of 
pewter measures from a liter to a 
centiliter, probably 300 years old. 

The Summerlott home will never 
be dark in a power breakdown—Mrs. 
Summerlott has taken care of that. 
She has approximately 100 lighting 
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appliances of every shape, size, and 
description on her hobby shelves. 

The Kalamazoo mother’s ambition 
is to have an example of every type 
of lighting equipment used from a- 
bout 1500 on down to the 20th Cen- 
tury’s fluorescent tubes. She already 
has ancient whale oil lamps, kerosene 
lamps of a dozen varieties, strange 
little one candle power “flashlights,” 
hand-made tin lanterns of the type 
associated with Paul Revere’s ride 
and scores of other pieces which 
must be seen to be appreciated. 

“We sometimes think she collects 
tables, too,” says Mr. Summerlott. 
“Because she’d like each lamp to 
have its own table.” 

But Mr. and Mrs. Summerlott 
aren’t any more eager in collecting 
than their three children. 

The oldest girl, Ruthalva, 18, a 
senior at Central high school, has a 
beautiful collection of ruby thumb- 
print glassware. 

Esther, 16, also at Central, is an 
amateur photographer and also has a 
mania for anything involving pigs. 
She collects china pigs, cloth pigs, 
paper pigs, metal pigs, and even piggy 
banks. 

But here she moves into the ter- 
ritory of the youngest but one of the 
most active of the collecting Summer- 
lotts. Paul, 11, and a student at 
Parkwood school, is bound to be a 
success. He collects banks. 

His favorites are the old-time me- 
chanical banks which take a coin and 
flip it into captivity in any one of a 
dozen ways. For example he has one 
in which William Tell shoots the coin 
into a slot and also knocks the apple 
off his son’s head at the same time. 
He has another in which an eagle 
feeds the coin to two tiny eaglets in 
a nest. The methods used are endless 
and will operate as long as the coins 
hold out. 

“I suppose some folks would think 
we overdo it,” says Mrs. Summerlott. 
“But we have more fun going out on 
collecting trips together than most 
people do going to movies and such.” 

“It’s wonderful training for the 
children,” adds Mr. Summerlott. 
“They learn history without pain and 
meet people in all walks of life and 
with all sorts of interesting and un- 
usual occupations and hobbies. And 
above all, you’ll rarely see a kid with 
a hobby getting into trouble because 
he has nothing to do.” 

The collecting Summerlotts have 
one rule which they follow religi- 
ously: “Never collect anything that 
isn’t beautiful useful or intensely 
interesting.” 

So far they admit that they’ve 
never been able to find anything that 
couldn’t be slipped by on one of the 
three counts.

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Trade Problems 
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Reproductions Must Go 


Mr. Average Collector is willing to 
shell out from his money-laden purse 
for what he wants, but if he wats 
old glass, the main reason he wants it 
is because it is old, and rare, If re- 
productions are mixed with the orig- 
inals, matching so exactly that even 
the expert can not pick out the old 
from the new, he will lose interest. 
He will not pay to guess! 

Not long ago, I was browsing in a 
shop for Moon and Star. 

“Why don’t you buy enough re- 
productions to complete your set?” 
was put to me. “It would be quicker 
and cheaper.” 

“T don’t want new stuff,” I ans- 
wered. “My house will never have a 
reproduction in it if I know it. If I 
want new glass I will buy new glass.” 

“Oh, get wise,” he said. “Some of 
the biggest people in the country are 
producing genuine Pattern Glass, 
guaranteed made in the original 
molds.” 

“They are killing the goose that 
lays the golden egg,’ I retorted. “No 
one with common-sense wiil delib- 
erately set out to ruin his own 
business.” 

“Get it while the gettin’s good, is 
their motto,” he returned sardonical- 
ly. “I can sell you Moon and Star by 
the dozen, and you couldn't, tell the 
difference to save your life.” 

That made me sick! I have put 
heart, and time, and money into my 
combination- -hobby-and-business, I do 
not buy and sell old glass; { deal in 
romance, made up or dreams, and 
life, and human experiences. You 
can not buy dreams by the dozen! 

I started my hobby with a small 
Moon and Star pitcher, bought in 
York, Pennsylvania, several years 
azo. My husband and I were passing 
a house where the auctioneer was 
selling trashy household goods from 
a window opening onto the sidewaik. 
We drove up close and watched .or 
a moment. Only a itew neighbors 
were gathered around, bidding de- 
sultorily on the tew pieces or glass 
he was trying to get rid of before 
starting upon the more-wanted furni- 
ture. No one bid on it. As he was 
about to add something to it “to go 
along with it’, I called out, “Ten 
cents.” 

“You’ve got it, lady,” he _ said. 
“Take it quick before you change 
your mind.” 

A dirty-faced, squat, heavy glass, 
pitcher, blinking starry eyes, grinned 
engagingly through cracked lips. It 
was mutual love-at-first-sight. Later, 
we found his mate, an obese little 
sugar with a pretty cap on her head. 
We called him “Moon”, and her 
“Star.” I like to fancy that small 
pair, presiding over the breakfast- 
table of a young Pennsylvania Dutch 
bride and groom. Breathlessly, they 
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tried to distend their sides, in an 
effort to supply the wants of q fast- 
growing family. Perhaps, Moon 
cracked his lips laughing at the an- 
tics of a little Dutch boy and gir], 
generations ago. He smiled at their 
Golden wedding, too, and tears ho.- 
lowed grooves in the curves of his 
cheeks, when they had lived their lives 
and passed away. At home with a 
new family, now, Star still dutifully 
holds the sugar, while Moon, laughing 
again with children pleasantly drools 
out cream. 

That is why people buy Old Glass! 
If they merely want pretty glass, it 
can be found in the department 
stores, far more expertly made, of- 
ten more beautiful in design, and 
always less expensive. If any pieces 
of present-day glass are loved and 
kept 50 years or more, they too, will 
become Dream-trove valuable for 
their sentimental dream-provoking 
associations, 

“I wish you could have been with 
me on my trip,” a friend told me 
recently. “I saw a hundred thousand, 
dozen pieces of Three Panel.” My 
face froze, as she continued, “I bought 
a dozen goblets for re-sale. I have a 
customer collecting it, and I can 
slip in a few of these; she will be 
none the wiser.” 

“My dear,” I said _ sarcastically, 
“I thought you were an antiques 
dealer. I didn’t know you had taken 
up. boot-legging!” That is the story 
of a friend I once had! 

Antiques is a large business, but it 
is not Big Business; and while Pat- 
tern Glass is only a very small frac- 
tion of it, nothing in the shop will 
bring better returns for the small 
amount of bother and expense it en- 
tails. It gives “happiness to many 
who are unable to afford Maisaniecd 
objects of art; and it is certainly 
necessary to round out any complete 
set of Early Americana. Pressed 
glass may be treated like a step-child, 
but it belongs in the Americana fam- 
ily just as surely as Steigel Flint. 

Remember, the most valuable piece 
of Pattern Glass once sold for only a 
few cents. The only thing that in- 
creases its value is time. When the 
reproducer has flooded the market 
with his imitations, making it im- 
possible to know its true age, he, too, 
is in the ten-cent-store-glass business. 
To do bigger and better things is a 
worthy ambition, but there are finer, 
more durable ways of achieving suc- 
cess than by making a career of des- 
troying a good business that suits 
many of us the way it is. If anyone 
wishes to manufacture glass, this is 
the best time in history to do it! 
There is a limitless horizon for ex- 
pert or novice, but let him be orig- 
inal. It is not necessary to copy the 
designs of our forefathers in order 
to get rich. That i is like stealing from 
a child! 

One dealer-reproducer said recent- 
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ly: “It is a bad business proposition 
for an Antiques dealer to make : 
hobby of collecting anything in his 
own line; it is ike a postman taking 
a walk on his day off.” 

Doesn’t he know that the best post- 
man, the one who keeps his job the 
longest, likes to walk? If one does 
not truly love the Antiques business, 
is in it only for the money he can 
squeeze from it, he should get out of 
it for his own good. He should get 
into something he really likes; put 
some adult-designs into it, instead of 
imitating the designs of pressed 
glass, The glass industry is Big Bus- 
iness, with capitals, and that is where 
the swift moving go-getter belongs. 
He will find a permanent fortune 
there that he can pass on to his 
children. 

I have talked with many concerned 
dealers about this situation. They 


sadly agree with me, “There ought 
to be a law against it.”

After all, our collections ought to 
vacation with us. Ordinarily we are 
able to devote only our leisure hours 
to the addition of desired items to 
our collections, and to the pleasant 
pastime of prowling through shops 
in quest of treasure. What finer 
vacation time is available to collectors 
than the visiting of fine shops, large 
and small, throughout the country. 
Let’s plan our vacation routes this 
year to include the maximum number 
of shops which we can visit. One of 
the most common errors made by 
collectors in travel is the failure to 
enter the cities and towns through 
which they are passing. The present 
traffic rules by-pass most sizable com- 
munities, and thereby lose to the col- 
lector the opportunity of visiting 
many interesting shops. This sum- 
mer consult the directories of an- 
tique magazines, plan your route to 
include as many as possible, and don’t 
fail to enter the cities, rather than 
miss the hundreds of grand shops, 
each with many fine pieces to tempt 
you and enrich your collection.

Lincoln Bust Story 
In the Milwaukee Journal 

A life size bust of Abraham Lin- 
coln, with the year 1860 carved on 
a side, has set off some historical 
fireworks here. 

Its owner, Walt H. Roloff, claimed 
that the bust’s historical value is as 
great as—or greater than—that of 
a nearly identical bust by the same 
sculptor which was presented last 
week to the Lincoln museum in Wash- 
ington, D. C. That piece was valued 
at $50,000. 

“I was thunderstruck to see the 
duplicate in the newspaper picture,” 
he said, “because I was under the 
impression that I had the original.” 

Roloff, a collector of Lincoln pieces 
for more than 20 years, acquired the 
plaster bust in April, 1945. 

It was described to Roloff as a 
work of L. W. Volk, a boyhood friend 
of Lincoln. On the right side, under 
the shoulder, is carved “L. W. Volk, 
sculptor, 1860.”

“Mine is entirely hollow,” he said. 
“I wish I knew if the other one was 
hollow.” . Most busts of that day, he 
said, were hollow. 

The pieces are strikingly similar. 
Roloff hopes that the Lincoln mu- 
seum’s new acquisition is only a re- 
plica of his. But he doubts it. Most 
likely, he thinks, three busts were 
made by Volk from the mask.

Talking on a recent day with Clar- 
ence T. Hubbard of West Hartford, 
he told me that in the old days before 
radios and campaign buttons, candi- 
dates were publicized through clever 
pictorial memorialization by unusual 
bottles and flasks. 

One small bottle about four and 
one-quarter inches was cast to repre- 
sent the type of dinner pail in favor 
with laborers in the 19th century 
days. It had blown in the side of the 
bottle the words “Full Dinner Pail.” 
The cap was a small tin cup ‘with a 
tiny handle but sufficiently large to 
be utilized as a sampler. It was a 
popular persuader during the “Full 
Dinner Pail Campaign.”

Washington Was on 61 Flasks 

When Grover Cleveland was run- 
ning as a presidential aspirant, a 
12-inch frosted bottle was cast as a 
bust reproduction of this great Presi- 
dent. While women did not: svote in 
those days, nevertheless, the ‘appear- 
ance of this bottle probably :won the 
urgings of many ladies in their fam- 
ily influence on the voter of the 
house. Even today this statue in 
glass inspires “ahs” from the femi- 
nine sex. 

George Washington had his portrait 
on 61 various flasks. Long after he 
had ceased his political life his bust 
appeared on flasks along with the 
likenesses of other candidates as a 
shrewd suggestion that his personal 
interest was being so confirmed. 
There were flasks bearing a bust of 
Andrew Jackson on one side and 
George Washington on the obverse, 
just as there were innumerable pic- 
torial flasks adorned with General 
Taylor in relief on one side and 
George Washington embossed on the 
other. 

But back many years ago two 
definitely designated flasks were 
produced intended to influence politi- 
cal opinion. One of these was the 
John Quincy Adams flasks now a col- 
lector’s rarity and valued dearly. 
John Quincy Adams’ presidential op- 
ponent 'was the colorful General An- 
drew Jackson in a campaign that be- 
gan in 1824 when the Republican 
Party started to disintegrate into 
several factions. When election day 
rolled around only one party remain- 
ed in the field and with four candi- 
dates, namely, Adams, Clay, Jackson 
and Crawford. As no candidate re- 
ceived a majority, the election was 
thrown in the House of Representa- 
tives where Clay used his influence 
to obtain the election of Adams, not- 
withstanding the arresting fact that 
Jackson obtained more votes than 
Adams. 

It was axiomatic in that campaign 
that one flask appeared with the ~-»r- 
trait of John Quincy Adams and 11 
different flasks were produced that

or how it all started 


Rewards for the entervrising col- 
lector are rich whether one has a 
limited or full pocketbook. Mostly 
one needs initiative and enthusiasm 
and certainly Mabel Hale Brackett, 
Icwa collector has that. She writes: 

“T thought you might like to know 
a little about my ‘special yen’ in the 
open cupboard—(the blue glass and 
copper lustre). 

“T planned the little cupboard on a 
small chest of drawers, fashioned it 
out of pieces from an old organ and 
it now houses a little of my beloved 
collection. 

“The old shawl makes a nice back- 
ground. It came from New Hamp- 
shire with us, many years ago, and 
we have enjoyed using it in different 
ways, a constant reminder of the 
friend who gave it to us. 

“The Lacy Sandwich glass dish in 
the center of the top shelf (back of 
the Northwood pitcher) came from 
an attic in Vermont, and as a collec- 
tor from Missouri looked at it the 
other day, he said ‘It’s hard to find 
lovelier glass than that’ and I agreed. 

“The ‘Northwood’ piece in blue, I’ve 
told you of before, and how I learn- 
ed about it from HOBBIES. The 
decoration is in gold leaf. Finding it 
in a barn, it had an accumulation of 


dirt and grease from ‘way back 
when’ but my eye is pretty well 
trained to blue. And I had fun clean- 
ing it up! But collectors know all 
about ‘scouring fever’ and the thrill 
that goes with it. 

“The copper lustre mug, to the left, 
was the first piece in my collection.

_ “The blue hobnail sugar bowl was 
in a dark basement stairway, back on 
a shelf in a very meager home of a 
little old lady who ‘knew’ she didn’t 
have anything nice that I would 
want. But that shelf yielded a cran- 
berry Swirl pitcher with fluted top 
and applied handle—Too old io 
have out,’ she said. Woolworth was 
doing the honors in her china closet 
and doing it very well. She thought 
I gave her too much money and 
wanted to give some of it back to 
me. But she threw in before I left, 
a clump of lemon lillies. Bless her 
heart, she knew her flowers better 
than her glass. 

“Back of said sugar bowl is a love- 
ly blue dish I swapped some ‘Godey 
books’ for with a Professor’s wife in 
New Haven, Conn. 

“The large blue hobnail pitcher 
came from Georgia as did the copper 
lustre handleless cups on the top 
Shelf which the photographer (who 
isn’t a collector) cut off of my cup- 
board in the picture. 

“As I look at the ‘Westward Ho’ 
goblets, sauces, finger bowls, birds 
and mugs I am reminded of many 
states and many experiences, for 
that is what a collection does for a 
person. It is a welding of trips and 
associations, and friends, some old 
and some brand new. 

“Now for a few ‘finds’ that are on 
the table. Several years ago a friend 
gave me the glass part of a pickle 
castor; a very pretty one in cran- 
berry overlay. I always hoped I 
would find a silver holder for it as 
the original one had gone the way 
of the discard. Anyway I enjoyed it; 
and as I have my collection arranged 
mostly by color, I kept this piece 
with my hobnail Thumbprint and 
other patterns in cranberry. 

_ “Last spring I chanced by an an- 
tique store near Lake Okoboji. Walk- 
in, and came face to face with none 
other than the silver holder for my 
pickle dish. Just waiting to be wrap- 
ped up so I could take it home and 
start polishing. Purchase price, very 
reasonable, little silver polish and 
considerable more ‘elbow grease’. 


_ “This patience is a strong element 
in collecting. Otherwise why should 
I have waited for years to find the 
base to a ‘Three Face’ sugar bowl 
which came to light in Eastern Iowa, 
in a city, past which the Mississippi 
river wends its way. The lid I had 
found in the green mountains of Ver- 
mont, way back when! 

“O my!—yes—this pickle story has 
a point (as all stories should have). 
Looking over my mail on arriving 
home that April evening, with my 
silver holder, the new HOBBIES had 
arrived, and, on the cover was no 
other than three rows of pickle cas- 
tors! I can’t imagine Mrs. F.’s de- 
light if she were forty times more 
thrilled than I was. Blessings on you 
in your quest. By now you probably 
have more than ‘Heinz fifty-seven 
varieties’. 
“The amber ‘Thousand Eye’ cake 
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stand was one of those things that 
just comes! — out of a clear sky!— 
and almost takes your breath away. 
Brought to my very door by a 
country girl who hoped I would buy 
it. So there are rewards along the 
way for patience and long suffering. 
And for good measure she brought 
me the very old flint glass salt cel- 
ler, round, and over half an inch 
thick. 

“The Majolica butter chips are un- 
usual, miniature green leaves, and 
pansies in different colors. Together 
with the cranberry Thumbprint cruet 
they had been in the old home of a 
dear friend for many years. While 
she is not here—a lovely memory 
and her treasures lives on. 

“The old flint glass tumbler in 
Diamond Thumbprint rings like a 
bell. I had been intending to buy it 
for years. So when I was ‘laid up’ 
with rheumatism, my good husband, 
wanting to cheer me up, walked over, 
made the purchase, and brought it to 
me, without a murmer in his true 
New England style. Vermonters do 
have a way with them, especially 
with nice old ladies. I wanted you to 
see the egg cups, but they are al- 
most hidden, from view. As always 
when I have a picture of glass taken, 
I long to re-arrange it. 

“The ‘Paneled Thistle’ dish was 
procured at an auction. A rusty pie 
pan underneath it and a flox> 3ifter 
that wouldn’t turn on a bet on top 
(and I hadn’t arranged the offering 
either.) 

“The three copper lustre pitchers 
are the result of swaps. One blue 
band and two sand bands — and 
aren’t they dear? There is one corner 
of my heart especially reserved for 
copper lustre.

WE HAVE THE GOODS! jec 
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LOOKING THROUGH THE GLASS 


By SYBIL HARTLEY 


Along with other hobbies of col- 
lecting etchings, china, and _ fans, 
Miss Lola May Chapman, Macon, 
Georgia, finds that collecting Early 
American glass. can be a_ hobby 
of every minute she has spent on her 
collection. She began it only eight 
years ago, in 1941, and today has an 
exhibit of hundreds of nieces. 

As Librarian in the Birmingham 
Public Library, in Alabama, Miss 
Chapman displayed her collection 
there up until a year ago when she 
returned to her Macon home, and 
there was room enough to exhibit 
only a part of it. It took twenty- 
one barrels to move all her glass- 
ware, and much now has to be stor- 
ed away in cabinets for lack of place 
to display it. 

Miss Chapman has always been 
very interested in art, and her orivsi- 
nal idea was just to secure half a 
dozen goblets of one kind. This in- 
terest grew after the beginning, and 
her collection kept enlarging until to- 
day she has 220 different types of 
Early American goblets, besides a 
large number of compotes, pitchers, 
vases, and every other conceivable 
kind of dish, large and small. She 
began with clear glass and then col- 
ored pieces. 


The devoted collector enjoys show- 
ing her collection, and she explains 
each pattern to show its significance. 

She explains how the Phoenicians 
first discovered glass, and glass ob- 
jects were found in ancient tombs, 
and wall paintings of men blowing 
and pressing glass were found in 
tombs near Thebes. They pictured 
practically the same methods used in 
modern glass making today! 

As glass making spread slowly in- 
to various nations, and into Venice, 
Italy, Venetian glass became the 
period of the “golden age” of the art. 
The Venetian Council was so proud 
of its supremacy that if a glassmaker 
left the city or told any secrets of 
glass making to a foreigner, he was 
put to death. However, some did 
leave and all of Europe finally knew 
the secrets. 

In England during the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, a new kind of glass, 
flint, was perfected by adding lead; 
this gave it a new brilliance and a 
softness that made it easy to cut. 

About this time a colony in Amer- 
ica 'was being settled at Jamestown, 
Virginid. It was hard for the colon- 
ists to transport glass, so in 1608 
workmen were brought over from 
Europe. At first only bottles were 
made, and a little later glass beads 
were made for trade with the Indians. 


Glass making began in earnest in 
America about 1739 when Caspar 
Wistar and his son, Richard, got ex- 
perts from Europe to teach them the 
art. Soon the Wistarberg industry 
was well on its way toward success. 
Caspar Wistar left the works to his 
son when he died in 1752, and they 
were run_ successfully until 1780. 
During this time a wide range of 
colored glass was used, especially 


that of the lighter shades of blue, 
amber brown, and deep emerald. In- 
teresting types such as blowing balls 
(to cover bowls and pitchers) and 
scent bottles were specialties. Many 
articles made by Wistar repose to- 
red in the Metropolitan Museum of 
rt 


Another famous figure in glass 
history ‘was Henry William “Baron” 
Stiegel, a German who began work 
in American “pioneer” glass making 
in 1750. His great glass house was 
built in 1765 in Manheim, and 
Stiegel became a very wealthy man 
in his profession. Most of his works 
were bottles and tableware, which 
competed with the greatest glass 
houses in Europe. However, right 
at the peak of success, in 1774, 
Stiegel lost everything through 
financial difficulties, and he lived in 
poverty the rest of his life. 

The Stiegel glass is very beauti- 
ful and delicate, and its colors are 
the richest and deepest one could 
ever hope to see. A genuine Stiegel 
piece costs a fabulous price, and is 
greatly treasured by any owner 
lucky enough to secure it. 

In. 1784 John Frederick Amelung, 
also German, established the New 
Bremen Glass Manufactory in Mary- 
land. This factory’s output was of 
very high quality, and distribution 
was great. Amelung manufactured 
an entire glass set for George Wash- 
ington and presented it to him in 
person at Mount Vernon. These 
pieces are engraved with the Wash- 
ington coat of arms, and some of 
them are in existence today. 

Amelung also failed, in 1795, but 
inscribed and dated examples of his 
work have been left to posterity. 
His engraved, enamelled, and etched 
glass are especially beautiful. 

But the most notable Early Amer- 
ican glass genius was Deming Jar- 
vis, who founded the Sandwich Glass 
Company on Cape Cod in 1858. The 
machine for making pressed glass 
had been invented, and it was under 
Jarvis’ direction that perhaps the 
greatest of all early American glass 
‘was made. Its popularity became 
great, and today it is eagerly sought 
for by collectors. The Sandwich fac- 
tory closed in 1887, and excavators 
and souvenir hunters removed the 
fragments. The best pieces were 
found by Francis Wynn, and others 
are owned by the Sandwich Histor- 
ical Society, the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, and by Mrs. 
Ruth Webb Lee. 

Much of Miss Chapman’s_ collec- 
tion is Sandwich glass. She has the 
famous Dolphin candlesticks in blue, 
and pieces in the well-known Horn of 
Plenty, which is a swirling pattern 
coming down in the shapes of horns, 
with a broad base on the goblet. (She 
noted that all Early American gob- 
lets had a broad base, because they 
were substantial in that day for their 
use.) Among the many Sandwich 
pieces in her collection are, and as 
explained by Miss Chapman: 


June, 1949 


Gothic and Thumbprint in a pair 
of celery stands; Waffle and Thumb- 
print, which looks very much like its 
name; the Lacy Sandwich in several 
pieces of blue, which are opalescent 
and look like lace; Diamond Point, 
which looks like diamonds in the 
glass; Ashburton, a very heavy type 
that was used by the forty-niners on 
their journey to the west; Garfield 
Drape, commemorating that presi- 
dent; Lincoln Drape, designating the 
assassination of Lincoln; Cable, re- 
presentative of the laying of the 
Great Atlantic Cable in 1850, and 
resembling cables; Daisy and Button, 
‘which looks like many little buttons 
surrounded by _ daisies; Hobnail, 
pointed and other kind, with a fan 
pattern around the tops of some 
pieces; Sawtooth, which is sharp and 
typical of its name; Bull’s Eye with 
Fleur de Lys, and Bull’s Eye in 
Heart, which names also signify their 
pattern designs. 

Miss Chapman tells how she got 
her Sandwich Star goblet, which pat- 
tern is popular. She had been in 
search of this particular goblet for 
some time, and she had written only 
to find out that it would be almost 
impossible to find it, and that it 
would cost about $35 if she did find 
it. She had a compote in the pat- 
tern, so she was familiar with it. 
One day while looking through a case 
of goblets that she had _ stacked 
away, she found a Sandwich Star 
gcblet among them, for which she 
had paid only $1.50! 

Besides her many Sandwich pat- 
terns, Miss Chapman has many other 
interesting and famous ones which 
she explains: 

The Heavy Paneled Grape has a 
grape design on it with a handle like 
a grape vine. The Polar Bear has 
seals and icicles on it. Smocking is 
a pattern that looks almost exactly 
like the smocking on a dress. The 
Swan, on a goblet, is the design of a 
swan going around the goblet until he 
gets a fish. Egg-in-Sand looks exactly 
like its name—egg shaped designs in 
what looks like sand. Rose in Snow, 
in which she has both clear and am- 
ber pieces, looks like roses in snow. 
The Blaze is very thin and looks like 
blazes coming out from the base. 
Frosted Ribbon and Frosted Leaf are 
beautiful pieces that look like their 
names. 

She has a pitcher in Three Faces, 
in which the maker had tried to copy 
the face of his wife; it has a frosted 
bottom with three faces just above it. 
This is a much sought after pat- 
tern. Westward Ho is among the 
most expensive patterns. It has on 
it a typical log cabin scene, a deer, 
and a buffalo, and has a ringed han- 
dle. Deer and Doe and Pine Tree are 
patterns similar to this. 

The Lion’s Head is a famous type, 
and Miss Chapman has several pieces 
of this. She also has a large Lion 
compote with a lion with his feet on 
a log on the cover, and three lions’ 
heads just above a frosted base. An 
Oak Leaf dish with feet is very odd 
looking. Miss Chapman says that 
glass with feet is very greatly 
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treasured. A beautiful vase in Button 
and Arches has designs of little but- 
tons going upward toward arches, 
and is very colorful as the sunlight 
comes through. 


Among her other patterns are 
Jewel and Dewdrop, Block and Fan, 
Pleat and Panel, Cut Log, Maple 
Leaf, Beehive (actually a little bee- 
hive with bees on it), Peacock Feath- 
er, Frosted Ivy, Red Triple Triangle, 
Cathedral in amber, Sunburst, Hon- 
eycomb, Ruby Thumbprint, Swirl, 101 
goblet (looks like the numbers 101 
are around it), Portland, Butterfly, 
and a large collection of the beauti- 
ful Red Block. All these names sig- 
nify the designs on the various pieces 
of glass. 


There are many commemorative 
pieces like those of Lincoln and Gar- 
field already mentioned. There is an 
Admiral Dewey pattern which pic- 
tures a soldier, the names of Dew- 
ey’s ships, cannon balls, flags, and 
writing pertaining to the Spanish 
American War. Symbolic of this 
same war is the Remember the 
Maine pattern, with the little ship 
designed on it. 

Miss Chapman has a piece of Coin 
glass that represents the Columbian 
half dollar, which was struck off at 
the Columbia exhibition in 1892. The 
United States government forbids 
anyone to copy coins of the U. S., so 
this is no longer made. 

She has several little cup plates, 
which were used a hundred years ago 
for one to set his cup in while he 
poured his tea into a saucer to drink! 

An early American knife rest, a 
very odd shaped and beautiful piece, 
was used to lay the knife on before 
and after cutting the turkey. While 
showing her collection once, a person 
saw the knife rest and exclaimed, 
“Why look here, there’s a dumb-bell 
like we used to have at school!” 

A very unusual pattern is the 
Thousand Eye. She has various piec- 
es in this—a lamp, a pitcher, and 
smaller pieces. It is another pattern 
much sought after. When holding it 
up to the light one is amazed to see 
what looks like thousands of tiny 
little eyes. 

One of her favorite pieces is a 
pitcher in Roman Rosette, which her 
mother had. When Miss Chapman 
realized its charm, she collected all 
the pieces she could in this pattern, 
and for this reason it has special 
significance to her. 

Her oldest piece is in Bellflower, 
a ribbed design of bells and flowers. 
It is 118 years old. 

Along her shelves are many pieces 
of the lovely Amberina. There is a 
very interesting story behind the ac- 
cidental discovery of the color, Miss 
Chapman relates, as told by Mrs. 
Watkins in her book on Cambridge 
Glass. In the New England Glass 
Company in the 1880’s and 90’s work- 
ed a highly skilled glass blower, Mr. 
Andrew Long. One day as he blew 
some glass, he noticed a very unusu- 
al color developing. Looking down 
at his hands he noticed that his gold 
ring was missing, and then he rea- 
lized what had happened. As he had 
gathered the glass from the pot, the 
ring had slipped from his finger and 
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melted into the glass at the end of 
the blow pipe. When the glass was 
reheated, the colors of pale amber 
fading into a yellow hue, and on to 
a rich ruby, appeared. It was so 
beautiful that they set about to find 
a formula for producing the new 
color, and this chemical formula has 
since been used as successfully. 

Miss Chapman says that most of 
ker collection means so much to her 
mainly because each piece brings 
back to memory how and where she 
obtained it, in the interesting places, 
and how difficult some was to find. 
Pieces in Baltimore Pear remind her 
of a delightful visit to antique shops 
in Cincinnati while she was there at 
the American Library Association. 
“There is a place that I like to re- 
member associated with each piece,” 
she says. She has collected her glass 
in many places and through many 
sources, some of which are _ the 
French Quarters in New Orleans, 
antique shops, through HOBBIES 
Magazine advertisers, and at auc- 
tions. 

In asking how one might tell the 
quality of a piece of glass, Miss 
Chapman replies that the seven tests 
listed in a little book on “Collecting 
Old Glass” are very good and should 
apply to a piece before collecting it. 
They are: 

1. The tint of the glass 
2. The sound of it (tap it to hear 

the clear ring) 

38. The quality of the glass (by 
feel) 

4. The weight (by lifting) 

5. The signs of use and wear 

6. Pontil marks (those underneath 
‘where the glass was cut off 
from the blow pipe) 

7. Workmanship 

And also it is added it is necessary 

to be experienced in handling much 

glass of which the history is definite- 

ly known. 

Miss Chapman plans to will a part 
of her glass coliection to Wesleyan 
College in Macon of which she is an 
alumnus. 

Besides the time spent on her hob- 
bies, Miss Chapman is a very active 
member in her Episcopalian church, 
the National Librarian of the Phi Mu 
National Fraternity since 1931, and 
is interested in Wesleyan College 
and a chapter of Phi Mu at Mercer 
University. She is a member of the 
Birmingham Art Association, and an 
associate member of several societies. 
The walls of her home are decorated 
with many famous etchings, of which 
she also has great reason to be proud 
—oh well, that’s another story.

bore General Jackson’s likeness and 
on most of these flasks George 
Washington’s picture appeared on 
the reverse. The facts are that the 
voters gave more votes to Jackson, 
for whom the 11 flasks appeared, as 
against Adams, who only had the 
support of one, flask. 


‘Tippecanoe and Tyler, Too’ 

With the advent of 1840 another 
political campaign unfolded which 
had some acrimonius aspects. Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison and Henry Clay 
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of the Whig Party were trying to 
present a candidate to oppose Martin 
Van Buren, the Democratic choice. 
But the Whig candidate, curiously 
enough, failed to furnish the neces- 
sary planks for a political platform 
to support their choice so the Demo- 
crats slipped one under the Honor- 
able William Henry Harrison. Mr. 
Harrison actually was a _ wealthy 
man of much culture but the Demo- 
crats publicized him as a man of 
poverty, so successfully, in fact, that 
he was deluged with donations of 
wearing apparel and other sympathic 
tokens. His party, therefore, had to 
dco something and so they established 
the slogans, “Tippecanoe and T~ler, 
Too,” and the “Log Cabin and Hard 
Cider Campaign.” These two catchy 
slogans provided the basis of innum- 
erable flasks and log cabin bottles, 
which were successfully used in pro- 
moting the campaign and today are 
looked upon with longing eyes by 
bottle connoisseurs. On the obverse 
side of the William Henry Harrison 
flask, a log cabin, a cider barrel, a 
plow and an American flag appear— 
all symbols of a bitterly fought cam- 
paign. One of these was cast in the 
shape of a log cabin with a gable 
roof and lettering on both sides read- 
ing, “Tippecanoe”. Another was cast 
and circulated as the North Bend 
Log Cabin bottle. Then there was a 
third variation also lettered “Tippe- 
canoe.” These three played a big 
part in presidential campaigns and 
set a trend in character bottle rmold- 
ing, which developed into log cabin 
bottles galore and used for the sale 
of tonic bitters.

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MIRRORS—THEIR HISTORY 


In “Great Indusiries of the U. S.,’’ 1873 


MIRRORS may have been suggested 
by the glassy surface of still water; 
but there are reasons to believe that 
mirrors were made as soon as men 
began to exert their skill in metals 
and stones. Any solid body, capable 
of receiving a polished surface, could 
be used for such a purpose. In the 
Book of Job occurs the following pas- 
sage: ‘Hast thou with him spread out 
the sky, which is strong, and as a 
molten looking-glass?” The word ren- 
dered “looking-glass” and should have 
been rendered mirror. It is said also 
in the Book of Exodus that Moses 
“made the laver of brass of the look- 
ing-glasses” (mirrors) “of the women 
assembled at the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation.” As these 
mirrors were formed into a brazen 
laver, the mirrors were of that ma- 
terial. In Ecclesiasticus it is said, 
“Thou shalt be unto him as if thou 
hadst wiped a looking-glass” (mir- 
ror), “and thou shalt know that his 
rust hath not been altogether wiped 
away.” There can be no doubt that 
metallic mirrors are referred to in all 
these places. The women assembled 
at the door of the tabernacle for wor- 
ship are supposed to have been in full 
dress, so that it was necessary for 
them to have their looking-glasses 
(mirrors), according to the custom 
of the Egyptians. They were volun- 
tarily presented to Moses, or delivered 
up on a requisition, for the purpose 
of making out of them one of the 
utensils of the tabernacle. It may 
have been a blow struck by the He- 
brew leader at the vanity of the wom- 
en. In later times, the prophet Isaiah, 
speaking of the extravagance of fe- 
male dress, enumerates, among other 
things, nose-jewels, wimples, crisping- 
pins, and glasses. It is probable that 
their excessive vanity was evinced by 
carrying small mirrors, that they 
might at any time examine and ad- 
just their dresses. This appears to 
have been a peculiarity of women in 
Eastern countries from time imme- 
morial. The Moorish women in Bar- 
bary are said to be so fond of their 
ornaments, and particularly of their 
looking-glasses, which they hang about 
their breasts, that they will not lay 
them aside even when, after the 
drudgery of the day, they are obliged 
to go two or three miles with a pitcher 
or a goat-skin to fetch water. 

As articles of the toilet, mirrors 
were held in high esteem, since, with 
other precious things, they were de- 
posited with the dead in the tombs 
and places of burial of the ancient 
nations. In what are called the 
Christian catacombs of ancient Rome 
mirrors have been found similar to 
those found in the tombs of Greeks, 
Etruscans, and Romans. Boldetti 
speaks of some found in the tombs 
of children in the catacomb of St. 
Calistus, which appeared to be made 
of a mixture of bronze and lead, or 
tin, similar to those made in Brun- 
dusium, which Pliny speaks of as the 
most celebrated and the most valued. 
They were sometimes made of a par- 
ticular stone, which is supposed to 


have been a kind of vitrified lava. 
The houses of the rich were sometimes 
ornamented with polished slabs in- 
serted in the walls of wainscoted 
apartments. ~Domitian, when he sus- 
pected that plots were formed against 
him, caused a gallery, in which he 
used to walk, to be lined with a kind 
of polished stone, which by its reflec- 
tion showed everything that was done 
behind his back. The Spaniards, 
when they came to America, found 
mirrors made of a substance called 
the Inca’s stone, because the same 
material was used for ornaments by 
the Incas, or princes of Peru. It ap- 
pears to have been a compact pyrites, 
susceptible of a fine polish, and cal- 
culated to form mirrors apparently 
superior to any of stone which the 
ancient nations of Europe or Asia 
seem to have possessed. The Ameri- 
cans had also at the same time mir- 
rors of silver, copper, and brass. In 
Egypt mirrors were made of mixed 
metal, chiefly of copper, highly pol- 
ished. Some have been discovered at 
Thebes, the lustre of which has been 
partially restored, though they had 
been buried in the earth for many 
centuries. The greater part of the 
ancient mirrors were made of silver, 
not on account of costliness and mag- 
nificence, but because silver was the 
best adapted and most durable of all 
the then known unmixed metals for 
such uses. 

In the Roman law, when silver 
plate is mentioned under the head of 
heirship and succession, silver mir- 
rors are rarely omitted. Seneca and 
other writers of his time, speaking 
against luxury, ridicule the extrava- 
gance of the age, in which ond | 
young woman must have a silver mir 
ror. These mirrors were round or 
oval, with handles of wood, stone, or 
metal, according to the taste of the 
owner, not differing much in form 
from the hand-mirrors now in use. 


At a later period the extravagance 
of the times was censured by Jean 
des Caures, an old French moralist, 
who, declaiming against the fashions 
of his day, notices one, of the ladies 
carrying mirrors fixed to their waists, 
which seemed to employ their eyes in 
perpetual activity. From this mode 
will result, according to honest Des 
Caures, their eternal damnation. 
“Alas!” he says, “in what an age do 
we live, to see such depravity as we 
see, that induces them even to bring 
into church these scandalous mirrors 
hanging about their waist! Let all 
histories—divine, human, and profane 
—be consulted, never will it be found 
thus brought into public by the most 
meretricious of the sex. It is true, 
at present none but the ladies of the 
court venture to wear them; but long 
it will not be before every citizen’s 
daughter and every female servant 
will wear them.” 

A satire on the same subject ap- 
peared in a book entitled “Life and 
Adventures of Miss Robinson Crusoe.” 
Wrecked, as the famous Mr. R. 
Crusoe was, she plundered the ship, 
and transported all things valued by 
a woman to her lonely island. About 
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to leave the ship with a loaded ra/:, 
she says, “The thought flashed upo. 
me, and, as I may say, with its brigh:- 
ness illuminated the very depths «f 
my being, when I remembered th:t 
I had no looking-glass. A woman, 
nursed in the lap and dandled on the 
knees of luxury without a lookin:- 
glass! Imagine it, dwell upon it! ‘s 
it possible for Fate, in its worst mua- 
lignity, more cruelly to punish her? 
When at home, with every blessing 
about me, I thought nothing of the 
chief delight, the happiness, of sitting 
two or three hours before my mirror, 
trying here a patch, and there a 
patch; now making pretty experi- 
ments with my hair for more certain 
killing.” She secured a looking-glass, 
“Very thick and very violent were the 
beatings of my woman’s heart as I 
brought the mirror over the ship’s 
side. No words, though bright as 
rainbows, can paint my feelings when 
I saw the glass safely lowered among 
my other goods. I sank upon the 
deck, and grateful tears ran like 
rain-drops on cottage casements, down 
my checks.” 

Chrysostom, in the latter part of 
the fourth century, speaking in a ser- 
mon of the extravagance of the wom- 
en, says, “The maid-servants must be 
continually importuning the silver- 
smith to know whether their lady’s 
mirror be yet ready.” 

It is supposed that the largest mir- 
rors in use by the ancients were often 
made of polished plates of silver; and 
some were so large as to reflect the 
whole person. Such, doubtless, was 
the one used by Demosthenes. Plu- 
tarch says he had a _looking-glass 
(mirror) in his house, before which 
he used to declaim, and adjust all 
his motions. 

But the point of most masculine 
satires against the inordinate femi- 
nine love of mirrors would be de- 
stroyed, should we quote instances 
enough to show that the use of mir- 
rors is aS common among men as 
among women. Let us therefore pass 
over with judicious silence this branch 
of the subject. 

Metallic mirrors were generally 
used until the thirteenth century. The 
first mention of glass mirrors, covered 
on the back with tin or lead, is made 
by Johannes Peckham, an English 
Franciscan monk. In the year 1279 
he wrote a treatise on optics, in which 
he speaks of mirrors made of iron, 
steel, and polished marble; also of 
glass mirrors, which were covered on 
the back with lead, and that no image 
was reflected when the lead was 
scraped off. ‘That this invention can- 
not be much older we have reason to 
conclude, because glass mirrors were 
extremely scarce in France even in 
the fourteenth century, while mirrors 
of metal were in common use; and 
we are told that the mirror of Anne 
de Bretagne, consort of Louis XII., 
was of the latter kind. Metal mirrors 
were also made and used in Persia 
and the East, where, indeed, ancient 
usages continued, longest, and glass 
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mirrors were not known there till the 
commencement of the European trade 
with these remote regions. Metallic 
mirrors are still preferred in those 
countries, because they are not so 
liable to break, and can be preserved 
better in a dry, hot climate than the 
amalgam of glass mirrors.” 

Respecting the progress of this art, 
it appears that at first melted lead, 
or perhaps tin, was poured over the 
glass plate while yet hot, as it came 
from the furnace. This process agrees 
with that which, at an early period, 
was employed in Nuremberg for mak- 
ing convex mirrors. By means of a 
pipe, a metallic mixture was blown 
into a hollow ball of glass while hot, 
completely coating the inner surface. 
When the glass became cool, it was 
cut up into small, round mirrors. 
Early in the sixteenth century the 
Venetians made glass mirrors by coat- 
ing the surface with an amalgam of 
tin and quicksilver. This is claimed 
as an Italian invention; and till the 
end of the seventeenth century their 
mirrors were sold all over Europe 
and in the East and West Indies. The 
discovery in France that glass, like 
metal, could be cast into larger plates 
than had been prepared before by 
blowing and rolling, marked a decided 
improvement in the manufacture of 
mirrors. All but the commonest mir- 
rors are now made of plate-glass; and 
the process of coating them does not 
differ very essentially from the meth- 
od adopted by the Venetians three 
hundred years ago. This process, as 
described by an eye-witness, consisted 
in spreading tin foil smoothly on a 
plane surface; quicksilver was then 
poured over it, and rubbed into it with 
the hand, or a hare’s foot; and when 
the tin was saturated, it was covered 
with paper. The glass, wiped very 
clean, was then laid upon it, and the 
paper withdrawn. Weights were then 
placed on the glass, which remained 
till the excess of quicksilver drained 
off. A new method of silvering glass 
was invented by a Mr. Drayton in 
1848. It consisted in depositing silver 
from a solution, so that the precipitate 
will adhere to the glass, without the 
latter having been coated with metal- 
lic or other substances. 

Large mirrors are made in the 
United States. The glass plates are 
generally imported, and the coating 
only is done here. The old method 
of coating with tin foil and quick- 
silver is usually adopted in preference 
to other more modern modes, as the 
former is more durable and secures 
greater whiteness and brilliancy of, 
reflection.

The initial printing of the An- 
napolis Tercentenary Stamps called 
for 100,000,000. 

The central design of this stamp 
depicts an ancient map of Annapolis 
and the entrance to the Severn River 
at the time of the first settlement. 
Upon this map is superimposed a 
ship of the period entering the River 
from the Chesapeake Bay, a boat 
load of Puritans going ashore at the 
site of the settlement, the Seal of 
Lord Baltimore to represent the 
colony of Maryland, a compass rose 
an? various symbols found on old 
maps. 

Just below the Seal appears the 
lettering “Annapolis, Md.” in dark 
Gothic. The lettering “U. S. Postage” 
in dark modified Roman appears in 
the top portion. In the same style in 


the lower part of the stamp appears 
“Annapolis Tercentenary 1649-1949”. 
In the lower right corner is the de- 
nomination “8c”. The lettering identi- 
fying the river, bay, and settlement, 
is in dark Italic. 

The stamp is 0.84 by 1.44 inches 
in dimensions, arranged horizontally 
with a single line frame. It is printed 
by rotary process, electric-eye per- 
forated, and issued in sheets of 50 
subjects. The color of the stamp will 
be announced at a later date. 

The ship shown on the map is a 
spritsail rigged ship similar to those 
used by the English and Dutch mer- 
chants in coastal sailing during the 
17th century. Several symbols are on 
this map, as on all old ones: the 
trees and hills are similar to those 
found on John Smith’s map of 1606; 
the cherubic northeast wind blowing 
the ship along to its anchorage; the 
rock or striped bass, Roccus lineatus, 
prevalent even at this date in the 
Bay: the blue or hard crab, Callin- 
ectes sapidus, as a symbol of Crab- 
town-on-the-Bay, as Annapolis is 
known by all midshipmen, and the 
compass rose without which the old 
maps were incomplete. The Seal of 
Maryland was taken directly from 
the Great Seal of Maryland, which 
was originally designed by Lord 
Baltimore in 1632.

His letter caused quite a stir of in- 
terest in the post office and the post- 
man who delivered the mail made a 
special trip to bring the letter up to 
the house instead of leaving it in the 
box along the drive and this was due 
in large part to a sticker which Mr. 
Quensell had pasted on the outside 
of his letter—of course the unusual 
stamps always give rise to interest. 
The label read as follows: 

“Tin Can Mail Service has ended. 
Part of Tin Can Island, Niuafo’ou 
has blown up by volcanic eruption.” 
Of course, I had to take time out to 
explain about it and tell him what 
little I knew at that time. I have 
had more information since then and 
quote here part of his letter which 
most of my friends have found vastly 
interesting especially since it is so 
far out of the realm of personal ex- 
perience for any of us. 


“T had left the Island on the 15th 
of July and on the 10th of Sep- 
tember, 1946, all want up in 
flames, I went back at once and 
found some 15 craters still in 
eruption and the old township 
transformed into a large lava 
field, the very place where I lived 
was a large crater and was then 
still very much alive, pouring out 
millions of tons of liquid lava and 
enlarging the Island on the north- 
ern point. You see those craters 
do not throw the lava up into the 
air; no, the grounds simply lifts 
up, some 25 to 30 feet, then it 
bursts open and the lava bubbles 
over at a terrible speed. A new 
crater opened up when I was 
there and some 500 acres more 
or less were flooded with lava in 
less than three minutes. The 
lava is from five to fifteen feet 
deep. It is a wonderful sight still 
so very destructive. All the peo- 
ple are now off the Island and it 
is unsafe to stay here any longer 
... yes, my stamp collection of 
some 42,000 stamps went up in 
flames on the old Rock ... you 
see it was a collection from my 
old dad, started about 1850 and I 
had many stamps of that date.” 


Those of us who like to collect 
stamps feel deeply for this man who 
has lost his hobby, especially now 
when he is old and would have more 
time to enjoy it. He is staying with 
one of his sons on a nearby Island. 
It might interest you all to know that 


this wonderful family did a huge 
share in the last war... his four 
sons and daughter all were in service 
and the wonderful thing is that they 
all came home safely! 

For those who do not know about 
the Tin Can Mail service, a _ slight 
resume might be in order. The Is- 
land of Niuafo’ou was so- situated 
that it was difficult for island steam- 
ers to get into port there and. mail 
for the Island was frequently sealed 
in tin cans and tossed over the side, 
especially in heavy weather. It was 
then that the mailman or his helpers 
would paddle out in the canoe and 
pick up the cans of mail and bring 
them in. The uniqueness of this led 
to the title referred to and collectors 
all over the world have letters from 
the Tin Can Canoe Mail Man. I 
treasure them among my prized cov- 
ers. As the years pass by they will 
continue to be prized mementos of 
the remote island.

Buyer’s Market in Stamps 
_ The old sneer about a man “hav- 
ing his office in his hat” is coming to 
life again. If there is a surplus of 
extra special material in the Metro- 
polis, maybe small lots, or too small 
to send to auction, the reappearance 
of these agent-salesman is explain- 
able. If it is merely a lot of material 
that is refugee salvage and brought in 
because its owners have no place to 
sell, and no calling list here, that is 
another story.

Photography 

The method of using photography 
to aid the preservation of plate types 
and small variant lines on re-engraved 
or re-printed stamps is quite inter- 
esting and it surely saves the “in- 
quiring onlooker” some time. Such 
issues are those of the two color Greek 
issues of the 1927 set, and the Belgian 
set of 1915-20 in the numbers of type 
“A46” Scott. A page of these with 
photo prints of the varying differ- 
ences (you have to get the facts from 
a Foreign catalog) is well worth the 
trouble of selection, and mounting 
along side of an enlarged photo of 
the changes. 

Perhaps some of us who have been 
checking Chinese “Secret marks” will 
appreciate this, and maybe someone 
(it is being done here) would enjoy 
enlargements of those marks as well 
as the Belgian changes of plate lines. 
It is a pleasing job when completed.

Service 

There is large and growing critic- 
ism of the rather “drastic” rules 
about various collector items such as 
“plate number blocks” and Philatelic 
Bureau restrictions. As the Bureau 
sells thru a window to all at face, 
and as the material is rarely used for 
postage, it goes into collections in 
mint condition, and as it costs less 
than a dime a sheet to print, it might 
be that loosening up of restrictions 
would make someone some money. It 
wouldn’t lose any. Then put a court- 
eous clerk to serve at the various 
Bureau sales windows, and at the 
various post offices, and see what hap- 
pens. Increased sales? A safe bet. 
The clerks should serve the public 
gladly, correctly, and fast.

from starvation; the Cross on the 
coins of the Crusaders speaks for it- 
self; the Quetzal (bird) of Guatemala 
symbolizes liberty; Lady Godiva on 
the tokens of Coventry memoralizes 
the abolishment of unjust laws. 

As an easy starter, check up on the 
symbolization of the Maple Leaf of 
Canada, the Roses and the Plumes of 
England, the Thistle of Scotland, and 
the Harp of Ireland.

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The Club Is The Thing 


Nationally a political party is as 
strong as the grass-roots; a religious 
sect is as strong as the local meeting 
houses. Numismatism is as strong as 
its local clubs. It is not the ‘“na- 
tionals” that sustain the “locals”, but 
vice versa. To be nationally strong 
numismatics must be locally backed; 
local clubs can thrive ‘without na- 
tional backing, but nationalism de- 
pends on localism. National numis- 
matics should center its activities in 
the forming of local clubs; clubs 
should center their activities in 
making the club the neighborhood 
numismatic clearing-house. The pub- 
lic should be taught that the thrill 
of coin collecting is in the study 
and knowledge of all coins, not in the 
possession of a few rarities. A club’s 
membership is not limited to the 
number of known collectors, but to 
the number of new collectors the 
club can make. The recruiting field 
is unlimited. Practically every man 
is interested in old coins and has 
a few of them put away some place. 
It is the club members duty to 
arouse the interest of this luke- 
warmer and convert him into a 
“known collector”, and, a club mem- 
ber. The job is easy; just arouse his 
curiosity by pointing out to him the 
curiosities of coinage. Every man is 
merely a small boy in long pants, 
and “a small boy is a stomach sur- 
rounded by curiosity.” The national- 
izing of numismatism rests on the 
local clubs; the more local clubs 
the more nationalizing. To nationa- 
lize, localize. “Take care of your 
pennies and the dollar will take care 
of itself.” Take care of your locals 
and the national will take care of 
itself. 

In organization there is strength. 
When the world was big, distances 
far, areas larger, and people shy on 
diversion, a crusader of some ism or 
some movement found no trouble in 
drawing an audience, but now that 
the world is small, distances shortened 
by automobiles, areas lessened by 
telephone, radio and press, and no 
lack of diversion, a solo crusader 
speaks to empty seats. Movements 
and activities are now carried on 
through organizations, a multicipli- 
city of trained hands supplanting in- 
dividual untrained effort. Political, 
religious, charity, lodge, hobby, and 
other activities are now thoroughly 
organized. Coin collecting had al- 
ways tarried for lack of concrete or- 
ganized efforts. Then came the coin 
clubs throughout the nation and 
placed numismatics on first base. If 
the runner at first is to be advanced 
and finally made to reach home 
plate, more clubs must be organized. 
National, state, inter-state and large 
local clubs should make it their ob- 
jective to start new clubs in other 
towns in their vicinity. That is just 
common horse sense, for the more 
clubs there are the more collectors 
there are, and the more collectors 
there are the merrier. It is not hard 
to start a club; it just requires a lit- 
tle common horse sense. And once a 
club is started it only requires com- 
mon horse sense to run it. Now that 
numismatics, due to the many coin 
clubs and consequent publicity, is on 
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first base, let’s make some hits be- 
hind it and advance it to home plate. 
All that is needed is some common 
horse sense action. And speaking of 
horse sense, Tom Collins had some- 
thing there when he added: “A fel- 
low told me the other day that the 
term “horse sense” originated be- 
cause nobody ever could remember 
two horses colliding with each’ other 
on a highway.” 

. “Horse sense is just stable think- 
ing”, so let’s apply it to our hobby 
and organize more coin clubs.

Miscellanea 

The privately minted gold 1 dollar, 
% dollar and \% dollar of early Cali- 
fornia carried the word “dollar” on 
them. About fifty years ago some 
jewelers issued duplicates as sou- 
venirs, omitting the word “dollar.” 
The imitations are mostly of a lower 
grade of gold. The original coins are 
of considerable value, but the imita- 
tions carry no premium. Before buy- 
ing one of these minor California gold 
pieces, make sure it is a genuine and 
not an imitation. The manufacturers 
sold the imitations as souvenirs, they 
were bought as souvenirs; it was a 
later generation which found them in 
the family trinket box and mistook 
them for coins that caused all the 
trouble.

“Until death do you part” may be 
applied to the twain gold and silver 
as well as to bride and groom. For 
centuries in all commercialized na- 
tions gold and silver have been, taken 
together, the back-bone of their cur- 
rencies. To speak of gold and silver 
as having matrimonially traveled the 
road down through the ages is not 
altogether allegorical. They were mar- 
ried many centuries ago and appar- 
ently lived happily ever after. “Al- 
chemists followed the mysticism in- 
troduced by Arabian and Alexandrian 
schools, and spoke of gold as ‘the red 
bridegroom’ and silver as ‘the lily 
bride.’ ”

This “75 Years Ago” item (1867) 
in the Kansas City Journal is of in- 
terest numismatically as it brings to 
mind the effect of the Civil War on 
our currency, and makes one ponder 
as to what the present war may bring 
forth along the same lines. “The 5- 
cent notes are going out of circulation 
and the new 5-cent coins are coming 
in. Two million of these little shiners 
are turned out every month from the 
Philadelphia Mint, but as yet few of 
them have reached this part of the 
world. A 10-cent coin is also much 
needed. The government should with- 
draw all paper money of a less de- 
nomination than 25-cents.” Scrap- 
book all coin items during and im- 
mediately following the present war 
as they will prove of great benefit in 
the years to come.

The word ‘standard” is claimed 
originally to have referred to an en- 
sign or banner adopted by a people 
or an organization as an _ object 
around which they may rally.

Numismatics is respon- 
sible for many things, and it is safe 
to assume that this is one of them. 
“The Romans were in the habit of 
tossing up their coins in the presence 
of their legions, and if a piece of 
money went higher than the top of 
the ensign flag, it was pronounced to 
be ‘above the standard,’” This is only 
one of the many interesting and in- 
structive “credits” in the ledger of 
numismatics.

R. S. Yeoman in 
his guide book of U. S. Coins, 1949 
edition, informs us that the silver 
furnished by Washington was worth 
about one hundred dollars.

Too Big for its Breeches. Ostensi- 
bly the nickle three-cent piece was 
issued to retire the numerous three- 
cent scrip of the Civil war. Why did 
they not use the silver three-cent 
pieces that had been minted for sev- 
eral years? It has been hinted that 
the change of metal was at the be- 
hest of nickel mining interests. The 
large nickel three centers were too 
big for usefulness, for, like- the 
freshly minted steel pennies of 1943, 
they too much resembled the dime, 
a great annoyance to buyer and sel- 
ler. It’s early, and continued, obso- 
letism was due mostly by its over- 
size. The twenty-cent piece, 1875- 
1878, met with the same experience; 
having too much resemblance to the 
quarter. MORAL:— Don’t outgrow 
your breeches.

The Great Seal, because of its be- 
ing shown on the one-dollar bills is 
now familiar to Americans, which 
proves the wisdom of its selection. 
Mr. Morgenthau says it was Henry 
Wallace that persuaded him to select 
the Great Seal to ornament the ob- 
verse of the dollar bill.

“ .. . There exist a number of 
monuments in Russia which have for 
a long time puzzled archaeologists.” 
These “are the gorodichtche’s (from 
gorod, town), enclosures formed by 
the earth being thrown up, and these 
we find invariably on the steep bank 
of a watercourse, or on a small hill. 
We are informed that “excavations 
made, either in the kourgans or in 
the soil of gorodichtche’s, have shown 
us the Slavs were more civilized 
than (the Monk) Nestor, who, wrote 
concerning these ancient works,” 
supposed.

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Money of Yesteryear 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


I note recently that there has been 
a change in the policy of the govern- 
ment’s issuing of new commemora- 
tive postage stamps. In the past 
such issues were approved by Con- 
gress as is the case with the issuance 
of commemorative half dollars. 

The practice in stamps last year 
became abused to the extent that a 
new commemorative stamp was be- 
ing issued for practically anything 
from chickens on up. This system 
has been changed now, however, and 
hereafter the Postmaster General 
will have the final say as to what 
new commemorative stamps are to 
be issued. This will, I think, reduce 
the quantity of new issues, but will 
increase the quality of those to be 
issued both in the event they are 
to commemorate and the attractive- 
ness of design. 

I bring this philatelic information 
into this coin column to draw the at- 
tention of the coin collectors to this 
change. I think that such an ar- 
rangement for commemorative half 
dollars would be just as beneficial. 
That someone in a comparable posi- 
tion to the Postmaster general be 
given the authority to pass and ap- 
prove the issuance of commemorative 
half dollars. This, I believe, would 
eliminate all the objections we have 
heard in the past of the manner in 
which commemorative half dollar 
sales have been handled. 

Indeed it seems a shame that this 
historic series should be terminated 
simply because abuses have crept in. 
Commemorative coins have been is- 
sued since the advent of coins. In 
fact, were it not for some of the 
commemorative coins struck during 
ancient times, many events of his- 
torical interest would today be un- 
‘known. I think that a concerted ef- 
fort would be made by all coin col- 
lectors, clubs, associations and the 
like to insist that ONE really histor- 
ically important coin should be issued 
each year, and distributed by the 
government (you must remember 
that the stamp collectors can secure 
their stamps from the Philatelic 
Agency operated by the government). 

There have been many experiments 
in denominations and metals in our 
coinages since our first mint opened, 
and strange to say while these “new 
ideas” were supposed to be a great 
improvement in their day, not a one 
of them have been continued and not 
a one is struck today. 

We now have cents, five-cents, 
dimes, quarters, half dollars and 
silver dollars, and every one of these 
denominations were adopted prior 
to 1800 and, with the exceptions of 
temporary skips in coining, have 
‘continued on up to the present time. 

Two-cent pieces were first coined 
in 1864 and discontinued nine years 
later in 1873 and were not really 
coined in large quantities for more 
than two years. 

Three-cent nickel pieces were first 
coined in 1865, discontinued in 1889, 
and as is the case of the two-cent 
Pieces, were originally designed to 
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be convenient in making change, but 
they were unpopular. 

Half-cents, although started in 
1798, went by the board in 1857, with 
the end of large cents, most likely 
the decreased purchasing power of 
the dollar ended their existence. 

The silver three-cent pieces coined 
from 1851 through 1873, were un- 
popular due to their small size, and 
it was thought the nickel three-cent 
piece of larger size would be better 
accepted, but it wasn’t. 

Twenty-cent pieces, “five for a dol- 
lar,” were another new idea and coin- 
ed for only four years—too confusing 
with a quarter dollar and denomina- 
tion unnecessary. 

We all know the story of the Trade 
dollar designed for us with the 
Chinese Foreign trade in competition 
with the Mexican Dollar, while our 
trade dollar was heavier, its silver 
content was inferior and so, they 
were unpopular and while they were 
first coined in 1873, regular coinage 
was discontinued in 1883, ten years 
later. And the coins were demoni- 


tized ten or so years later due to- 


there being so many in use in this 
country. We had gold $1 and $3 
pieces both of short life. In fact the 
only coin that lasted until 1932 was 
the twenty dollar gold piece, first 
coined in 1849. 

We all have heard of the Dutch 
purchasing Manhattan Island for $24 
from the Indians or its equivalent 
and while it was indeed very reason- 
able on today’s standards, it was, at 
the time most likely a very good 
price. 

There are records of many other 
purchases of like values from Indi- 
ans by the Dutch up and down the 
Hudson Valley and all were based on 
more or less similar amounts. 

One must remember, however, that 
purchases of such lands was not for 
developed land but wilderness com- 
pletely undeveloped with nothir~ but 
forest, Indians and wild life ranging 
in it. 

Money, as known in that dav. also 
had a much greater purchasing pow- 
er, and a man’s wealth was rather 
figured in equipment owned, rather 
than in coin, and money then was 
used as it originally was designed 
to be, namely purely as a medium 
of exchange, and even here, a good 
deal of early transactions were con- 
summated without even the mention 
of money. 

The Indians selling this land val- 
ued the steel axes, knives and other 
material much more highly than the 
land of which they at that time had 
plenty. 

Even among the early settlers 
themselves, many records can be 
found indicating payments in 
other than money. The Van Rensel- 
laer land grants of the colonial days 
in this vicinity were all rented out 
and specified payments of “so many 
peppers, grain and even _ services 
such as the use of a horse and bug- 
gy, one*day per year” were the com- 
pensation for the renting of the land. 
Indeed, even here the value of the 
land was so low that the yearly ren- 
tal was next to nothing, perhaps in 
cash value about $5 per year! 
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It is known that lead was of good 
demand in the early days as most 
pioneers manufactured their own 
lead bullets for the primitive guns 
they used. There are early records 
where lead bullets were approved as 
money and passed freely at a stated 
value, and we can easily understand 
how this very necessary article, be- 
ing small and easy to carry would 
become a desirable medium of ex- 
change with the shortage of coins.

Ethiopian Coinage 
From A Paper Presented to the 
Albany Numismatic Society 

In 1896, under Menelik II, Ethiopia 
not only retained her independence by 
defeating the Italians at the battle 
of Adowa (a trouncing that the Ital- 
ians never forgot), but inaugurated 
a new and distinctive copper coinage. 
In that year there were struck at 
Paris a series of copper coins in de- 
nominations of %4, %, and 1 gersh. 
These bear on the obverse a splendid 
bust of the emperor wearing an elab- 
orate crown. The legend in Amharic 
reads, “Menelik II, King of Kings of 
Ethiopia.” Below is the name of the 
designer, “Lagrange.” The reverse 
bears the denomination and mint 
marks of Paris within a beaded circle, 
and the Amharic legend, “He is tri- 
umphant, the iion of the tribe of 
Judah.” Below is the date, 1886 by 
the Ethiopic era. The Ethiopic era 
is about seven years and eight months 
behind our own. Thus 1888 by the 
Ethiopic era corresponds to 1895-6 by 
our reckoning. 

It is at first rather confusing to 
read dates in Amharic, since there 
are five characters where one would 
expect to find four. The first two 
characters are for 18, the third rep- 
resents the hundred, the fourth rep- 
resents 80, and the fifth is the final 
digit. The copper coins of this year 
are all rare, since only 200 of each 
denomination were struck. In 1897 
(1889 Ethiopic) a copper besa, or 
hundredth part of a talari, was is- 
sued to conform to the new decimal 
coinage. This very closely resembles 
the rare % gersh of the preceding 
year. The two issues can be distin- 
guished by the denomination, the date, 
and the mint symbols. The % gersh 
of 1896 bears a fasces following the 
mint letter, the common besa of 1897 
bears a torch. 

A considerable number of copper 
pieces were crudely struck at the 
Addis Ababa mint from dies origin- 
ally intended for % talari silver coins. 
These were called besas but passed at 
about 32 to the talari. On the ob- 
verse is a crowded bust of the em- 
peror. On the reverse is a lion pas- 
sant gardant, wearing a tiara and 
carrying a cross and banderole to the 
left. Though all pieces bear the date

SIGNATURES OF THE TIMES 


By BARBARA M. SMITH 


One of the tests put to those who 
would outlive their day, reaching far 
beyond their times, is the value 
placed on their personal and official 
papers in later years. One of the 
country’s big businesses is carried on 
by autograph dealers, selling their 
precious wares to groups of collectors. 
King V. Hostick, Lllinoisian, and spe- 
cialist in letters written or signed by 
Presidents of the United States, 
headed his list of offerings not long 
ago, with a three-page handwritten 
letter from President Truman _ to 
Paul H. Douglas before the latter be- 
came the Senator from Illinois. How- 
ever, the majority of this dealer’s 
specimens recall earlier presidential 
days—of Warren Harding, James 
Madison, Coolidge, Hoover, and the 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Mr. Hostick fell quite naturally in- 
to this line of work, shortly after 
serving with Illinois’ Governor Hor- 
ner who was one of the most faithful 
devotees of Lincolniana of his day. 
Enlisted by the Governor’s enthusi- 
asm, King Hostick developed a serious 
interest, later beginning his dealings 
in historical documents independently. 

Of interest is the jargon of the 
collector’s circle, composed of abbre- 
viated terms such as; ALS, autograph 
letter, signed; LS, letter, signed; TLS, 
typewritten letter, signed; DS, docu- 
ment, signed; and TDS, typewritten 
document, signed. An initiation into 
such a glossary of terms is an inte- 
gral part of every collector’s first 
efforts, and of course, each abbrevia- 
tion carries a price on its head. 

Marked by statesmen, students and 
biographers as one of our greatest 
leaders, Lincoln items are highly 
prized, along with those of George 
Washington and Thomas Jefferson, 
fewer being available day by day. In 
1864, President Lincoln wrote a copy 
of the Gettysburg Address to be sold 
at a soldiers’ and sailors’ benefit. 
Failing to bring a satisfactory price, 
it became the property of one of the 
sponsors of the servicemen’s benefit. 
Not until the first part of this year 
was this great document sold, some 
85 years later. 

All of us are familiar with the 
Freedom Train which crossed our 
country recently, and among its treas- 
ures was another famous document, 
the Declaration of Independence. To 
gather a set of the 56 signatures 
found there, would, it is estimated, 


cost of the collector $25,000 today. 
The originals of these two documents, 
along with our Constitution, a copy 
of the English Magna Carta and a 
Gutenburg Bible, were revealed after 
having been stored at Fort Knox in 
Kentucky during World War II. 

Then by contrast, you can secure 
the signature of Garfield and McKin- 
ley for as little as $5.00 or so. For 
statistically-minded readers, here is 
the dealer’s eye-view on the values 
of some of our Presidential letters: 
Washington, $100-$1000; John Adams, 
$75-$700; Jefferson, $60-$500; John 
Quincy Adams, $20-$100; General 
Grant, $15-$80; Madison, $25-$250; 
and Jackson, $25-$100. Among the 
moderns, the scale runs slightly less, 
such as in the case of Woodrow Wil- 
son, about $90; Taft, ranging from 
$12 to $20, and Theodore Roosevelt, 
around $25. 

Naturally, the condition and con- 
tent of letters have strong bearing on 
these evaluations. Some of the most 
ambitious prices can be asked for 
foreign material, as the letters of 
Napoleon Bonaparte which run the 
gamut from $100 up. 

The bulk of manuscripts are owned 
by universities, libraries, and a hand- 
ful of large collectors. But whether 
or not you are among these ranks of 
owners, little is lost when we can 
bear the fruits of such noted labors 
bound up in our American scene, and 
study at close range, the lore of docu- 
mentary history.

Bookshop Adventure 

Abigail Adams, wife of the second 
President of the United States, was 
perhaps the most remarkable woman 
of the American Revolution. Her 
published letters amply show her 
great qualities of mind and heart; 
moreover, they shed on the period a 
certain light which can be found in 
no other printed word. 

Mrs. Adams was a diligent reader 
of poetry, and it is not surprising 
that, when a resident of London about 
the year 1784, she should choose from 
the shelves of James Dodsley in Pall 
Mall a volume of 243 pages, entitled 
“The English Garden: a Poem in 
Eour Books,” by W. Mason, M. A. 
(York, 1783), as a present for her 
favorite niece, Eliza Cranch. 

By a lucky chance the volume has 
been saved from destruction. I was 
looking over a lot of uninteresting 
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books in a secondhand bookshop in a 
small midwestern city when I found 
a little volume which evoked no en- 
thusiasm on my part until I turned 
to the fly-leaf. There in a clear bold 
hand was written: “Eliza Cranch’s 
from her Aunt A. Adams.” I was 
indeed holding in my hand the iden- 
tical book which Mrs. Adams had 


purchased in London.

In the Morgan Library is a 
rarely exhibited and extraordinary 
book, famous as “The Ashburnham 
Gospels.” Illuminated by the monk 
Folchart in 850 A. D., the manuscript 
is a summary of medieval civilization 
and also holds a note of prophecy, 
containing a prediction of the Ren- 
aissance to come, in its pages. Its 
greatest glory, however, is the gold 
and jewelled cover, which has been 
called, “the most finished specimen of 
Carolingian goldsmiths’ work in exis- 
tence.” This Swiss masterpiece found 
its way to our shores through the 
important book-collecting efforts of 
J. Pierpont Morgan, the American 
financier.

GARDENS IN THE MODERN LAND- 
SCAPE, by Christopher Tunnard. Pub- 
lished by Charles Scribner’s Sons, 597 
Fifth Ave., New York City 17. 184 
pages, illustrated.

As an architect’s work is never 
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done until the last brick is laid, so ga 
gardener’s work goes unfinished un- 
til the architecture of his garden has 
created the proper setting. Doubt- 
less, a landscape is a frame for your 
home and in the same sense, all the 
gardens of a community make up the 
larger group framework. Just how 
the landscapes of the world have 
been influenced by  architecturat 
transitions is the study presented by 
Professor Tunnard. 

Obviously, the appeal of a small 
stone cottage would be less without 
the emphasis on color-planning, in- 
formal garden arrangements, and 
the shade of old vines covering its 
walls which is a familiar picture to 
us all. Conversely, the sleek, modern 
house with its glass walls, its squar- 
ed lines, seeks the uncluttered land- 
scape plan to compliment its sym- 
metry. With centuries of architec- 
ture as his back-drop, the author 


sights the relationship between the 


two roles: man as a builder of hav- 
ens and empires, and man as a de- 
signer of gardens for town and 
countryside. Nor does he neglect 
contemporary work which is not so 
much something entirely new as it 
is a modern interpretation of tradi- 
tional forms. 

More and more, the garden has 
been brought inside the home, and 
space has been devoted to the study 
of room plants and their wholesome 
charm and beauty. The book is 
richly illustrated with drawings and 
photographs which add a great deal 
for the reader. Further distinguish- 
ing this work is the fact that it is 
the only one in existence dealing with 
the parallel movements of architec- 
ture and landscaping as_ interde- 
pendents and natural helpmates.

The high sea winds common to the 
British Isles have surely given rise 
to only the most uncommon of gar- 
deners. For were they not equipped 
with exceptional gifts of technical 
knowledge, painstaking care, and 
an indomitable will, their gardens 
would most likely be the “has-beens” 
of the green, growing world. To this 
problem, Mr. Arnold-Forster has de- 
voted most of his pages, having been 
fully initiated into the field of 
gardening and sea winds through 
many years of coastal living. Situa- 
ted high on a Cornish moor, his gar- 
den thrives as does the author’s en- 
thusiasm for his subject. 


We learn that a wide range of 
shrubs, drawn from most parts of 
the world, have been grown success- 
fully out of doors in the milder parts 
of Britain. Much of this shrub lore 
has been explored before but very 
little has been written about the more 
tender varieties that can be grown 
in the milder counties. To this field, 
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the author also directs especial at- 
tention. 

In this day of blueprints for cities 
of the future and whole panoramas 
for entire regions, we are all inter- 
ested in public planting projects. 
Our roads, besides leading us some- 
where, must provide scenic attrac- 
tions along the way, and steps tow- 
ard the fuil realization of this are 
being taken every day. In keeping, 
Mr. Arnold-Forster discusses public 
gardens and countryside landscaping. 

This comprehensive reference 
brings impetus to this little-worked 
field of tender shrubs as well as to 
individual planters and those inter- 
ested in larger-scale experimental 
gardening.—B. M. S.

EARLY GLASS OF THE PITTSBURGH 
DISTRICT, Carnegie Museum, 
Forbes St., Pittsburgh 13 ,Pennsyl- 
vania. Price: $1.00. 56 pages, illustrated. 
The Pittsburgh area has long yield- 

ed a wealth of American glass, first 
as a purely necessary product for 
living, later when production became 
abunaant, were the experimental and 
decorative stages to be realized, and 
now, the gathering of all of these 
early examples for an extensive dis- 
play in the Carnegie Museum. 


More than 600 pieces are on view 
in one huge room of the Museum, 
shown against a backdrop of wall 
murals and enhanced by permanent 
flower and fern arrangements. There 
is ample evidence here of the re- 
sourcefulness of the glass industry 
as well as the good work carried on 
by the Musem’s staff. 

In conjunction with the exhibit, a 
small and_ beautifully assembied 
book called “Early Glass of the Pitts- 
burgh District”, is available at the 
Museum for one dollar. Many fine 
photographs have been included in 
this historical and definitive work. 
All manner of patterns — Argus, 
Bellflower, Sawtooth, Thousand Eye, 
Three Face, Plume, — to mention a 
few, are depicted as to the history 
and development of the design and 
the details of craftsmanship. 

Preceding is an account of free- 
blown glass, the transition into cut 
and engraved work, with special 
pages devoted to flasks, cup ptates, 
and such whimseys as sock-darners 
and witch-balls. 

This is the largest and most com- 
plete glass exhibition ever selected 
from this region. The group repre- 
sents some admirable chapters in 
early glass. life, evolved through 
periods of trial and growth, and it is 
worth a vacationer’s time to see it 
this summer, and this important 
book belongs on the shelves of all 
collectors and serious students in the 
tield—B. M. S.

PAPER MONEY IN SHEETS, by John 
A. Muscalus, Ph. D. Published by Len- 
hart Press, Inc., Norristown, Pennsyl- 
vania.

Although this study strikes home 

particularly for those following 

numismatic and philatelic findings, its 
purpose may be considered manifold. 

Because of the wide selection of ex- 

cellent illustrations given, the book 

justifies the interest of the historian, 
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the artist, educator, librarian, journ- 
alist, geneologist, autograph hobby- 
ist and others in research work. 
These illustrations are significant as 
a record of American art, engraving, 
portraiture, and so on, as they are 
of monetary history. 


For the most part, the notes given 
illustration are State Bank notes, 
specimens of local banks operated 
under State laws. Included also are 
examples of municipal scrip, colon- 
ials and a few specimens of business 
college issues. 

Mr. Muscalus has had much experi- 
ence in research of this kind, having 
previously authored a number of 
other books on paper money. His 
latest contribution is a pioneer publi- 
cation, having illustrations of many 
notes never before brought into print.

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Hunting Indian Artifacts by the Fireside 


The past winter here in Wyoming 
was one of the worst for “arrow 
head” hunting one can imagine. No 
one wanted to venture out in bliz- 
zards to hunt, and even if they did 
it would be impossible to find any 
artifacts in the snow drifts. 

Still, I did considerable hunting 
the past winter and found some very 
good specimens. Personally, the more 
severe the weather, the more I en- 
joy my “hunts.” I can almost hear 
you sneer: “Yeah—how do you do 
its. 

Well, since this method can be 
used by invalids and shut-ins as well 
as the most virile collector, I’ll di- 
vulge it for the sake of the “fra- 
ternity.” 

What is necessary to conduct this 
type of an expedition in storms, bliz- 
zards, snow, and cold weather? 

First get a good fire going in your 
den or living room. Find an easy 
chair, a good writing desk, pen, pa- 
per, envelopes, and so forth. Also 
have a number of maps and maga- 
zines on your desk. Then let your 
imagination wander. What part of 
the country ‘would you like to hunt 
in? Wyoming? Well then, take a 
Wyoming map and study it. Small 
towns and cross road post offices 
frequently make best hunting. Write 
a letter to the postmaster ana ask 
him the name of some collector in 
his locality. Be sure to enclose a 
stamped, self-addressed envelope. 
When you get the name of the collec- 
tor, contact him. He will usually sell, 
give, or trade. “Trade” is usually

most acceptable to him. He, too, 
knows many other collectors. You 
will soon have names of all collec- 
tors you are to write to. Find out 
their wants, and let them know yours. 
You may act as a “clearing house.” 
Help them get together. Teachers in 
small rural communities will fre- 
quently put you in touch with stu- 
dents who have a few pieces they 
will sell or trade. 

If you write to a large town, the 
Chamber of Commerce will usually 
give you the names of collectors, or, 
at least I find that to be so. It aisu 
pays to run ads stating your wants 
in the local newspaper of the locality 
in which you are hunting. An ad in 
appropriate magazines will pay big 
dividends, and it is needless to point 
out that there is no magazine su- 
perior or equal to “HOBBIES.” I 
know; I have used its columns. You 
state it costs money. Very true, but 
nothing compared to the cost of gas- 
oline, tires, motor ‘wear, and so forth. 
This way you can get what you 
search for, not just what you chance 
to find. 

If you are in search of a certain 
type of artifact, it is well to send 
along a drawing illustrating just 
what you want. Especially is this 
true in letters sent to school teach- 
ers. If you will send her the draw- 
ing, she will place it on the bulletin 
boards and her students can view it 
and get an idea as to your wants. 

I personally have hunted the 
elusive Yuma for many years. Those 
Symphonies in stone are found in 
many parts of the country but prob- 
ably the outstanding pieces are more 
frequently found in Colorado and 
Wyoming. The Yuma is a little dif- 
ficult to recognize or define, as there 
are three distinct types, the oblique, 
the collateral, and the indeterminate. 

The oblique Yuma is a thin deli- 
cate specimen with oblique chipping 
running across the face of the blade. 
Its sides are straight and ~arallel. 

The collateral has parallel chip- 
ping which runs to a dorsal ridge on 
the center. A cross section is dia- 
mond shaped. This Yuma frequently 
balances on its ridge. 

The indeterminate does not have 
as uniform. flaking. The sides flare a 
little past the center. The better 
specimens are thin. The indetermi- 
nate is not as much in demand as 
the other two. The three types have 
similar shaped bases. The base is 
usually concave, convex, or square. 


Some bases are deeply concave, 
while others have a _ base _ which 
shows very little curvature. Many of 
them have very slight shoulders, but 
none of them have notches in the 
base like the majority of arrows and 
spears. When you find a Yuma which 
has a deeply notched base, it is a re- 
‘worked Yuma. Some Indian found it, 
and cut notches in it so that he might 
use it. 

I might add that the Yuma is a 
prehistoric artifact, probably 15,000 
to 20,000 years old. We know prac- 
tically nothing about “Yuma man.” 
All we know is that he was there, 
because we find his artifacts. We 
can only estimate his age by the age 
of bones that we sometimes find 
them with. 

Some people say they are older than 
the Folsom, others say they are con- 
temporary, but I believe the majority 
believe the Yuma is later than the 
Folsom, which is also a prehistoric 
artifact. 

The Yuma has been found by 
many collectors all over the country. 
A very large collection was gathered 
by a collector in Yuma County, Col- 
orado. Dr. E. B. Renaud of Denver 
University studied these collections 
and recognized the specimens as 
something different. He named the 
“Yuma” in honor of Yuma County, 
Colorado. Dr. Renaud gave much 
time and study to the artifacts. The 
Yuma and Yuma “friends” owe much 
to Dr. Renaud. 

The Yuma is one of the widely 
sought “gems” in the artifact world, 
especially in the Rocky Mountain 
Region. It is frequently connected 
with the Folsom. If you find a col- 
lector gathering Yumas, he is usuaily 
in search of the Folsom. 

Several good collections have been 
gathered since the one collected in 
Yuma, Colorado. There is a _ out- 
standing one of over a hundred piec- 
es in Casper, Wyoming. There is a 
very valuable collection in Boise City, 
Oklahoma, one in North Platte, Ne- 
braska, and two large collections in 
Canada.

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Notes on the Mayan 


Among the linguistic family of the 
Maya, who evolved the most advanc- 
ed of New World civilizations before 
the arrival of Europeans, there has 
been a progressive decline in stature. 
Today the Mayan-speaking peoples 
of the Guatemalan Highlands, who 
retain much of the language and 
many ot the customs of their ances- 
tors, are among the shortest Indians. 
Comparison with prehistoric skeletal 
material shows that they have lost 
about five centimeters, nearly two 
inches. 

This is one of the indications from 
measurements of more than 200 liv- 
ing Guatemalans of Mayan_ stock 
living in the west of the Central 
American republic, just carried out 
by Dr. T. Dale Stewart, Smithsonian 
Institution curator of Physical An- 
thropology. 

There are four main groups of 
these highland Mayans, each speak- 
ing a different dialect. Two years 
ago Dr. Stewart made _ extensive 
physical measurements of the Cakchi- 
quel Indians. This year he visited 
the isolated village of Saloma north 
of the high Cuchumatanes Mountains 
where more than 100 Mam-speaking 
people were studied. At the end of 
his trip he obtained similar measure- 
ments of members of the Quiche 
trive at Santa Clara, west of Lake 
Aticviaa. 

The low stature was a common 
characteristic of these people, he re- 
ports. He suspects it is due to some 
unfavorable factor in the enviroment 
which has become pronounced during 
the past two centuries. The decline 
cannot be attributed to general 
economic conditions. The present- 
day Mayas are at least as well nour- 
ished, clothed, and housed as their 
ancestors. 

A possibility suggested by Dr. 
Stewart is the lack in the soil of 
some element, traces of which are 
needed in human diet.’ He found 
numerous remnants of Mayan cul- 
ture underlying the Spanish-Ameri- 
can ways of life which appear on the 
surface. Among these are brilliant 
feminine costumes hand-woven in red, 
yellow, and lavender yarns. There 
are many traces of the ancient re- 
ligion. 

Dr. Stewart made his headquarters 
at Saloma in the mission recently set 
up by the Maryknoll order of Catho- 
lic missionaries. The head of the 
mission, Rev. Edmund McClear, com- 
bines the functions of missionary and 
dentist and has pulled more than 
1,300 teeth during the two years he 
has been in the village.

HAS DIFFERENT IDEA 
One thing any newspaper editor 
knows: His choice of words can often 
lead to a good argument. For in- 
stance, the little feature on the Odd 
and Strange page some time ago, 
about Elvin Henninger, of Idaho, and 
his giant stone axes. The editor who 
wrote the item inserted a sentence 
saying these axes probably indicated 
a race of giants lived there once. 
Fred Alton, Jr. of Madisonville, Ky., 

disagrees, 

“That statement about giants won’t 
stand up,’ Mr. Alton writes. ‘Axes 
weighing from 10 to 12 pounds may be 
found in any complete Indian collection. 
Most of these are rather crude, showing 
that they were made for some utilitarian 
purpose, and they are believed to have 
been used by several workmen at a 
time, using their multiple handles. 

“If 15-pound hammers indicate a race 
of giants in Idaho, then in prehistoric 
times Kentuckians must have been out- 
standing. In the collection of Col. Ben- 
nett Young there was an ax, found in 
Christian County, Ky., that weighed 32 
pounds. It was 15 inches long and 8% 
inches in width. 

“One found in Warren County, Ky., 
weighed 30 pounds and was 13% inches 
long and 8 inches wide. 

“Also in Woodford County, Ill., was 
found a huge grooved ax 18 inches long 
and weighing 25 pounds, 6 ounces. 

“From these finds, the so-called giants 
must have been more widely distributed, 
if not even larger men than your article 
indicates.

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INDIAN LORE: ANCIENT AND OTHERWISE

Indian relic collecting should be 
more than merely collecting artifacts, 
especially so should it be with the 
collector ‘who excavates burial sites, 
mounds, shelters or caves. If the 
amateur “archaeologist” explores the 
mysteries of either of these types of 
ancient Indian occupancy, he should 
endeavor to keep a complete record 
of every phase of the operation, by 
either photographing or making 
drawings, attaching full data, of the 
area, strata, or finds in situ, thus 
making available the scientific “find- 
ings” brought to light for future 
generations the structural features 
that may prove important for identi- 
fying the period to which they be- 
long. A map of the site and a cata- 
logue of relics found should, by all 
means, be kept.

Carved or painted pebbles have 
been found on prehistoric sites in 
various sections of the United States, 
but are not very plentiful. Now 
comes a recent press report stating 
that carved pebbles have been found 
in France, which Dr. Hallam L. Mov- 
ius, Jr. curator of _paleolithic 
archaeology at MHarvard’s Peabody 
museum, states is the work of a pre- 
historic people who resided on this 
old globe some 20,000 or 25,000 years 
ago. This particular specimen, 


designated as “potato-size,” was dis- 
covered during excavations at the La 
Colombiere rock-shelter in eastern 
France.

Prehistoric Mining in South Dakota 


“The sourdough of ’76 was not the 
first miner to exploit the resources 
of the Black Hills,” writes Wm. Over, 
in a museum bulletin of the Uni- 
versity of South Dakota. ‘Long be- 
fore he came, yes even centuries be- 
fore the mighty Sioux had taken 
over this beautiful spot as a shrine, 
there had been others here who had 
been busily engaged in mining. The 
quest of these early people was not 
for gold, however. That, the Indians 
left for the white man to discover 
and quibble over. These early Indi- 
ans were engaged in more essential 
= peaceful pursuits in the Black 
Hills. 

“Their interests led them here in 
search of certain raw materials that 
could be shaped into tools. Such 
material as flint and quartzite was 
very essential to the well-being of 
the aborigines, for it was from these 
minerals and rocks that the knives, 
axes, scrapers and the various sized 
projectiles were flaked. Sources of 
flint and quartzite are usually lim- 
ited in distribution however, both 
geographically and geologically. Very 
few sizeable outcrops occur in South 
Dakota although fragments in the 
form of water-worn pebbles are 
scattered quite widely over the prair- 
ies particularly along the water 
courses. It is perhaps fortunate for 
the early hunter that limited quanti- 
ties of this material had been strewn 
over the surface by natural agencies. 
By following the trail left by these 
pebbles he was led eventually to the 
original source. At first possibly he 
was satisfied to use the scattered 
pieces that he found on the surface 
but driven by the need for greater 
quantities of better quality material 
finally initiated him to a rather sim- 
ple form of mining. 

“Perhaps it was in some such man- 
ner that the ‘Flint Hill’ mine was 
established. This mine, secreted in a 
remote part of the southern Black 
Hills area, is located near Edgemont. 
Though the existence of this site 
was known to many of the early 
white settlers, especially the oldtime 
cowboy who ranged the canyons in 
this area in search of stray cattle, 
the full significance of the mine was 
never realized until 1924. At that 
time a party led by Dr. Over visited 
the location. The true meaning of this 
site was then unfolded. The mem- 
bers of this party discovered that 
they were standing in the midst of 
what undoubtedly was one of the 
largest if not the oldest prehistoric 
quarries in South Dakota. How long 
this area had been worked or when 
it had been started no one has ven- 
tured to say. In size, however, it is 
comparable to the more _ widely

oming. 

“Flint Hill is a bald isolated ridge 
which nestles between deeply eroded 
pine-clad canyons, the steep walls 
of which form an almost unsurmount- 
able barrier to the quarry. The ele- 
vation of the ridge is some 4200 
feet above sea level. However, to the 
few undaunted individuals who have 
ventured to scale the steep walls, 
their efforts have been well reward- 
ed with a most unusual sight. Over 
the surface of this bald ridge, cover- 
ing an area of more than one hundred 
acres, are the remains of countless 
trenches and pits that have been 
battered to depths of four to ten 
feet by the Indians in their search 
for suitable rock. Thousands of tons 
of rock have been moved durine the 
course of these operations. Pits and 
trenches are in evidence everywhere. 
Some are still open while others are 
filled or partially filled with waste 
rock. 

“To look upon this vast area of 
pits and heaps of spalls one can 
hardly help but wonder how it had 
been accomplished and how long 
these activities had continued. To be 
sure, thousands of man-hours must 
have been involved and certainly 
without benefit of such labor saving 
devices as the compressed air drill, 
blasting powder, steel hammers, or 
even a crow bar. The only tool in 
evidence is represented by quartz 
cobbles more or less elongated in 
shape which had been used as crude 
sledges to batter the rock into sizes 
that could be more easily handled. 
Some of these stone hammers were 
grooved and probably had been haf- 
ted. Others 'were plain, suggesting 
that they had been held in the hand 
without as much as a handle to 
grasp. 

“The choice pieces of material that 
had been recovered were merely 
worked down to. suitable sized 
blanks at the quarry site. These 
blanks were then carried to their 
camp sites to be shaped into finished 
implements. Many of these camp 
sites in the Hills were probably of a 
temporary nature, established during 
favorable seasons of the year. After 
the Indians had completed the ardu- 
ous labor of mining and had turned 
the raw materials into finished 
products, these people undoubtedly 
scattered to their more permanent 
homes in the Plains. 

“Although flint is inferred by the 
name given this hill, the type of rock 
mined at this site is actually a 
quartzite. Originally it was _ sand- 
stone which at some period had been 
subjected to metamorphism, possibly 
the combination of intense heat and 
pressure, to change it into a much 
more durable type of rock. It has 
not the density of flint, however, and 
for that reason it does not lend it- 
self as well to fine chipping. It 
worked well for the larger types of 
stone implements on which an edge 
was desired. 

“The color of the quartzite from 
the Flint Hill mine varies from gray 
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to deep purple. Some shades are 
truly attractive. 

“The Flint Hill mine is not the 
only site of this type in the Black 
Hills. Smaller ones are scattered 
along the east side of the southern 
hills from Hot Springs northward as 
far as Rapid City. None of them are 
as awe-inspiring as the Flint Hill 
quarrv, however.”

Tin foil and lead foil have long 
played a part in arms manufacture 
and in the manufacture of ammuni- 
tion for them. Such uses as the lin- 
ings of percussion caps, parts of 
self-contained cartridges and indeed 
complete cartridges have been known. 
In 1845, for example, the Ordnance 
Department devoted considerable 
time and effort to the testing of 
some tin-foil cartridges Samuel Colt 
had either invented or at any rate 
presented to it. A report of January 
31 of that year indicated that the 
board was completely satisfied with 
the cartridges and that numerous 
firing tests showed them to be every 
bit as good as the paper variety and 
that they were waterproof besides. 
Just a little over 100 years later, in 
1947, the unpredictable technicians 
of Hollywood devised a cartridge us- 
ing lead foil which looked like a 
loaded cartridge with shiny lead bul- 
let in one’s cartridge belt, but was in 
fact a blank cartridge, in which the 
lead disintegrates like flash bulb foil. 
This enables “our hero” to lead his 


gun in scenes and still fire these 
same leads. 

Cartridge collectors probably have 
what is an unparalleled opportunity 
to purchase entire boxes of many 
foreign brands of ammunition. While 
meny of these are admittedly of com- 
mon variety, such as the .32, .380, 
MM Parabellum, 8MM Mauser and 
the like, a great many of the un- 
known and unobtainable types are 
now for sale.

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Did Gunpowder Cause Downfall of English Armour? 


By HARRY WANDRUS 


It is common knowledge that most 
authorities attribute the demise of the 
armoured suit and the armoured 
knight to the appearance of gun- 
powder and the resultant firearms. 
Yet a bit in retrospect shows that 
though some important changes did 
occur in armour on this account other 
causes were of some importance. 
Writing in the Authorized Guide to 
The Tower of London in 1894, the late 
Viscount Dillon made some pertinent 
remarks about this, especially as it 
concerned English armour. In effect 
Dillon stated that English armour 
suffered from the poorness of the iron 
used and the lack of workmanship as 
far back as the days of Richard II 
when German and Italian items were 
preferred. It is well known that 
most of the fine armour in collections 
both in the United States and Eng- 
land is the product of these fine mas- 
ters. Early armor consisted of quilted 
garments re-enforced with leather, 
horn or metal and later “jerkins or 
surcoats” of leather were worn which 
were embellished with metal. At the 
time gunpowder made its appearance 
protective suits still retained much 
of their unfinished appearance, heavy 
plate armor not as yet having made 
its appearance, at any rate, not in 
quantity. What caused armor’s down- 
fall in England was not so much the 
appearance of new weapons such as 
firearms but rather the new concep- 
tions of how battles, wars and ma- 
neuvers must be carried out. In the 
sixteenth century larger and faster 
forces took part in battles with the 
result that excessive armor was a 
hindrance and its occasional value did 
not make up for the limited time it 
was of worth in fighting. Firearms 
had already been developed which 
could reach out and kill at some dis- 
tance and offered the choice of heav- 
ier armor or staying as far out of 
their reach as possible. In this sense 
they forced nations to engage in the 
fast and tricky maneuvers already 
mentioned and caused many to dis- 
card some of their encumbrances. 
England, possibly because of her size, 
the types of wars she fought and her 
location, discarded her armor before 
most continental powers but retained 
it to a great extent for decorative 
purposes and we find, for example, 
many portraits in which the subjects 
are dressed in beautiful armor long 
after it was no longer used there. Or- 
dinary troops never wore elaborate 
coverings because of the expense and 
as armies grew larger whatever plate 
they did wear became inferior in qual- 
ity. Still, so little used in the first 
place by these same it took longer for 
these troops to discard them alto- 
gether and traces continued for many 
years to come. 

Chain mail, as carried before and 
after the use of plate by all classes 
of soldiers, rusted a great deal and 
it was difficult to keep it from doing 
so. It was expensive also. Though 
it was desirable to keep this remnant 
of armor after all else had been dis- 


carded, this difficulty stood in the way 
of permanent use. 

In the final analysis gunpowder’s 
part in the relinquishment of armor 
is perhaps a moot question; that it 
did cause such directly there is evi- 
dence, that it caused such by forcing 
a new type of warfare also makes 
for a great deal of sense; perhaps 
both of these factors helped.

Notes on D. B. Wesson 


From Vol. 2, Contemporary American Biography, 
Atlantic Publishing & Engraving Company, 1899. 
(Abridged) 

As firearms collectors know, the name 
of Daniel B. Wesson is among the most 
distinguished in the field. For over half 
a century, he was a master in the in- 
vention, development, and perfection of 
modern small-arms, and notably, he was 
responsible for the renowned Smith and 
Wesson revolver, which was considered 
the most complete modern arm of its 

kind. 

To those who knew him personally, 
he was also known for his modesty. 
Completely absorbed in his work, he 
avoided publicicly and let his achieve- 
ments speak for themselves. 

Daniel B. Wesson was born in Worces- 
ter, Mass., in May, 1825. Of English 
origin, the family of Wesson dates back 
fully two centuries, its early home being 
in the New Hampshire colony, where the 
first emigrants of the name appear to 
have settled. His father, D. B. Wesson, 
worked in the field of mechanics and 
invention, and indeed, became quite 
famous in the Worcester region for the 
excellence of his ploughs. It is believed 
that the stimulus of his father’s work 
lead Daniel Wesson to become interested 
in firearms; in fact, of their five sons, 
only two adopted other professions. 

The record recalls that ‘until he 
(Daniel) was eighteen years of age he 
resided at home, devoting his time about 
equally between duties on the farm and 
schooling, slighting neither, yet nursing 
a hope that he might soon be free to 
follow the bent of his inclination.’’ For 
a very short time, he entered the shoe 
business of his brothers Rufus and Mar- 
tin, but finding this work disagreeable, 
he soon returned to the farm. Continu- 
ing, the account relates, ‘‘There he es- 
sayed some boyish pistol-making, with 
the old flint-lock of his father as a 
model. Wooden stocks patiently whit- 
tled and barrels molded from abandoned 
vessels of pewter were deftly put to- 
gether and fearlessly tested.’’ 

His next move was placing himself 
directly in his chosen field, serving as 
an apprentice in the firearms trade un- 
der his oldest brother, Edwin, who had 
already acquired considerable reputation 
as the manufacturer of a firearm of his 
own invention known as the Wesson 
rifle. After working in this capacity for 
three years in the town of Northboro, 
Massachusetts, he progressed into the 
role of journeyman under his brother 
and finally held the position of partner 
and superintendent of the company’s 
Hartford, Connecticut, shop. Upon the 
death of Edwin, in 1850, Daniel Wesson 
formed a partnership with Thomas War- 

ner, 


a master armorer of recognized 
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skill, but the partnership was dissolved 
a short two years later, when Mr. War- 
ner retired from business. Another 
brother, Frank, also had a gun-making 
establishment in Grafton, and it was 
here that Daniel Wesson chose to go, 
working in the manufacture of single- 
barrel target pistols. “Thus, step by 
step, he acquired a practical mastery 
of the armorer’s craft, and ripened his 
inventive powers in the school of daily 
experiment and experience.”’ 

Recalling a _ succession of 
which followed, the record continues: 
“About this time a Mr. Leonard began 
to make a stir with an improvement in 
firearms. He was an educated man with 
theories, and having capital at command 
organized the Leonard pistol-manufac- 
turing company, with shops at Charles- 
town, Mass. Mr. Wesson was called to 
his aid as superintendént of the factory, 
and found a somewhat erratic set of 
inventions submitted for treatment at 
his skilled hands. Mr. Leonard had in 
mind some idea of a rapid-firing gun, 
but his plans did not produce an arm 
that could be discharged with regularity 
or handled with safety. He had better 
success, however, with the old ‘“‘pepper- 
box,”’ the cluster of barrels of which was 
fired by a revolving hammer. As the 
weapon had no centre of fire, it was, 
of course, inaccurate and useless for tar- 
get practice; yet it obtained some vogue 
and its manufacture was continued at 
Windsor, Vt.’’ The change _ released 
Daniel Wesson and he was then recalled 
to Worcester by the firm of Allen and 
Luther and it was there that he met 
Horace Smith, his subsequent partner. 
The work concerned itself with maga- 
zine firing arms, and after finishing a 
day’s work, Wesson would devote much 
time at night to studying. Out of his 
reflections and experiments, ‘came a 
decidedly great invention, namely, a 
practical cartridge that rendered per- 
cussion caps a superfluity. It happened 
that Courtland Palmer of New York 
came forward with an improved bullet 
about this same time, and engaged by 
Palmer, he succeeded in improving it 
for which he received a patent. It was 
in working out this development that he 
entered a partnership with Horace Smith, 
and in 1852, they established a factory 
at Norwich, Conn. Out of this associa- 
tion, came the Winchester rifle, and 
later, the Smith and Wesson cartridge— 
“the first self-primed metallic one that 
had proved practical. Experimenting, 
and testing his ideas incessantly, Mr. 
Wesson at length succeeded in perfect- 
ing a revolver, the peculiarity and merit 
of which consisted in the fact that the 
chambers ran entirely through the cyl- 
inder.’’ The manufacture of this fire- 
arm was carried on in Springfield, where 
they built a large factory, and by 1874, 
governments and firms from all over the 
world, were knocking at their door plac- 
ing them at the top of list of firearms 
producers, a position which they have 
faithfully maintained.

The Remingtons 


By B. R. LEWIS 

Along the line of the New York 
Central Railroad, between Troy and 
Rochester, there are several impor- 
tant manufactories. At Ilion, in 
Herkimer County, which is eighty- 
three miles west of Albany, is one of 
the largest private Gun manufactories 
in the United States, known as 

E. Remington & Sons’ Armory, 
remarkable alike for its extent, and 
for its origin. The story of its orgin 
has been told as follows: On Steel’s 
Creek, about three miles from the site 
of the Armory, dwelt the father of 
the present proprietors, who, desiring 
a rifle-barrel for his own use, forged 
one, in 1816, with no other tools ex- 
cept such as an ordinary blacksmith’s 
shop contains, and conveyed it to a 
gunmaker at Utica to have it fitted 
and completed. The gunmaker was 
much pleased with the skilful con- 
struction of the barrel, and Mr. Rem- 
ington, perceiving the high estimation 
in which his workmanship was held, 
dexterously applied his knowledge to 
a profitable use, and commenced the 
manufacture of gun-barrels; and not 
long after this incident, the banks of 
Steel’s Creek blazed with the cheery 
fires of many forges, and the sur- 
rounding hills rang with the joyous 
music of the anvil. The old factory, 
however, was found to be too distant 
from the lines of transit—then the 
Erie Canal—and in 1829 Mr. Reming- 
ton purchased a farm at Ilion, upon 
a portion of which, on plans supplied 
by himself, the establishment is 
erected. For many years the business 
was limited to the fabrication of bar- 
rels, but having received a large con- 
tract from the United States Govern- 
ment for arms, the manufacture of 
Rifles and Carbines, including all their 
parts, was embarked in, and has since 
been very successfully prosecuted. 

Many of the most important im- 
provements which now render the 
American firearm the most durable 
and effective in the world, have had 
their origin with this firm. They are 
accredited with having been the first 
to adopt steel as a material for the 
barrel of sporting guns, and we be- 
lieve they now employ it exclusively 
in the manufacture of arms which 
they are making for the government 
service. For thirty years they have 
been patiently testing the steel of al- 
most every manufacturer both in this 
country and abroad, and, by a long 
course of experiments, have ascer- 
tained which is the best adapted for 
the purpose. By the application of 
machinery to the manufacture of gun- 
locks, this firm has been largely in- 
strumental in effecting a revolution 
in the trade in these locks. In Eng- 
land, whence nearly all the locks in 
use were formerly imported, they are 
made by hand; but in the Remington 
Armory every piece is made by ma- 
chinery to a fixed and unvarying 
gauge, and the result is that not only 
are American Gun Locks cheaper 
than the foreign, but as each piece is 
uniform with every other of the same 
description, a great saving of labor 
is effected in putting them together. 
Not long since, at the Arsenal at 
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Bridesburg, Pa. (Frankford), 20,000 
of Maynard’s Priming Locks, of 
Remington’s make, were fitted to old 
musket barrels, which had been rified, 
and as Major Hagner, the Superin- 
tendent, has certified, with an economy 
of labor that was a marked advan- 
tage. 

The result which usually attends an 
unwavering determination to produce 
nothing but good mechanism, com- 
bined with a genius for improvement 
and invention, is illustrated in the 
growth, progress, and present extent 
of this establishment. The Armory 
occupies two acres of ground, and the 
buildings, some of them four stories 
in height, have a frontage of 400 feet. 
Within the last two years large ad- 
ditions have been made not onty to 
the strueture, but especially to its 
resources in machinery. Both steam 
and water power are employed in 
driving the machinery. Several steam 
engines are used upon the premises, 
the largest of which is of one hundred 
and fifty horse power, a second of 
fifty horse power, and a third of 
twenty-five horse power, with other 
smaller engines. Overshot, breast, 
and several Turbine wheels are also 
employed. Each process has its ap- 
propriate apartment—the aggregace 
comprising the welding and forging 
room, the lock and limb finishing 
room, the barrel room, the stocking 
room, the machine shop, the polishing 
room, and inspecting room; and each 
presents a scene of constant and in- 
teresting activity. From 600 to 700 
men are employed in these works. 
This firm has also a branch of their 
Armory at Utica, N. Y., employing 
about 200 men in the manufacture of 
their Army Revolver. 

The capacity of Messrs. Reming- 
ton’s establishment for the manu- 
facture of firearms amounts at pre- 
sent to 150 Rifles and 500 Revolvers 
per day of the various kinds, which 
in the course of a year would be 
nearly 50,000 stand of arms, and up- 
ward of 150,000 revolvers. It is there- 
fore, at the present time, one of the 
nation’s resources on which the Gov- 
ernment can rely with confidence for 
weapons with which to defend its 
existence and annihilate its foes.

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RAPHAEL TUCK VIEWS OF 
THE QUEEN'S DOLL HOUSE 


By FLORENCE MYERS 


As every collector of the Raphael 
Tuck “Oilette” post card knows, they 
were art publishers to Their Majes- 
ties, the King and Queen of England. 
Several of the series published by 
them advertised the beauty and bene- 
fits of England’s various Colonies or 
of England herself. But the most 
unusual and rarest sets were those 
published at the request of the 
Queen’s Doll House Committee to be

exhibited to help benefit the Queen’s 
charities. 

Following the request, Tucks pro- 
duced six sets of eight post cards 
each showing the Doll House, its 
rooms, furnishings and other special 
features. Over 1600 artists and 
craftsmen were employed in con- 
structing this wonderful miniature 
palace. The scale was one inch to 
the foot even for the china and linen 
and the utmost care was taken that 
all workmanship be of the best and 
only the most costly materials were 
used. 

Set number one shows views of the 
Garden Entrance, Entrance Hall, 
Hall Table and Chairs, Dining Table, 
Dining Room’ Fireplace, Dining 
Room Sideboard, China Coffee 
Service and the Wine Cellar. Each 
card in true colors, was produced 
with infinite care to show the smal- 
lest detail of the room or its furnish- 
ings. 

The Garden Entrance view of this 
miniature mansion shows its beauti- 
ful wrought iron gates, tall trees,

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clipped hedges, roses and _ other 
flowers. Its lawn has a tiny “fairy 
ring” in the grass and a bird shelter. 
As we pass through the magnificent 
door into the Entrance Hall we pass 
a wee dog sitting on the steps. In 
the hall we first see the graceful 
marble stairs with wrought iron 
balustrade. The floor of the hall is 
white marble inlaid with Lapis Lazuli 
and on the wall is a mural by Wil- 
liam Nicholson showing the expul- 
sion of Adam and Eve from the 
Garden of Eden. The hall table is of 
mahogany with Lapis Lazuli top 
which holds a diminutive guest book 
and inkstand. Suits of armour and 
a statue of Venus complete the pic- 
ture. 

The Dining Room is shown in 
beautiful detail on card number four. 
It has a painted ceiling, figured 
woven rug and on its ivory and gold 
walls are hung portraits of the Royal 
Family and other pictures by noted 
artists. The table, which is 2%4 inches 
high is covered with snowy damask 
and its setting is complete with 
flowers, fruit, china, silver and can- 
delabra. The fireplace is of sienna 
and white marble and the mantel- 
piece holds two Sevres vases, two 
silver cups and a clock which actualiy 
runs. The sideboard holds silver sal- 
vers, rosewater dishes and racing 
trophies. The Wine Cellar contains 
43 varieties of real wine of the very 
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best. Each bottle has an exact dupli- 
cate in miniature of a famous label 
and holds: but a sip of the wine. The 
Cellar Book is in its accustomed 
place and the contents of the cellar 
have been carefully entered. Wine 
cases are piled on the floor with a 
carrying basket to one side. Even 
miniature cobwebs have not been for- 
gotten to make the picture realistic. 

In set number two are views of 
the Grand Piano in the Drawing 
Room, Drawing Room Cabinet, some 
of the Drawing Room. Furniture, the 
Library, some of the Library Furni- 
ture, the King’s Library Table, Cor- 
ner of the Library and Regalia in 
the Strong Room. The Piano, only 
8% inches high could be played if 
there were fingers small enough to 
fit its tiny keys. Its case was paint- 
ed by Thomas Rooke with a stool to 
match and music scores were pro- 
vided by contemporary composers. 
The Drawing Room Cabinet is an 
exact reproduction of one in_ lac 
work owned by the Marquis of Lon- 
donderry. Its drawers all pull out 
and they can be locked by the smal- 
lest of gold keys. The third of the 
Drawing Room views shows a table 
on which stands a platinum and jade 
“Raphael Tuck” calender and a deli- 
cate Louis XV settee and chair up- 
holstered in tapestry. 

The Library walls are lined with 
bookcases holding 200 leather bound 
volumes by famous authors. On a 
large walnut table rests reproduc- 
tions of the King’s Despatch Boxes 
from the Ministries. Its drawers and 
those of a companion piece contain 
750 miniature water colors, etchings 
and drawings contributed by noted 
artists. The King’s library table 
holds pens, paperweights, reference 
books, cheque book and various desk 
ornaments. Nothing has been forgot- 
ten in this fairy library. It is perfect 
even to the beautifully carved minia- 
ture chess set ready for play on a 
tiny round table. The Strong Room 
is protected by steel bars and con- 
tains the King’s and Queen’s crowns 
set with real jewels, The Royal Jew- 
els, faithfully copied in real gems 
and other valuables found in a royal 
household. 

Through the views of set number 
three we visit the Royal Bedrooms in 
the following order: the King’s Bed- 
room, the King’s Bathroom, the 
Queen’s Bedroom, the Queen’s Bath- 
room, the Queen’s Bed, Wardrobe 
and Chest of Drawers in the Queen’s 
Apartments, some of the Furniture 
and the Princess Royal’s Room. Each 
of these rooms has its specially wov- 
en rugs and hangings and painted 
ceilings while the walls of the King’s 
Bathroom are decorated with “Punch” 
cartoons. This bathroom is of green 
marble and its tiny taps work with 
real water and there are towels, soap, 
nail brushes, sponges and bath saits. 
The Queen’s Bathroom is shagreen 
and ivory with an alabaster tub and 
a chest on which stands a Faberg 
Japanese tree set with diamonds. The 
Queen’s bed is hung with specially 
woven blue and silver damask and 
the spread is embroidered in seed 
pearls. The Princess Royal’s Room 
is simplicity itself and was designed 
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for comfort rather than luxury. The 
walls, rug and furnishings are ex- 
tremely plain. 

From the sleeping quarters of the 
Queen’s Doll House we go to the 
Queen’s Private Apartment and more 
detailed views of the furnishings of 
the Queen’s Bedroom. Set number 
four contains: Her Majesty’s Bou- 
doir, Gold Chest with Gold Tea and 
Coffee Service, Carpet in Queen’s 
Bedroom, Chinese Cabinet, Fireplace 
and Overmantel in Queen’s Bedroom, 
Writing Desk and Chair, Her Majes- 
ty’s Dressing Table and the Linen 
Room. The walls of Queen’s Boudoir 
are of brown silk painted in lotus 
flower design by Edmund Dulac. The 
chairs are bamboo Chippendale and 
the ornaments and vases of Chinese 
jade. The gold tea service is so 
small that the cups are about twice 
the size of a pinhead yet are perfect- 
ly executed. The carpet for the bed- 
room was woven at the Weaving 
School for Crippled Girls and is in 
lovely pastel shades. The Fireplace 
is of jade and white marble and 
above it is a miniature painting of 
the Queen’s Mother. Her Majesty’s 
dressing table has a glass top which 
holds trinket boxes set with jewels, 
powder boxes, a jar of cold cream, 
scent bottles, brushes and other ar- 
ticles needed for a royal toilet. In the 
Linen Room is a Singer sewing ma- 
chine that will stitch a fine seam 
when the pedal is pushed in, thread 
from a spool no larger that a match 
head. Here are all the linens, each 
piece bearing the Royal monogram, 
which are necessary for such a 
household. 

Set number five shows views of: 
The Royal Nursery, The Royal Nur- 
sery Cradle, Baby Chair and Weigh- 
ing Machine, Nursery Piano and 
Gramophone Set, China Tea and 
Toilet Set, Nursery Toys and Father 
Tuck’s Annual, Housemaid’s Closet, 
the Royal Kitchen and the Kitchen 
Table. Again, as in the Princess 
Royal’s bedroom, simplicity is the 
keynote of the Royal Day Nursery. 
However, nothing is lacking for the 
comfort or entertainment of the roy- 
al children. The walls are decorated 
with illustrations from “Sinbad the 
Sailor,” “Cinderella” and other stor- 
ies and there are two volumes of 
Nursery Rhymes, Father Tuck’s An- 
nual, a model theatre, train, Noah’s 
Ark, rocking horse, soldiers, in fact, 
every thing to make a child happy. 
The cradle is of applewood and ivory 
with the Prince of Wale’s feathers 
on the hood and a guardian angel 
kneeling at the foot. The weighing 
machine will weigh correctly fairy 
babies one twelft life size. The piano 
is ivory in color and of “Cottage” 
design and its rack holds a volume 
of nursery songs, while the grama- 
phone plays a tiny record of “God 
Save the King.” The tin soldiers 
have movable arms and the tail on 
the rocking horse was made from a 
baby’s curl. The tea service and 
toilet set were made in Stoke-on- 
Trent, the home of English Art Pot- 
tery. The Royal kitchen contains 
range, hot plate and pastry ovens, 
all with sliding trays and movable 
doors. The dressers hold Doulton 
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jars for sugar, salt, etc., pots and 
pans of gold and copper. The kitchen 
table has everything needed by the 
most exacting cook. The crockery is 
Doulton, the moulds and pans are of 
gold and there is a mincing machine 
and coffee mill. In the Housemaid’s 
Closet the sink is backed with 
postage stamp size Dutch tiles with 
a drain board of teak and usable 
water taps. There is a step ladder, 
vacuum cleaner, brooms, mops, hot 
water cans, cleaning cloths and 
brushes, soaps, polishes and even a 
fire extinguisher. 

Set number six is entitled “Round 
About the House” and _ contains: 
1—Complete Model of Howse and 
Garden, 2—The Garage showing in- 
terior of Rooms above, 5—Perambu- 
lator and Motorcycle, 4—Croquet, 
Golf, Cricket, Tennis, 5—Guns, Punch 
Bowl, Stick Stand, 6—Stores in Cel- 
lar, 7—Section showing Electric 
Lighting and Water System and 8— 
“Safety First” — The Fire Escape. 
The miniature model of the Queen’s 
Doll House is eight feet long and 
five feet high and has thirty rooms 
counting bathrooms, boxrooms, etc. 
Its roof was constructed of 3,8000 
tiny old Delabole slates which were 
quarried in North Cornwall. The 
view of the garage shows four min- 
iature cars of about 1925. They have 
all accessories, tools and spare tires. 
The motorcycle has an upholstered 
sidecar and the perambulator carries 
the royal monogram. The games 
were made by professionals and the 
cricket, croquet and tennis balls are 
the size of a pea. The stores in the 
cellar consist of every imaginable 
type of bottled and canned foods with 
labels legible and true as to detail. 
The water for the Doll’s House is 
supplied from a cistern on the roof 
and piped to the taps. The lighting 
fixtures are supplied with electricity 
and there are miniature elevators to 
the upper floors. This wonderful 
palace is fully protected from loss by 
fire by a fire escape equipped with 
buckets, hose, ladders, etc. 

There are single views from these 
sets in many collections of Raphael 
Tuck post cards but the entire six 
sets in their original explanatory en- 
velopes is a prize which is found in 
few collections. These sets are 
among the rarest of the Tuck cards 
and it is well worth a post card col- 
lector’s time and effort to complete 
the six sets of eight cards each.

ODD DESIGNS ON PLAYING CARDS 


By H. BRUCE SPENCER 


People who follow the hobby of 
collecting playing cards, file them ac- 
cording to the subjects illustrated 
upon the backs of the cards. In pre- 
cious articles some particular subject 
such as the circus, Indians, steamships 
or railroads, has been cited and the 
various illustrations on that type of 
card design described or mentioned 
to show the vast variety of each type 
to be found in a large general col- 
lection. 

This month the idea will be to de- 
scribe certain unusual types of pic- 
tures seldom found, perhaps not more 
than once in a collection of a hundred 
thousand different card-backs, these 
will be grouped in two sections be- 
cause of the entirely different ideas 
that must have been in the minds of 
the manufacturers. 

First—We will presume the basic 
idea is to place upon the retail market 
playing cards of attractive appear- 
ance, with a beautiful picture or a 
catchy notion in the design. 

The Crazy Quilt Card—A _ very 
popular card among the women mem- 
bers of this hobby. Issued in four or 
more color combinations showing a 
woman in an old-fashioned canopy 
bed, covered by a crazy quilt, the kind 
grandmother made of scraps of cloth 
of different color and pattern. 

The Banana Card—European 
manufacture. Has two bunches of 
bananas in center with border of 
name “FYFFES” appearing 26 times 
around the card. Can anybody tell 
us the history of this card? 

The Smoke Card—This has black 
background with silver border, and 
another with silver background. In 
center there is a circle containing 
small lamp emitting smoke, also the 
words “200 tons of smoke a day.” I 
have received many inquiries regard- 
ing this card and will appreciate 
hearing why and where it was used. 

Board of Trade Card—Comes in red 
or green background, in center is sil- 
ver pedestal with dollar sign. A lamb 
is on the pedestal. A bull and a bear 
are endeavoring to reach the lamb. 

The Magician Card—This comes in 
blue or red. A magician stands at 
his magic table with high silk hat in 
one hand and a stream of playing 
cards falling into the hat. A rabbit 
at his feet, I have received requests 
for decks of these cards from magi- 
cians in many foreign countries. They 
were printed by CRITERION Play- 
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ing Card Co., years ago. Does any- 
body have the lithographing plates? 

The Crystal Ball Card—A_ very 
beautiful design issued in numerous 
color combinations. A fortune telling 
lady gazing into the crystal ball. 

“Votes For Women” Card—This 
curious card in black, green and yel- 
low was evidently issued as propa- 
ganda and achieved its purpose. 

The Optimist International Card— 
Orange or yellow with silver border. 
The back design consists of the “The 
Optimist Creed” printed upon entire 
side of card. 

The Postage Stamp Card—In 1947 
postage stamps had been in use in 

S. A., one hundred years. Two dif- 
ferent decks of playing cards were 
issued as souvenirs by a Stamp Club, 
reproducing pictures of the first two 
stamps issued. One is the 5¢ stamp 
with picture of Benjamin Franklin. 
The other the 10c stamp with picture 
of George Washington. 

Eiffel Tower Card—Red on blue 
background with small outline of the 
tower in white allover the card-back. 
Because of the arrangement of these 
outlines it is difficult to realize at 
first glance that they represent the 
Eiffel Tower. 

“Are You A Buffalo?” Card—This 
2% inch wide card of about 1900 has 
circle in center with picture of a 
buffalo licking the face of a hunter 
asleep on the ground. Perhaps you 
are old enough to remember when this 
popular slang question — “Are you 
a Buffalo?” was going the rounds. 

The Phonograph Record Card— 
Picture of boy and girl dancing upon 
a phonograph record; card in blue, 
black and white. 

The Rhinoceros Card—This 2% 
inch card from England in light blue 
background has picture of a rhino- 
ceros with the letters below in stream- 
er J. C. S. C. Can you send us the 
story back of this curious card? 

The 19th Hole Card—This card in 
grey has picture of a monkey as golf- 
er, with another smaller monkey as 
caddy holding flag. The golfer mon- 
key is drinking milk or something out 
of a coconut. 

The Penguin and Polar Bear Cards 
—This set of two decks sold in a spe- 
cial box has back design forming a 
continuous picture when the 2 cards 
are placed side by side. In _ back- 
ground is either the Rising Sun or 
the Setting Sun. On one card there 
is a penguin and on the other a polar 
bear. They appear to be in earnest 
conversation. Collectors of playing 
cards have wondered how the artist 
happened to arrange this picture as 
he could have learned by inquiry that 
the polar bear spends his time mostly 
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way up North and the penguin is a 
voter only way down South. 

The Ball of Yarn Card. This jas 
been a popular card. The picture ig 
of the lovers seated facing each other, 
The victim is holding the skein of 
yarn. between his hands while his vir] 
friend winds a ball of the yarn. 

Evidently there was a time some 
years ago when playing card artists 
were interested in dress makers, 
Decks were issued upon which the 
back designs were pictures of some- 
thing pertaining to dress making or 
sewing. Each of the following are 
separate decks: Hook and Eye Design, 
Three Buttons on Plaid Cloth, Zipper, 
Needle and Thread, A Pair of Shears, 
Knitting Needles and Yarn, Lady 
Crocheting, Lady Having Dress Fitted 
by Seamstress. 

Our second group of playing cards 
featuring unusual subjects as back 
designs will consist of pictures of 
such a nature it is difficult to under- 
stand how a card manufacturer could 
possibly expect the picture to aid in 
making a sale. The only logical ex- 
planation appears to be that under 
certain conditions morbid, gloomy, 
melancholy or creepy ideas have a 
place in salesmanship. 

Oriental Scene—In black and gold 
2% inch card, picture of a storm and 
man being struck by lightning. 

Storm at Sea—In black and gold 
2% inch card, picture of ship being 
wrecked near a light house. 

Spider and Web—Blue and gold 2% 
inch card, large unsightly spider 
about to capture a fly. 

Another Spider, Fly and Web Card 
—Issued by a company now out of 
business. A very fine piece of print- 
ing in light blue, green, black and 
gold, but not a pleasant picture to 
contemplate. 

Skull and Cross Bones—A _ most 
gruesome picture, 2% inch card of 
about 1890 in black and white. 

Snakes and Lizards—A fine piece 
of printing 2% inch card in green, 
gold, blue and grey, but not a pleas- 
ing picture. Also have fine different 
cards of very repulsive dragons, not 
possible -to describe here. 

Frog Playing Harp—In swamp sur- 
rounded by cat-tails. A well printed 
card in red and white. 

Another Frog Card—15 frogs on 
card back in red and gold and another 
in blue and silver. 

We will end this series with men- 
tion of a playing card design which 
certainly would not appeal to woman. 
An evening with this design would 
find the ladies on top of the card 
tables. 

Seventeen Cute Little Mice—On the 
card back in red and gold and another 
in blue and silver. These appear to 
be companion decks to the Frog cards.

MINERALOGICAL THOUGHTS 


By W. SCOTT LEWIS 


Vanadinite on Descloizite 

So much vanadinite has been dis- 
tributed from the Arizona locality 
that most collectors doubtless think 
of it as always being a bright red 
mineral. However these elongated 
crystals from Mexico are grayish, 
but they make a striking appearance 
and are very interesting. 
Happy Family 

Sometimes human relatives fail to 
get along well together when too 
closely associated, and this is especi- 
ally true when they are not “on the 
water wagon”. Here is a mineral 
that sounds like an entire family and 
apparently quarrels are unknown. 

Thaumasite is a hydrous calcium 
mineral but the calcium is in three 
groups. One is calcium silicate, 
another is calcium carbonate and the 
third is calcium sulfate. These three

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are bound together chemically along 
with a lot of water to make a rather 
soft, white mineral that bears no 
outer evidence of its complexity. 

The hardness of thaumasite is 3.5 
but a mass of it may appear to be 
much softer because the particles rub 
apart quite easily. The _ specific 
gravity is 1.877. It belongs to the 
hexagonal crystal system. 

This mineral is relatively scarce, 
being known from only a few locali- 
ties in the entire world. 

Tiger Eye’s Grandpa 

Relationships get a bit mixed in 
the mineral world because one miner- 
al may gradually turn into one anoth- 
er and so become its own descendant. 
Take riebeckite for instance. We 
have some before us as we write. It 
is a quite ordinary black mineral 
but showing a reflection from cleav- 
age faces as we turn it about. It 
comes in rock from Colorado and is 
essentially a sodium, iron silicate. 

Down in South Africa in Griqual 
and West there occurs at least two 
deposits of a bluish, fibrous mineral 
that doesn’t look at all like riebeckite. 
It is known as crocidolite and is min- 
ed as a form of asbestos. However 
it seems probable that it is actually 
a peculiar form of riebeckite that oc- 
curs that way because of local con- 
ditions that are quite different from 
those found at the northern locality. 

In the crocidolite locality in the 
district of Priesbka the crociolite in 
part of the deposit has been acted 
upon by water carrying silica in so- 
lution until it has been completely 
altered to the variety of quartz 
known as tiger eye. It is now no 
longer crocidolite and that name 
should not be applied to it. 

Crocidolite has been hard to obtain 
for some time.

We are sure you are all familiar 
with the zine sulfide from the Tri- 
state region but here in California 
we have a deposit of sphalerite that 
is quite distinct in appearance as the 
color is more slaty and the cleavage 
faces are much smaller. It is in a 
dolomite rock. 

Miscellaneous Rocks 


PHONOLITE is a very compact 
lava consisting largely of nephelite 
and orthoclase. The color is often 
a grayish-green and it can sometimes 
be distinguished by the fact that a 
piece gives a metallic sound when 
struck with a hammer. This char- 
acteristic gave rise to its popular 
name of “clink stone” as well as to 
its technical name of phonolite. 

ANDESITE is the second most 
common of all lavas if we take the 
world as a whole. At least that is 
true for the lands bordering the Pa- 
cific Ocean where the volcanoes that 
comprise the so-called “circle of fire” 
have poured forth great quantities of 
it during past ages. The name is 
derived from the Andes mountains 
where it is especially abundant but 
there is plenty of it to be found on 
the Pacific slope of our own country. 

This lava is intermediate in com- 
position between rhyolite and basalt, 
an indication of its more basic char- 
acter being the complete absence of 
quartz phenocrysts, although crystals 
of hornblende, biotite or pyroxene are 
quite common. Feldspar phenocrysts 
are also often found and when they 
are very numerous the rock is known 
as andesite porphyry. 

Andesite varies greatly in color but 
on the average it is darker than rhyo- 
lite. Some of the great number of 
varieties even resemble bas It but 
they can be distinguished by | 2aking 
off a small piece and holding a thin 
edge to a bright light. If it appears 
slightly translucent, it is andesite. 

FELSITE. If we find a light col- 
ored lava that contains some quartz, 
we think it is rhyolite. If quartz is 
entirely absent, but there are num- 
erous phenocrysts of dark minerals, 
we think it is andesite. But if we 
find a flow that is entirely devoid of 
either type of phenocryst, we are out 
of luck as few of us have the means 
for making delicate optical tests. In 
that case don’t be discouraged, merely 
look wise and name it “felsite”’ You 
will be absolutely correct provided the 
color is not dark green and provided 
it passes the thin edge test mentioned 
above. 

Talsite is a very convenient name 
for a lava that is so fine-grained that 
it is impossible to prove that it is 
anything else by ordinary field tests. 
While technically speaking there is 
no such rock, we will wager that the

use the name as you will be in a class 
with a lot of college professors when 
they are away from their tools. 

BASALT. We now come to the 
most common of all lavas and the one 
that is the easiest to distinguish. 
Basalt varies from dark brown or 
gray or sometimes green to as near 
absolute black as one can find in a 
rock. A microscope shows that it is 
composed of minute grains of soda- 
lime feldspar with pyroxene and some 
kind of iron ore which rarely takes 
the form of native iron. Other con- 
stituents are often olivine, biotite and 
hornblende. In other words it is very 
basic in character and is apt to be 
dense and heavv 

Basalt may contain phenocrysts of 
feldspar, olivine or py:oxene and it 
may also contain amygdules. Here is 
a chance for a lot of confusion as an 
amvgdule is entirely different from 
a phenocryst. The latter consists of 
material crystallized out of the sub- 
stance of the lava and they are locked 
into it and truly belong with it. 
Amygdules, on the other hand, were 
not there when the lava cooled. How- 
ever, there was a lot of steam present 
and this filled the lava with holes as 
it expanded so it became “vesicular.” 
Later on the holes or “vesicles” be- 
came filled with minerals deposited 
from a water solution, so we may find 
nodules (amygdules) of calcite or per- 
haps some of the silicate minerals, 
especially the hydrous silicates. Here 
in the west nodules of chalcedony of- 
ten occur in basaltic flows and we 
have not forgotten that we bought 
our first car as a result of finding a 
flow of amygdaloidal basalt contain- 
ing masses of gemmy chalcedony 
weighing up to 15 pounds each. 

The appearance of a lava flow after 
it has cooled depends to a great ex-

tent upon how fluid it was. If it was 
very viscous, the surface may have 
hardened while the under part was 
still moving. In this case the upper 
crust may have been broken into 
pieces many times, the result being 
that it ultimately hardened into a 
chaotic mass of rough blocks over 
which one walks with great difficulty. 
Such a flow is known as “malpais” in 
the western U. S. from the Spanish 
words meaning “bad country,” but the 
geologist is more apt to call it aa 
which is the name used in Hawaii. 
At other times the lava hardens with 
a smooth surface that often has a 
rope-like or billowy form. Lava of 
this type is known as pahoehoe and 
it is not nearly as common as aa. 
The finest example we have ever seen 
is the great Blue Dragon flow at the 
Craters of the Moon in Idaho, a local- 
ity where one can also study lava 
tunnels with their interesting lava 
stalactites. 

An odd thing about the basalts of 
the western U. S. is the fact that 
their average age is much less than 
that of the andesites and dacites 
which are also very common. During 
the great eruptions of the Tertiary 
Period the lavas were decidely silicic 
with rhyolite and dacite very plenti- 
ful, but the recent lavas are largely 
basalt. Perhaps they came from a 
deeper source as their specific gravity 
is much higher than that of the older 
flows.

Belgium Claims to Be 
Home of Newspaper 


An Associated Press report from 


Brussels states that Belgium has 
traced what may have been the first 
newspaper in the world. 


The honor goes to the “Wettlijcke 
Tijdinghe” (Legitimate Tidings) 
which first appeared in Antwerp in 
1605. A printer named Abraham 
Verhoeven was responsible. 


Under various names and manage- 
ments the “Wettelijcke Tijdinghe” 
was published for 222 years till 1827. 


First the paper appeared twice 
monthly and then in 1617 as a 
weekly. The top half of its pages 
were printed in French while the 
bottom half appeared in Flemish. 
Then as now Belgium supported two 
languages. For illustration Ver- 
hoeven used wood-cuts, mostly of 
famous persons of the day. Some of 
the many battles fought about this 
time were also shown in wood-cuts, 
and famous buildings too were en- 
graved. 


The earliest copy of the paper in 
existence is owned by A. M. Istas, an 
Antwerp collector. This copy is dat- 
ed 1621; and contains maps, plans 
and music manuscripts. The main 
article concerned the siege of the 
town of Ecluse in Flanders which 
was going on at the time. Accom- 
panying the reportage is a 'wood-cut 
in great detail showing troop em- 
placements.

Meteorites 


Washington, D. C. Portions of two 
noteworthy stony meteorites which 
were observed to fall over Italy 
nearly a century ago have just been 
added to the collection of nearly 800 
of these “shooting stars’ at the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

These highly desired specimens are 
gifts of Stuart H. Perry, Adrian, 
Mich., publisher and vice president of 
the Associated Press, an associate in 
mineralogy of the Institution. They 
will be subjected to scientific study at 
the Smithsonian. 

The first is the largest recovered 
of a small “shower of stones” observed 
on February 10, 1853, near Agrigento 
in Sicily, a place familiar to thousands 
of American soldiers. Four of these 
stones were found. Small ones, each 


weighing less than a kilogram, are 
preserved as museum specimens in 
Rome, Berlin, and Paris. The largest, 
weighing nearly five times as much 
as all the others combined, went into 
a private collection from which it has 
been obtained now for the Smithsonian. 

The second accession is a much 
smaller specimen observed to fall July 
12, 1903, near the Italian village of 
Val Dinezza. It is very similar in 
composition to the first. 

_ The Smithsonian meteorite collec- 
tion is being built up as rapidly as 
possible from American specimens. 
Supposed meteorites are received at 
a rate of about twenty a month, but 
relatively few of these prove to be 
genuine. 

The material most commonly mis- 
taken for meteorites by the public is 
slag or cinder. 


A World-wide Family 


By DOROTHY L. FREAS 


A large group of shells, 250 kinds, 
comprises the Murex family. They 
are known as rock shells, and live 
along rugged coast lines, usually in 
the warmer seas. 

Their shells are beautiful, as they 
have many varices, of all types. The 
varix is the thickening of the shell, 
formed by the creature within, to pro- 
tect the edge of the shell from break- 
ing in the rough seas which toss it 
against the rocks. These thickenings 
occur usually during rest periods in 
the growth of the shell. The Murex 
shells are never pearly, but the in- 
terior of many of them is lined with 
bright color. The form is a spiral 
univalve, tapering at both ends. The 
family is carnivorous and has a long 
radula, which bores a hole and sucks 
out the meat of an oyster or other 
mollusk. 

Murex pomum is common on our 
South East coast, and as far south 
as Venezuela. It has a round solid 
shell about three inches long, white 
with brown marking on the exterior. 
It has a short canal, as that part of 
the shell which tapers below the aper- 
ture, is called. 

Murex ramosus lives in the Indian 
and Pacific Oceans. It is five inches 
long, pure white with a delicate pink 
aperture. Three rows of gracefully 
curved fronds occur on each whorl. 

Murex radix, about five inches long, 
is a shell in direct contrast with M. 
ramosus. It is stubby and white, but 
covered with rows of black ruffles, 
which give it the appearance of 
being scorched. It grows around 
Panama. 

Murex bicolor, also from Panama 
has a white knobby appearance, is 
three to four inches, but with a bril- 
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liant pink aperture, as glossy as fine 
china. It is a showy shell, but in- 
expensive for the collector. 


Murex tenuispina, called Venus 
Comb, lacks color inside or out, but 
it has a beautiful form. The varices, 
three in number, continue down the 
long canal from the body, thus mak- 
ing three rows of spines or teeth, 
which resemble the back bones of a 
cod fish. It is delicate appearing, and 
a fine addition to any collection. 

Murex haustellum, or Snipe-bill 
murex, in outline resembles the head 
of a bird with a long slender bill. 
Over five inches, it is brown and al- 
most smooth on the exterior. The 
small aperture is a light shade of 
salmon. Its range is Indian Ocean, 
Red Sea and Pacific. 

The Murex of our west coast has 
little color, but several of them are 
fine in form, some species having 
“wings” on the varices, some flat, 
some curving. They are attractive, 
although they usually need a bit of 
cleaning because of the lime deposits 
on them.

CARPENTER Coat-of-Arms 
By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 


He beareth for Arms: Argent a 
greyhound passant and a chief sable. 
Crest—A greyhound’s head erased per 
fesse sable and argent. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A silver (argent) shield, in the lower 
part of which is a black (sable) 
greyhound walking (passant). Across 
the upper one-third of the shield is a 
black (sable) band, or chief. As 
color-names are not repeated, it is 
understood that both the greyhound 
and chief are sable or black, as 
there is no color name after “grey- 
hound”. The crest is a greyhound’s 
head as torn violently from the body 
— hair hanging unevenly (erased). 
The color is divided horizontally (per 
fesse) — upper part black (sabie), 
and lower silver (argent). 

The cut for this picture is taken 
from a photostat of one in black and 
silver, and the silver does not come 
out as clearly as white. 

The chief is one of nine so-called 
Honourable Ordinaries, straightsided 
figures one-third the width of the 
shield, first symbols used to identify 
men encased in armor. It is emble- 
matical of rank, dignity, authority 
and dominion. 

An authority on the meanings of 
devices used in Heraldry states: “It 
has been observed that there is 
scarcely any virtue possessed by man 
that is not shared by the various 
kinds of dogs. The signification of 
either of these would be courage, 
vigilancy, and loyal fidelity.” The 
greyhound was the sports-dog of 
Royalty for many years, and no one 
outside the court was allowed to own 
one. They had their special caretak- 
ers, and were trained for the hunt, 
and also for tracking down mar- 
auders. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the first 
bearer of the Arms, and are granted 
only if he be worthy. Silver signifies 
sincerity and peace; sable, the fur 
lining of royal robes, nobility and 
constancy. The division of color in 
the dog’s head no special significance 
only creates a difference between the 
Carpenter crest, and another per- 
son’s who may have a similar dog’s 
head. 

The description, or “blazon” of 
this Carpenter Armorial Bearing is 
registered in Burke’s General Ar- 
mory and confirmed in Fairbank’s 
Book of Crests. According to Burke 
this family was seated in cos. Sur- 
rey and Sussex; in American books 
featuring Carpenter families, it is 
ascribed to the Pennsylvania family 
of whom Samuel, born in England in 
1640, was the first Treasurer of the 
Province of Pennsylvania; and to 
William Carpenter, born 1576 in 
Berkshire, Eng., who was in Wey- 


mouth, Colony of Massachusetts in 
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Among other Carpenter Coats-of- 
Arms registered by Burke, is one 
also used in America, and a descrip- 
tion or picture is occasionally seen 
here. This belonged to a Welsh fam- 
ily, Timothy being the one who came 
here in 1678, having been born in 
Wales in 1665. He was the son of 
Ephraim, born in Wales in 1623; 
and Ephraim the great grandson of 
Caleb, born in Prussia in 1540, who 
settled in Wales. This Coat consists 
of six vertical stripes or pales, alter- 
nating silver and red. The crest is a 
coney sitting up, and is of silver. 

The English Carpenters can trace 
their family to 1303. There was one 
William, born in 1576, who was a 
carpenter by trade — a contractor 
who had a very clever set-up — re- 
minds one of “Community Builders 
of Skokie” (III.) who have such good 
music on the air, and tell of their 
plans to help people with their hous- 
ing problems. This William had 41 
years lease on land for home sites 
in and around London, but must build 
homes for people within 5 years of 
the time he leased the different lots! 

His son William was the one who 
came on the good ship “Bevis”, in 
1638, returned to England, then took 
up land here and died in Reho- 
both, Mass., in 1659. He lived both in 
Weymouth and Rehoboth. He was 
chosen to look after several interests 
of the town, appointed to General 
Court, and a Director. He willed 
Latin, Greek, and Hebrew books, as 
well as lands and livestock to his 
children. His descendants outnumber 
those of any branch in America. This 
Coat-of-Arms was sent from Eng- 
land to his eldest son John, and kept 
in the family through the generations 
until after the Revolution, then the 
parchment was accidentally de- 
stroyed. 

The Carpenter Coat-of-Arms is 
found in church windows in the coun- 
ties of Surrey and Sussex in England. 
We do not always realize that the 
possession of a Coat-of-Arms often 
establishes the foreign residence of 
a person or family. Whether or not 
this was the case with Samuel Car- 
penter who came from, co. Sussex to 
Philadelphia, we can not say, but 
probably it was; manv a family has 
been thus traced. 

Samuel Carpenter was a very im- 
portant figure, and a good friend of 
William Penn’s. He also was a 
Quaker. He probably went first to 
the Barbadoes, as many in those 
days went first from England to 
escape persecution, or as_ political 
prisoners. Samuel held many re- 
sponsible positions, and had many 
ships in foreign commerce. He was 
one of the trustees of Public Schools 
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Carpenter 


established by the Friends in Phila- 
delphia in 1689. He was a member of 
the Provincial assembly. In 1701 
Penn appointed him a Member of 
Council of State. 

“Watson’s Annals”, in 16 listed 
items, show the vast amounts of his 
holdings, among them lots in the 
original part of Philadelphia; 1,000 
acres, 50 acres, 1,100 acres, 600 acres, 
etc. in New Jersey; a 350 acre island 
in Delaware, property covered by 
Bristol; stores, houses, mills (saw 
and grist); one grist mill 'with Penn, 
now it would be in Chester. His wife 
was Hannah Hardiman of Wales, a 
Friend, and a minister. 

The Carpenters had one of those 
estate frauds. A rich bachelor died 
in England at the age of 97, in the 
year 1700. The estate was surnosed 
to be worth about $250,000,000! 
There seemed to be no heirs in Eng- 
land, and nearly 200 years later, as- 
sociations were formed in America, 
with fake lawyers aplenty to pull the 
wool over the eyes of Carpenter des- 
cendants who were unacquainted with 
their methods. 

A James Phillips in London wrote 
to some of these representatives con- 
cerning the estate, saying he would 
be glad to give them any information 
they wished. Then he wrote asking 
for £100s, saying “You would, no 
doubt serve me as I have often been 
served by Americans”. Finally, in 
1883, the services of James Usher 
were secured, and he made a trip to 
London. He writes in a humorous 
vein about his experiences — how he 
trailed this Jas. Phillips around — 
finding him in a_ small rooming 
house instead of a large office and 
that his name was not Phillips, but 
Harrison. But the serious part for 
both of them was when the man con- 
fessed at knowing nothing about the 
estate, and was utterly confused 
when his letter was produced in 
which he had told that he knew 
everything about it. “To make a long 
story short” Usher spent weeks 
searching, to no avail, and at least 
at the time he wrote his experiences, 
the Carpenters in this country were 
no richer for having a 40-11th 
cousin who was supposed to have a 
fortune to be divided among heirs. 
(See “Crest Corner”.) 

“Once upon a time” a man went to 
purchase a large tract of land in 
Lancaster Co., Pa. “Your name?” 
inquired the clerk. “Heinrich Zim- 
merman” was the reply. “You should

have an English name — Zimmerman 
— Room Man — Carpenter — your 
name will be CARPENTER”. So, 
from 1706, on, 'we have records of a 
Carpenter family in Pennsylvania 
who came hére as Zimmerman. (Then 
sometimes people wonder why we 
can not always find their families!!) 

This Heinrich was a descendant of 
another Heinrich some generations 
back, who with his wife, resided in 
Bernes Oberland, in the village of 
Wattenwyl, evidently on the north- 
ern borderland of Switzerland (His- 
torical Atlas does not give it.) The 
later Heinrich, of an explorer type 
of mind, was one of Penn’s European 
recruits. He came over here, return- 
ed to Europe for a time, and while 
there married Salome Refner; then 
brought her to Pennsylvania where 
they made their future home, he 
studying and practicing medicine in 
Germantown, where he _ prospered 
and became a popular and successful 
physician. Three of his children, in- 
cluding Emmanuel were born in 
Switzerland. Emmanuel Carpenter 
became a great hero in the Revolu- 
tion, and later ‘was an influential 
judge, known as “Manny the Law 
Giver”. His forms of writs, judg- 
ments and so forth were unusually 
accurate. First he signed as for the 
King of England — later, as of the 
Province of Pennsylvania. He was a 
member of the Committee of Safety, 
and also on a Committe to protest 
against the treatment of the Bos- 
tonians by the British. Any in his 
line are eligible og membership in 
the S. A. R., and D. A. R. 

Wherever you find the Carpenter 
name, whether from the English or 
Swiss line, you will find records of 
service to their country, and men and 
women of affairs. Yes — answering 


your question — this is true of every 
family — but — today — we are 
talking of the CARPENTERS. 


CREST CORNER 

In the body of the article it was 
suggested you refer to “Crest 
Corner”. Several times I _ have 
thought of bringing up the matter of 
“Estates”, and this may be an ap- 
propriate time, as the Carpenter 
estate was an interesting note in the 
article. 

Perhaps there have been so many 
instances of people having been 
swindled of their savings by “Asso- 
ciations”, lawyers and genealogists 
who had promised to get the millions 
and share alike with all who could 
prove heirship, that the game is not 
played as much as formerly. At 
least I have not heard much about 
such an estate recently, and have 
never been asked to trace a history 
for that purpose. I have, however, 
had much material given me to work 
from in finishing out lines, that nad 
been compiled for that purpose. 
Sometimes the correct lineage had 
been proved, but the money not se- 
cured; sometimes the pedigree was 
never completed. 

Here are a few estates that have 
been worked on in this fashion — 
never having been brought through 
the courts in favor of the heirs.

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As “history repeats itself” in this 
subject as well as many others we 
all know about, I am going to relate 
a few things I recall about one of 
the Aneka Jans scandals, for — who 
knows — that might come up again, 
and this might be a timely warning 
to the present or next generation, — 
for the lawyers and others ambitious 
for this kind of money wait about 
a generation till old memories die, 
before tackling an estate again. The 
Aneka Jans affair was on when I was 
in my early teens — perhaps fresh- 
man in college, and only a few years 
ago, several people were jailed for 
swindling, in connection with this 
estate. 

Aneka Weber of Holland had mar- 
ried Everardus Bogardus, first min- 
ister in this country to the Dutch 
people settled around what is now 
New York. He ‘was drowned on his 
way back to Holland on business . . 
(They were my ancestors — proven!) 
Aneka later married Roloff Jans. 
For times she was a woman of con- 
siderable means, owning the proper- 
ty on which Trinity Church in New 
York City now stands, and a large 
part of what is now Harlem, and 
was in the late 1600s called Haar- 
lem. 

No need of giving all details, and 
I might not recall them all correctly 
anyway, but they were trying to get 
the title clear to the Trinity Church 
estate, Harlem, and to millions that 
had supposedly accumulated through 
the 2% centuries, in a bank in Haar- 
lem, Holland. 

My very clear recollections are 
these: (This was on my mother’s 
side of the family, and I shall call 
those involved by the names I called 
them then.) Aunt Libbie had gone 
west to live with her brother when 
she was quite young, and married 
Uncle Lew on the Pacific coast. My 
mother had died when I was a baby, 
and Aunt Julia was left to care for 
her aging and later invalid father. 
Both her father’s and mother’s illnes- 
ses had depleted the household funds, 
but the home was Aunt Julia’s and 
she kept herself going with her 
needlework. 

One day there appeared on the 
scene, Uncle Lew and Aunt Libbie, to 
stay with Aunt Julia until the Aneka 
Jans estate was settled and they 
would (and I, too), receive the 
thousands. I was so excited about it 
that I told my college president I 
was going to be rich and would give 
the college $25,000 as soon as the 
money came. “And does this money 
come to you through the settlement 
of a large estate?” — and I proceed- 
ed to tell him all about it. “I would 
not count too much on it, at least not 
right away” — etc., etc. 

When I went home on vacation, I 
was anxious to “go over” to see 
Aunt Julia, and the others whom I 
had never known. But — I didn’t 
like my new “Uncle Lew”! I was to 
sign some papers ‘when there, even 
though I was not of age. But, being 
an orphan, there were no parents to 
sign for me. The- notary, a highly 
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respected gentleman, asked me to 
sit down beside him after the others 
had signed, and were on the other 
side of the room talking excitedly. 
“Put your head down low to the 
paper as though you were signing” 
— he knew I was nearsighted. “Now 
— it is my duty to ask you if you 
know what you are signing?” “I 
think so — that we are all giving 
Uncle Lew the right to take care of 
this business for us, collect the mon- 
ey, and give us our share.” “You 
understand it all right, Mabel, but if 
your Uncle Lew gets this money do 
not be too sure he will give you your 
share — he could say there was not 
so much, and keep some himself — 
we outside the family do not feel he 
is too honest.” ‘Maybe I should not 
sign?” “Yes, you should sign to go 
along with your aunties, but this 
thing is so big — I do not think 
your Uncle Lew will be able to get 
the money, and you might as well 
know that tonight — just do not say 
I told you — come to my office to- 
morrow and I'll tell you more.” A 
wise man; and probably my fine 
guardian and step-mother had talked 
it all over with him — but they never 
discussed it with me. 

Dear Aunt Julia — and her brother 
— who had always lived in the little 
town where neighbors and friends 
were kind and thoughtful and hnon- 
est — and they were giving their 
last red cents and going without 
necessities to feed those “working 
for the fortune.” 


Later came the genealogist — Mrs. 
J. — to live with (I know now “off”) 
Aunt Julia. She could not do re- 
search in our little town — why ‘was 
she there? But she had hundreds of 
papers around her, which I found 
later to be pedigrees” of heirs galore, 
which had to be “proven” and com- 
pared, copied and signed, all ready 
to present to the session of the Court 
which should decide the Trinity 
Church Church property and_ all 
Haarlem, and the millions in the 
Holland bank were to be ours. I had

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my pedigree too — have it yet. 
Checks and cash fell out of these en- 
velopes, and Uncle Lew spent weeks 
at a time in New York on the mat- 
ter. (2???) It was always about to 
break — but it did “break” many of 
the gullible heirs, and thousands of 
people were greatly disappointed for 
they had counted for a few thousand 
each to put in the bank for their 
later years, or for the education of 
their children. 


Neither were these “pedigrees” all 
fool-proof. There was one error in 
mine which I have only proved in re- 
cent years. When I first took up 
genealogy as a profession, I took all 
my uncles’ and aunts’ pedigrees, 
which had come to me, as one by one 
they passed on, — and went through 
them carefully at the Library. Each 
one of these was supposed to be con- 
nected with a different “patentee” of 
this land — making several ances- 
tors through whom we could collect! 
I disproved all but the one — Aneka 
Jans — and there is no doubt about 
her owning, and her descent. The 
wrong person I discovered in mine 
was a wife, during the Revolution, 
and would have made no difference 
in the pedigree itself. 

All over the country there were 
groups of people banding together, 
paying in dues, hiring lawyers and 
geneologists. It had happened be- 
fore, and as_ I said, it has happened 
since in the Aneka Jans estate, and 
the others have all been worked on 
comparatively the same plan. —

The Crown Card Company of 
Cadiz, Ohio, in 1895, advertises, “692 
new sample styles of envelope type 
silk fringe cards, 20 new songs, 100 
rich and racy jokes, 1 pack Escort 
cards, 1 pack Fun cards, 1 pack 
Acquaintance cards, and Standard 
Beau Catcher ... all for two cents.” 
(Since the money does not even cover 
the postage one wonders what the 
whole thing was about.)

Street, Boston, were evidently large 
dealers in greeting cards. Their ad- 
vertisement in the Youth’s Compan- 
ion of 1892 lists many types, ie., “17 
Prang and Co.’s Christmas cards and 
a cut-out-fancy-shaped Christmas 
Bell, embossed; a jeweled card with 
easel attachment; Prang’s handsome 
Souvenir Booklet; a Christmas card 
by Bishop Brooks containing his 
portrait; Cards by Prang’s, Tuck’s. 
Ward’s, etc.; Christmas booklets in- 
cluding one shaped booklet; Folding 
Fishnet cards published by Prang & 
Co.; Birthday packet, Prang’s or 
Tuck’s; Sunday School packet, 
Prang’s assorted cards, Selection, no 
two alike, for teachers, and, Novel- 
ties at 15, 25, 50, 75c, and $1 each 
for Birthday or Anniversary “which 
will be selected 'with care for differ- 
ent tastes and ages.”

women wore low heels. Cowboys 
still stick to them.

ETHIOPIAN COINAGE 

(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 135) 
1889 (1896) and the bust of Menelik, 
they were probably all struck after 
Menelik’s death, 1913. Some three 
quarters of a million such pieces are 
known to have been made there as 
late as 1931. Before striking these 
pieces, the intended value, originally 
in the reverse exergue, was obliterated 
from the dies. 

In 1934, 1 cent and 5 cent coppers 
were issued bearing on the obverse 
the crowned head of Haile Selassie, 
to the right, with his name and the 
Amharic title, “King of kings of 
Ethiopia.” The reverse shows the 
usual lion of Judah, facing this time 
to the right. In the exergue is the 
denomination 1 or 5. The 5 cent pieces 
were struck at the Addis Ababa mint. 
The 1 cent pieces, somewhat more 
sharply struck, were made in England 
by the Kings Norton Company. — | 

In May, 1936, Premier Mussolini 
proclaimed Ethiopia to be annexed to 
Italy. This brought to an end one 
of the oldest Christian dynasties. In 
June, 1936, the colony of Italian East 
Africa was established, comprising 
Ethiopia, Italian Somaliland, and 
Eritrea, with Addis Ababa as the 
seat of administration. Special coins 
have not yet been issued for this 
colony. The new 1937 Italian coins, 
however, bear the title, Victor Em- 
anuel III, King (of Italy) and Em- 
peror (of Ethiopia?)
